^ in Forms refolved, TAz/ no Alterations Jhall be made 
in their printed Book of Constitutions, without Leave of the 
Grand 

And. whereas, on 27,, 1754, the Moft Noble Marquis 
of C A’R'N AXVA} 4 , firand Ma/Ier, with his Deputy and 
Wardens , and Jhe &v*td' 2 to&flf, did appoint a Committee 
to review andmake fuch Alterations and Additions, confident 
with the Laws and Rules of Masonry, as they die jaift Catfkv> 
mittee Should find necejfary to be made to the format Editioks of 
the Book of Constitutions* for the Ufe of the regular Lodges j 
which faid Alterations and Additions were made accordingly 
and approved of, and recommended, by the Grartf-Majler , 
Deputy , and Wardens to the Fraternity , as the only Book of 
Constitutions : 

And whereas on the ninth Day of April , 1766, it was thought 
necelfary < | by the Right Honourable Lord Blayney, Grand 
Majler , with his Deputy and Wardens , and the Grand MoUfft, 
to appoint a Committee to revife, alter , and make fome Ad- 
ditions to the lad mentioned Book of Constitutions, con- 
fident with the Laws and Rules of Masonry, for the Ufe of 
regular Lodges : And whereas the faid neceflary Alterations and 
Additions have been made, and this new Edition of the Book 
of Constitutions has been publifhed with great Care and 
Fidelity, under the Infpe&ion of our faid Committee :

T H E Divine Wifdom having refolvcd to form the 
.World, ,ai)d to reduce awild Chaos to a fair, regulaf, 
^nd permanent Syftem, Jth t . Almighty. Architect 
not only traced out the whole Flan oF theXlriiverJe, 
but gave Life and Being, Form and Figure to every Part there- 

*When the Fiat for Light was given, . 4tae .&uU> ih<;ayy,- 
teri'ene Parts of Matter, which over-cloudtfd ^ic Fxfanfum, 

B ' ' ’ ‘ : - obeyed 
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obeyed the Almighty’s Command, and Began to range into Form 
and Order. Some fubfided to the Center of the Earth ; but the 
luCid and fiery Particles aicending higher, feparated Light from 
Darkness, and made the firft Day and Night ; which became 
more lucid and ferene by the Work of the fecond Day; when 
the Water* were drawn off from the Chaos, and were difinified 
to their feveral Orbs and Stations. 

The delightful Element of the Air was difeirtangled and ex- 
traded from the Chaos; and next Day the Waters of the Earth 
being gathered into one Place, the dry Land appeared, and waa 
fumilhed with Grafs for Cattle, and Herbs, and Fruit-trees for 
the'Nourifhment of Man. • On the fourth Day the fame Divine 
Wifd'om created the glorious Orbs of the Sun to rule the Day,, 
and the Moon, to rule the Night;, and for the Meafure and Com- 
putation of Time* 

These great Bodies thus let m Order r he proceeded to the 
^Creation of the Animal World; and began with Fijh and 
Fowl, which the Divine Power formed out of fuch Matter as 
was mixed and conco&ed with the Water, and gave them a pro- 
fiifick Virtue, and a*natural Inftind for Generation, to preferve 
their Species, and to multiply their Individuals > a Virtue which 
he alfo bellowed on the terreftrial Animals, both Savages, tame 
Creatures, and creeping Things. 

All Things neceflary for Maris Felicity being * perfected 
by the Architect* and Grand-Master of the 
Universe according to Geometry, and lb or*- 
dered and dilpofed as to contribute, in their 
feveral Capacities, to bis. Benefit and' Delight; then Man was

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alio created and introduced into the World in a Manner and So- 
lemnity not unbecoming the Lord and Governor of it. A 
Work fb truly Divine, that the Power of no fubordinaie Intel- 
ligence could be capable of it ; and was not perfected without a 
peculiar Confutation of the Divine Perfons : The Refuk where- 
of was to create Man after the Image of God ; with a Heart 
thoroughly inftrudted in the noble Science of Geometry, for 
his own Improvement, and for the Inllru&ion of his Defcen- 
dants, in the Art of applying every Part of the Creation to the 
Glory of the Creator , and to the Benefit of the Creature : with 
a Mind fortified tp bear the Divine Prefence, qualified- for the 
Divine Converfe, fully illuminated by the Divine Spirit ; and 
with a Body indulged with the Privilege of Immortality, adorn- 
ed with fuch Comelinefs and Majefly, as might challenge the 
Rule and Jurifdidtion of this inferior World ; and bleffed with 
an univerfal Harmony in all its Faculties; an Undemanding 
fraught with all Manner of Knowledge ; a Will fubmitted to the 
Divine Pleafure ; Affections placed upon their proper Objedts ; 
Paffions calm and eafy ; and a Confidence quiet and jferene, with 
refplendent Holinefs and perfefl: Felicity, 

How ADAM exercifed himfejf in that noble Science in his 
Paradifaical State, does nbt certainly appear. But there is great

But the Masons being ufed to compute by * 

the Vulgar Anno Domini , or Cbrifiian /Era, 1756 and <0 tbefe Letters A. M. 
and adding to it not 4004 as it ought, but fignify Amo Atundi, or Year 

the ftridt Years before Cbri/l's Birth, viz. 4000 of the World: and here

They ufually call this the Tear of Masonry 5756 but Before the Chrijiian 
Indead of the accurate Year — — — 5760 /Era, 

and. we muft keep to the Vulgar Computation. 

The A. M, or Anno Mundi is the fame followed by XJJher and Prideavx, &c. 
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Reafon to believe that he employed himfelf in forming a well 
proportioned and convenient Plan of /belter from Heat ; , of Re- 
tirement, Reft, and Repaft ; and of Worship ; and in laying 
out and cultivating his Garden of Delights. However, this very 
Man, whom Oort had created upright , by thirftirtg after illicit v 
Knowledge, fobn forfeited the Favour of the Almighty ; and 
his Right to that happy State : By our firft Parents Difobedience 
to the Divine Precept in Paradife, they defaced the beautiful 
Works of the 'Creation; entailing Sin, Pain, and Death' upon 
their Pofterity r With guilty Shame they sere forced to exchange 
fair Eden’s Garden for an uncultivated World, which produced 
nothing but what was the- Effect of toilfome Labour ; and where 
they had no other profpeft than a lad Variety 6f Sorrow, Care, 
and Trouble : a ftate which, however impaired, we cannot, in 
any wife, fuppofe to be’ ignorant of the- liberal Sciences, 
much lefs of Geometry : in which it was found to be of the 
utmoft Confequence, to indraft his Offspring, to enable them 
to trace the Wtfdom, Strength, and Beauty drfplayed in all the 
wonderous Works of Creation ; and by ; whfch feveral curious 
Arts were invented, which to this Day are the Glory of Man- 
kind^ and an Ornament to the World. 

Hence it is, that there is in Man & Fond of Induftry r and a 
certain happy Ingenuity in inventing Arts and Sciences, whe- 
ther mechanical or liberal-, all of which have a mighty Tendency 
to the Delight and Benefit- of Mankind. And therefore we 
need not queftion but that the wife God, by putting thefe Sin- 
gularities in our Nature, intended, as another End of our Crea- 
tion, that we Ihould cot only live happily ourlelves, and fpend 
our Time in beneficial Occupations, or agreeable Amufements, 
but be likewife mutually afiiftant to each other, In/lruments for 
the Good of human Society; which, in the Scripture Phrafe, 
is to be all. of one Mind, having Companion arte for another , and to 

love

hve as Brethren j M alt that ha vie been true and FAT'EHFUfc 
Have fet an Example to the Free and Accepted. 

Wit may be very well affured, that Adam inftrudted his De-* 
feendants in Geometry, and the Application of it to whatever 
Crafts were convenient for thofe early Times j without which, 
the Children of Men muft have lived in Woods, Dens, and CaVes, 
like Brutes ; or at leaft in Arbours made of Branches of Trees, 
or in fome poor and wretched Hovels of Mud. 

' CAIN, with his Family and Adherents, being expelled 
A’om Adam’s - Altars, and pre-inilrufted in the ^ 

Principles of Geometry and Architecture, Bef. C. 3879! 
forthwith built a ftrong City, and called it * 
Dedicate or Consecrate, after’ the Name of hiasr ekleft Sbni 
pNOCh ; wbofc Race following this Example, improved: them-/ 
ft Ives' not only in Geometry- and Masonry,, but made Difco* 
veries of feveral other Curious Arts*. Thus Jab al, the elded: 

Son of Lamec h, firft indented the Ufe of Tents for in thofe 
early Diiys we cart not fuppofe (lie feeble Inhabitants of the 
Earth - Wert capable of electing* many Buildings, in Stone and 
Timber; and 1 taught the Art of managing, tbofc Herds of 
Cattle, ' which heretofore had been diiperfed wild through the 
Land : Jubal, his thftd Son, was the Inventor of Mufiek, and) 
mufiCal InJiriments, efpecially the Harp and Organ : and T u B AL 
Cain, his youngeft Son, found out the Art of forging and 
working. Metals, of making Armour and like Weapons ■, and 
was alfo famous for his great Strength and Skill in War . t 
Th*E Defeendants of Seth! came nothing behind thofe of 
Cain, in the Cultivation of. - G»®M®Tit 3 fc jk»d M ason-rt This 
Patriarchy <6f the other half of IVfenkindr; mud have greatly 
profited in -thofe neble Sciertcfe& under th6 continual: Tuition- of; 
Adam, with whom he lived talL the Ydar of the World 930, 
and fucceeded him theh* in t ht 'grand 1 Dirsliim the Grafts - 

aflifted

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gfiifted by*ENo.$H, Kainan, Mahaflaleel, Jared* and 
Enoch ; who, as a Monument of his fuperior Abilities and 
Love to Pofterity* forefeeing the univerfal Defolation, which 
would foon happen by Water or Fire , and deprive Mankind of 
thofe Arts and Sciences already improved, raifed two large 
Pillars, one of Brick, the ©thereof Stone, and infcribed thereon 
an Abridgment of the Arts and Sciences, particularly Geome- 
try and Masonry, that, if the Pillar of Brick happened to 
be overthrown by the Flpod, that of Stone might remain; 
which Jofephus tells was to be feen, in his Time, in the Land 
of Siriad, by the Name of Seth’s or Enoch’s Pillars. And 
from the Contents of thefe Pillars we have great Reafon to 
believe, that the enterprifing Genius of Man did not confine it- 
jfelf to the Art of Building, and working in Brafs and Iron, and 
to Mufick ; but that it very early exerted itfelf in Astronomy, 
and every Science, ufeful and entertaining. 

None can doubt but Astronomy, tho’ preceded by Geome- 
try, was mventedneaf the Commencement of Time. As there 
is nothing more furprizing than the Regularity of the heavenly 
Luminaries, it is eafiy to judge that one of the firft Curiofities of 
Mankind was to confider their Courfes, and to obferve the Periods 
of them. It was not Curiofity only that prompted Men to apply 
themfelvesto agronomical Speculations ; N eceffity itfelf may be laid 
to have obliged them to it. Fqr if the Seafons are not obferved, 
which are diftinguifhed by the Motion of the Sun, it is impofiible, 
to fucceed in Agriculture. If the Duration of thp Month and 
JTearwerc not determined, a certain Order could notbe eft abliihed 
in civil Affairs , nor oould the Days allotted to the Exercife of 
Religion be fixed. Thus as neither Agriculture, Polity, 
nor Religion could difpenfe with the Want of Astronomy, 
R is evident that Mankind were obliged to apply themfelves to 
the Sciences fiom the Beginning of the World.

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The Poflerity of Seth, who had for fome Ages retained their 
Integrity in the true Worfhip of God, and a clofe Application to 
Sciences, were at Vaft infected with the fame Cbntagion'of Pro- 
fanenefs and Immorality, as the Race of Cain; fo that all Sorts 
of \yickednefs over-fprfead the Earth, and reigned triumphant : But 
at laft ended in their Deftrudfcion and Extirpation by the Deluge , 
in which all the human Race perifhed, except Noah and his Fa- 
mily *. Here was a difmal Face of Things ; inftead of the Earth, 
adorned with the Productions of Nature, and the Improvements 
of Art, a watery Defert appeared, which offered nothing to the 
View of Heaven, but the floating Wrecks of Man and his Fellow 
Creatures, who were fwept away with the common DeftruCtion ; 
which was the mofV dreadful and amazing Judgment, the mod 
horrid and portentous Cataftrophe that Nature ever yet fawf*. 


CHAP: IT. 


j Hhe State of Masonry from the Flood to the Building of 
Solomon’s Temple. 


W HEN the World’s DeftruCtion drew nigh, 
God commanded Noah to build the great 
Ark J or floating Caftle, and his three Sons affifted 
like Deputy and two Wardena That Edifice

Methuselah, with his Son Lamech and GrandfonNo ah, retired from the 
corrupt Wold*, and in their own peculiar Family preferved the good old Religion 
of the promifed MeJJtab pure, and atfo the Royal Art, till the Flood: for Lambch 
died only five Years before the Flood, and Methuselah died a few Days before 
it, aged 969. Years: and lo he could well communicate the Traditions of his 
learned Progenitors to Noah's three Sons ; for Japhbt lived with him 100 Years,

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though of Wood only, "was fabricated by Geometry, as nicely 
as any Stone-Building (like txuptSfiip- Building to this Day) acuri-f 
ousqnd large Piece'. oiArchite^r^y^ad finHhed when Noah entered 
hi to hip 600 Yearj a-board which he apd his three Sons and 
their. four Wives a£cended§ : and having received the Cargo of 
Animals by . God’s Diredtion, they <were faved in the Ark, while 
^ 6 6 '^ e re ^ perifhed in ,the Flood * for their L117 

S. C . ~ 2348 . 1 'morality and Unbelief. From thefe Masons, 
or four Grapd Officers, the whole prefent Race 
of Mankind are defcended. 

They brought with them over the Flood, and afterwards 
communicated to their Children, Geometry; and the Art of 
Building. The firft Thing Noah -did upon his landing, was to 
build an Altar -f*, and offer a burnt -Sacrifice of every clean 
Bead: and 'Fowl. God having' accepted the Sacrifice, bleffed 
Noah, and gave him Power over- all living Creatures , witty 
a Permiffion to eat them as freely as of the Produce of the 
Ground : However, he forbid him to eat the Blood of Animals, 
or to died the Blood of Man ; commanding him to punifh Man- 
Jlaugbter with Deaths and to people the World as fall as he could. 

Being all of one Language .and Speech, It came to pafs, as

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Tower. But as this, was only in order to make themfeives a 
Name, and prevent their Difperfion, God for their Vanity con- 
founding their Speech * ; occalioned that which they endea- 
voured to avoid. And hence this Tower was called Babel, or 
Confufion, Upon the Top of this Tower was an Obfervatory, by 
the Benefit of which it was that the Babylonians advanced their 
Skill in Geometry and Astronomy, beyond all other Nations : 
For when *f- Alexander took Babylon, Calisthenes, the 
Philofopher, who accompanied him thither, found they had 
agronomical Obfervations for 1903 Years backwards from that 
Time, which carries up the Account as high as the 1 15th Year 
after the Flood, and fifteen after the building of the Tower of 
Babel. All which fhews that, after the Difperfion, they ftill 
carried with them the Knowledge of Masonry, and improved 
it to a great Degree of Perfection. 

NIMROD% , orBELUs§, the Son of Cush, the eldeft 
Son of Ham, and Founder of the Babylonian Monarchy, kept 
PofTeflion of the. Plain, and founded the jirjl great Empire at 
Babylon, and became Grand Master of all Masons, after * 
the general Migration. He built many fplendid Cities in SHI- 
NAR : And under him flourifhed thofe learned Mathematicians, 
whofe hucceflors were Ailed Magi, or wife Men, by way x of 
Eminence for their fuperior Knowledge. The Migration from 
SHINAR commenced 53 Years after they began to build thc> 
Tower, or 154 Years after the Flood. And they went off at 
various. Times, and travelled North , South , Eaft, and Wejl, with 
their mighty Skill, and found the good Ufe of it in fettling their 
Colonies^ And from SHINAR, The Science and the Art were 
carried to the diftant Parts of the l>arth, notwithftandin^ the 
Confufion of Dialebh t Which gave Rife to the Mafons Faculty, 
and uniyerfai Practice, of converfing without (peaking, ,and of 

C knowing

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knowing each other by Signs and Tokens: which, lays an old 
Tradition , they fettled upon the Difrerfion, or Migration, in cafe 
any of them fhould meet in diftant Parts, whp had been before 
in Shinar. 

Th us the Earth was again planted and replenifhed with 
Masons, whole various Improvements we fhall trace. 

MITZRAIM, or Menes, the fecond Son of Ham, car- 
Y • f ^ ried to, and preferved in Egypt, or the Land of 
Flood 160. Mitzraim, their original Skill, and much culti- 
^tfoKChri/l vated the Art : For antient Hiftory informs us* of 
the early fine Tafte of the Egyptians, their many 
magnificent Edifices, and great Cities, as Memphis, Heliopolis , 
Thebes , with ioo Gates, &c. befides their Palaces and Sepulchres, 
their Qbelijks and Statues , the ColofTal Statue o£ Sphinx, whofe 
Head was 120 Feet round, and their famous ppt&ntt& 0 , the 
greateft being reckoned the JirJl ox earlieft of the feven Wonders 
of Art , after the general Migration. Some fay it was built of 
Marble, brought from the Quarries of Arabia ; for there is no 
Veftige of a Quarry near it. Others call them artificial Stones 
made on the Spot, moft of them 30 Feet long. The Pile at 
Bottom was 700 Feet fquare, and 48 1 Feet high ; but Others 
make it much higher: And in rearing it 360,000 Mafons were 
employed for 20 Years, as if all the People had joined in the 
Granu Design. 

The Egyptians excelled all Nations alfb in their amazing 
Labyrinths, One of them covered the Ground of a whole 
Province, containing many fine Palaces, and 100 Temples, dif- 
pofed in its feveral Quarters and Divifions, adorned with Co- 
lumns of the bell Porphyry, and the accurate Statues of their 
Gods andPrinceSi which Labyrinth the Greeks, long afterwards, 
endeavoured to imitate, but never arrived at Its Extenfion and

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The Succeffors of atttt (who ftiled themfelves the Sons 
of antient Kings ) encouraged the Royal Art down to the laft of 
the Race, the learned King Amasis. 

But Hiftory fails us in the South and Weft of Africa. Nor 
have we any juft Accounts of the fair and gallant Pofterity of 
Noah’s eldeft Son JA P HET, that firft repleniflied vaft old 
Scythia , from Norway Eaftward to America ; nor of the 
titt0 in Greece and Italy , Germany , Gaul and Britain, &c. till 
their original Skill 1 was loft : But, no doubt, they were good 
Architects at their firft Migration from Sbinar. 

S HEM, the fecondSon of Noah, remained at Ur of the 
Chaldees in Sbinar , with his Father and great Graiidfon Heber, 
where they lived private and died in Peace ; but Shem’s Off- 
fpring travelled into the South, and Eaft of Great Afia, viz. 
Elam> Ashur, Arphaxad, Lud, and Aram, with Sala 
the Father of Heber j and their Offspring propagated the Science 
and the Art as far as China and while Noah, Shem, 

and Heber, diverted themfelves at Ur, in Mathematical Studies, 
teaching Pel eg the Father of Rehu, Father of Serug, Father 
of Nachor, Father of Terah, Father of Abram, a learned 
Race of Mathematicians and Geometricians *. 


Thus Abram, bom two Years after the Death of Noah *f*# 
had learned well the Science and the Art, before 
the God of Glory called him to travel from Ur t A. M. 200&. 
of the Chaldees, and to live a Peregrin, not in Stone 


and Brick, but in <&t tttjtf eredted alfo by Geometry. So travel- 
ling with his Family and Flocks through Mefopotamia, he pitched 
at Charrari*, Where old Terah, in five Years, ^ 
idied, and then Abram, aged 75 Years; travelled ’ ’ 2 ° 7

* Thi old bonji'itutms aferm this ftrongly, and expatiate on Abram’s great 
Bkill \fr'GtfMtry t and bf his teaching it to mapy Scholars, though all Sons of 
the Frtt-ktm only, 1 / ; 
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into the Land of the Canaanites*: but a Famine foon forded 
him down to Egypt', and returning next Year, 
^ he began to communicate his great Skill to the 
Chiefs of the Canaanites , for which they honoured 
him as a Prince. 

ABRAM tranfmitted his Geometry to all his Off-fprirrg ; 
Isaac did the fame to his two Sons, and Jacob well inftru&ed 
his Family, of which we have a clear Example in his Son 
Joseph, who retained fuch ftrong Ideas of the early Inftru&ions 
received in his Father’s Houfe, that he excelled the Egyptian 
Masons in Knowledge, and, being inftalled their OjtdttO 
by the Command of Pharaoh, employed them in 
building many Granaries, and Store-Cities throughout the Land 
of Egypt , to preferve them from the direful EfFedts of a long and 
fever e Famine, before the Defcent of Jacob and his Family. 
The Defcendants of Abraham, being Sojourners and Shep T 
herds in Egypt, pradtifed very little of Architecture, 
Flood 774. except the building of Tents, till about eighty 
Before Chriji Years before their Exodus-, when, by the over- 

3 ' ' ruling Hand of Providence, they were trained up 

to the building with and 2&tiC&And built for the Egyp- 

tians the two ftrong Cities of Pitbom. and Raamajis, in order to 
make them expert Masons,: before they poflefled the promifejd 
Land, then famous for good Architecture. 

After Abram left Cbarran 430 Years, Moses marched out 
of Egypt , at the Head of 600,000 Hebrew Males, marihalled 
in due Form; for whofe fake GOD divided the Red-Sea, to let 
them pafs through, and drowned Pharaoh and the Egyptians 
that purfued them. And in this Peregrination through Arabia 
to Canaan , GOD was pleafed to infpire their Cfc £UlD D&aflfct 
MOSES , JoJhtta his Deputy, and 

Aholiab 1 1 with Wifdom of Heart; and ,fo 

and l -'T***^ x next Year they raifed the curious 

Bezaleel J Wardens, J ^ xxxii. 6. T 4BER- 
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Tabernacle of Tent (where the divine re- 

lided, and the holy Ark or Cbejl, the Symbol of GOD’s 
Prefence) which, though not of Stone or Brick , was framed 
by ' Geometry , a mod beautiful Piece of true fymmetrical Ar- 
chitecture, according to the Pattern that GOD difcovered to. 
Mofes on Mo.unt Sinai, and it was afterwards the Model of 
Solomon’s <3TtntpIt. 

. Moses beings well fkilled in all the Egyptian Learning,, and 
alfo divinely infpired, excelled all Grand Majiers hefore him, 
and ordered the more fkilful to meet him, as in a Grand Lodge „ 
near the Tabernacle in the Pa f over-Week, and gave them wife 
Charges , Regulations, &c. though the Tradition thereof has not 
been tranfmitted down to us fo perfect as might have been 
wifhed. 

. , JOSHUA fucceeded in the Direction with Kaleb his IV - 
puty , and Eleazar ,the High- Brief , and Phi- 
neas his Son, as Grand Wardens t He marfhajled ^7. ^ 

the Ifraelites, and led them over jordan, which Before Cbri/i 
GOD made dry for their Mairch, into the promifed 145 u 

Land : The Canaanites had fo regularly fortified their great Cities 
and Paffes, that without the fpecial Intervention of El shaddai, 
in behalf of his Peculiar, They were impregnable and invin- 
cible. And having finifhed his Wars with the Canaanites , he 
fixed the TABERNACLE at Shiloe, in Ephraim , ordering, 
the Chiefs of Ifrael to ferve their God, cultivate the Land, and 
carry on the grand Dejign of Architecture in the befl MOSAICK 
STYLE. 

-( The Ifraelites made a prodigious, Progrefs in the Study of Geo* 
metry and Architecture, having many expert Artifts in every Tribe 
that met in Lodges ot Societiesfor that Burpofe, except when 
for their Sins t they caijne under Servitude; but their occafional 
Princes, qallfcd Judges and Saviours , revived the Mofaic Style 
along with. Liberty, and the Mofaic Qonfitution. But they were 
' . ' . exceeded 
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exceeded by the Canaanites, Phoenicians, and Sidonians in the 
SACRED Architedture of Stone, who being a People of a happy 
Genius, and Frame of Mind, made imany great Difcoveries and 
Improvement^ in the Sciences, -as well as in Point of Learning ; 
though it is very probable they excelled much more in the La- 
bours of the Hand, than thofe of the Head. The Glafe of 
Sidon, the Purple of Tyre, and the exceeding fine Linen they 
wove, were the Product of their own Country, and their own 
Inventions : And for their extraordinary Skill in working of 
Metals, in hewing Timber and Stone ; in a Word, for their 
perfect Knowledge of what was folid, great,, and ornamental in 
Architedture, it need but be remembered, the great Share they 
had in eredting and decorating of the Temple at Jerufalemi 
than which nothing can more redound to their Honour, or 
give a clearer Idea of what their own Buildings mud have been. 
Their Fame was fuch for their juft Tafte, fine Defign, and in- 
genious Invention, that whatever was elegant, great, or pleafing, 
was diftinguifhed by way of . Excellence, with the Epithet of 
Sidoniani or for the Artifts to be Men of Tyre-, and yet the one 
Temple or of the' one true God at Shiloh exceeded 

them all in Wifdom arid Beauty, though not in Strength and 
Dimenfions. - ’ - 

Mean while, in Lejfer Afia, about io Years before the Exodus 
of Mqfes, Troy was founded ^d.ftood fublime till destroyed 
by the emulous Greeks, about the 12th Year of Tola Judge of 
Ifrael. A. M. 2819. 

And foon after the Exodus, the famous Temple of Jupiter- 
Hammon in Libyan Africa was eredted, that ftood till demo- 
lifhed by the firft Chriftians in thofe Parts. ■ 

The City of Tyre, Sor, ox Tfor, was built by a great Body 
of Sidonian Masons from Gabala, under their 
FUwd 1096^ Grand MaJkn and proper Princes, dr Directors, 
Before Chri/i who fihifhed the lofty Buildings Sf the City* with 

I252 * its ftrong Walls and Aquedudts, in a Manner

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greatly to the Honour and Renown of thofe who had the con- 
ducting of this grand Defign. 

The Phoenicians built, in. a grand and fumptuous Manner, 
•under -the Direction of Sanconiathon, Grand ^ f ^ 
Majler of Masons in that Province, the famous Flood

In after Times, Abibal, King of Tyre, repaired and beautfied 
that City, and fo did his Son Hiram ; under Y ^ 
whom the Kingdom of Tyre wa$ in a very flou- Flood 13t92 . 
rifliing Condition : He alfo repaired and improved ^^056^ 
feveral Cities in the eaftern Parts of his Domi- 
nions ; and being himfelf a Mafon, he took the Direction of the 
Craft upon himfelf, and became a fumptuous Grand Majler : 
He enlarged Tyre, and joined it to the Temple 
of JUPITER Olympius , (landing iaanlfland: Flood 1302^ 
He alfo built two Temples, one to HERCULES, Before Cbrijl 
and the other to ASTARTE* with many other I0 * 
rich and fplendid Buildings. 

During all this Period, t%iG lfraelites, by their Vicinity to 
the Artifts of Tyre and Sidon , had great Opportunities of culti- 
vating the royal Art, which they failed not diligently to purfue, 
jand at laft.^ttainecfto a very high Perfection, as well in operative 
Maforiry, as in the Regularity and Discipline of their well formed 
^Lodges, whi^h through' all fuCceeding Ages has hitherto fufferedl 
jaoChapgg,. ' : . ; 
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CHAP. III. 

If he State of Masonry from the Foundation to the Conse* 
cration of the Temple. 

D A FID , King of Ifrael, through the long Wars he had with 
the Canaanites, had not Leifure to employ his own Craft- 
men, or thofe he had obtained from his Heady Friend and Ally, 
King Hiram of Tyre-, for almoft his whole Reign was one con- 
tinued Series of Wars, Fatigues, and Misfortunes. But at length, 
f ^ having taken the City of Jebus, and Strong-hold 
Flood 1301. of ZION from his Enemies, he fet the Craft about 
Before Chrift repairing and embellifhing the Walls ; and public 
i°47* Edifices, efpecially in Zion, where he fixed his Re- 

fidence; and which was from him called the City of David: As 
alfo by him, or in his Time, the Old Jehus obtained the Name 
of Jerusalem. And being denied the Honour of building that 
Temple therein, on Account of his being a Man of Blood; worn 
down with Years and Infirmities, and drawing near 
Flood ms- 1 * 6 ^is End, he alfembled the Chiefs of his People, and 
Before Chriji acquainted them with his Defign to have built a 
I01 *’ ' magnificent Repofitory for the Ark of GOD; having 

made great Preparation for it, and laid up immenfe Quantities of 
rich Materials; as allb Plans and Models for the different Parts 
of the Structure, with many neceffary Regulations for its future 
Eftablifhment ; but found it was the Divine Will, this great Work 
was to be accomplifhed by his Son Solomon. He requeued 
them to affift in fo laudable a Work. 

The King died foon, after, inthe-ybth Year of his Age, after 
having reigned feven Years in Hebron , over theTIoufe of Judah, 
and thirty- three over all the Tribes.

SOLOMON was highly pleafed with this Anfwer of the Tyrian. 
King, and, in Return for his generous Offers, ordered him a yearly. 
Prefent of 20,000 Meafures. of Wheat, and 20,0,00 Meafures of 
fiffe Oil for his Houfhold ; befides the fame Quantify of Barley, 
Wheat, Wine and Oil, which he engaged to give Hiram’s Mafons* 
who v$ere to be employed in the intended Work of the Temple^ 
Hiramy^zsto fend the Cedars, Fir, and other Woods, upon Floats 
to Joppa, there to be delivered to whom,.W<«w<w-lhould direft, in 
order to be carried to. Jerufalem. He fent him alfo a Man of his 
own Name, a Tyrian. by. Birth, but of Ifraelitijh Deferent, who was 
a fecond Bezaleel, and honoured by his King with theTitleof Fa- 
therland i nz Cbron. ii. 1 3. is called Hlram Abbif, the molt ac-

But the Difficulty is over at once by allowing the Word Abbif to be the Surname* 
of Hiram the Arttft^ calledabove Hiram Abbi+ and here called Httr am Abbif \ 
as in the Lodge he i$ called Hiram Abbif, to diftinguilh him from King Hiram: 
For this Reading makes the Senfe plain and compleat, viz. that Hiram, King, of 
Tyre , fent to King .Solomon the cunning Workman called Hiram Abbif. 

He is defcribed in two Places, I Kings vii. 13, 14, 15. and 2 Chron . ii. 13, 14* 
In the firft he is called a Widow's Son of the Tribe of Napbteli* and (he other 
he is called the Son of a Woman (f the Daughters */*Dan ; but in both, ,f^iat his Fa- 
ther was a Man of Tyre: That is, (he was of the Daughters of the City Dan, 
in the Tribe of Naphtati ’, and is called a Widow of Naphtali, as her Hulband was 
a Naphtalite ; for he is not called a Tyrian by Defcent, but a Man of Tyre by Ha- 
bitation, as Obed pdo/n the Levite js called a Gittite* and the Apoflie Paul a Man 
^Tarfus. 

.But tho’ Hir am Abbif had been a Tyrian by Blood, that derogates not from his 
vaft Capacity ; for the Tyrians now were the beft Artificers, by the Encouragement 
of King Hiram : and thofe Texts teftify that God had endued this Hiram Abbif 
1 with Wifdom, Underftanding, and mechanical Cunning to perform every Thing 

£ that Solomon required, not only in building the Temple with all its coftly 

* Magnificence; bqt alfo in founding, fofhioning, and framing all the holy TJtenfils 

thereof, according to Geometry , and to find out every Device that /hall be put to him / 
and the Scripture allures us, that He fully maintained his Charafler in far larger 
Works than thofe of AhoRab and Bezaleely for which he will be honoured in the 
Lodges till the End of Time. 
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tuary, Founder or Deftgner, feparately or together^ he, equally 
excelled. From his Defigns, and undear his Direction,, all the 
rich and fplendid Furniture of the Temple, and its feveral Appen- 
dages, were begun, carried on, and finiihcd. Salomon appointed 
him, in his Abfcnce, to fill the Chair, as Deputy-Grand-Mafter ; 
and, in his Prefence, Senior Grand- Warden, Mafter of Work, and 
general Oyerfeer of all Artifts, as well thofe whom David had 
formerly procured from Tyre zndSidon, as thofe Hiram fhould now 
fiend. The Fellow- Crafts were ordered to be partitioned into 
Lodges, of a certain Number, with a Mafter and Wardens in 
each, to be duly paid, fed, and cloathed, and tp take Care of their 
Succeffion : ThusalaftingFoundation was laid of perfedlHarmony, 
Love, and Friendftiip ; each knew his peculiar Bufinefs and Duty, 
and the grand Defign w^s vigoroufly purfued. The Alliance be- 
tween thefe wife and learned Princes ended only with their Lives* 
Dll/Si tfie Hiftomn, teUsus, that the Love, of Wifdom: was> 
the chief Inducement to that Tendernefs of Friendftiip betwixt 
Hiram and S o i, Q Mon ; that they interchanged difficult and, 
myfterious Queftions, and Points of Art, to be folved according 
tp the true Reafonand Nature of the Matter in Hand;. Menarider, 
of Epbefus \ who translated the Tyrian Annal6,out of the Pbiliftine 
Tongue, into Greek'', alfo relates, that when any pf thefe Propofi- 
tion$ proved too hard for thofe wife and learned Princes, Abdey- 
niQtius , or Abdomenus, the Tyrian, called, in the old Constitutions, 
Amen, or Hiram Abbif, anjhvered every Device that was put to him, 
2 Cbron. ii. 14; and even challenged Solomon, though the wife ft 
Prince on Earth, with the . Subtlety of the Queftions he propofed. 

To carry on this Stupendous Work with greater Eafe and Speed, 
Solomon caufed all the Craftjmen, as well Natives as Foreigners, 
to be numbered, and clafted as follows, viz.

Besides ftie Tfh Sabbat, or Men of Burthen, the Remains of 
the Old Canaanites, amounting to 70,000, who are not numbered 
among Masons. 

Solomon partitioned th ^Fellow Crafts into certain Lodges, with 
a Mdfier and Wardens* in each; that they might receive Com- 
mands in a regular Manner, might take Care of their Tools and 
Jewels, might be regularly paid every Week, and be duly fed 
and cloathed, &c. and the Fellow Crafts took Care of their Suc- 
ceflion by .educating IPttllttCtjS. 

Thus a folid Foundation was laid of perfect Harmony among 
the Brotherhood: the Lodge was ftrongly cemented with Love 
and Friendfhip.: every Brother was duly taught Secrefy and Pru- 
dence, Morality and good Fellowfhip : each knew his peculiar 
Bufinefs, and the Grand Tdejtgn was vigoroufly purfued at a pro- 
digious Expence. 

When they were all duly marfballed, Solomon , who had been 
ftiU adding immenfe Quantities, of Gold, Silver, precious Stones, 

and

ried on with fuch prodigious Speed, that it was fi- 
nished ip aH its Parts in little more thanieven Years, which hap- 
pened on the eighth Day of the Month Bui, which anfwers to the 
t wen ty-t hi rd . of opr Qflober, being iheieventh Month of the Sa- 
cred Year, and the eleventh of King Solomon . What is Hill more 
aftonifhing, is, that every Piece of it, whether Timber, Stone, or 
MetJ^l, were brought ready cut, framed, and polished to Jerufalem; 
fp that no other TooJis were wanted, or heard, than what were 
neceSlary to Join the federal Parts together. . All the noife of Ax, 
Hammer, and Saw, was confined .to Lebanon, the Quarries and 
Plains of Zeredathah, that nothing might be heard among the 
•MaSons of Sion, fave Harmony and Peace, 

The Length of the Temple, or Holy Place, from Wall to Wall, 
was Sixty Cuhits, of the facred Meafure ; the Breadth twenty , 
Cubits, or one third of its Length ; and the Height thirty 
Cubits to the upper Cieling, diftindt from the Pprchs So that the 
Temple was twice as long and larjje everyWay as the Tabernacle. 
The Porch was 120 Cubits high; its Length twenty; and Breadth 
w ten Cubits. The Harmony and Symmetry of .the three Dimensions 
in the Temple are very remarkable, which are the Proportions con- 
gruous to the three great Concords in Mufick, which muSl be a 
grateful Proportion to the Eye, as that Harmony in Mufick is fo 

ex- 
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exceedingly ravlihing to the Ear. • The Oracle, or Moft Holy 
Place, was a perfect Cube of twenty Cubits^ thereby Ihado wing 
the Perfection of Happinefs : Thegreat Philofopher,^^?©//?, fays, 
that he who bears the Shocks of Fortune valiantly, and demeans 
himfelf uprightly, is truly good, and of a fquare Pofture without 
. Reproof. Befides, as the fquare Figure is the moft firm in Build- 
ing, fo this DimCnfion of the Oracle was todenote the Cbnftancy, 
Duration, and Perpetuity of Heaven. TheWallof the Outer Court, 
or that of the Ge»//7?.r, was 7700 FeetinCompafs, and all the Courts 
and Apartments would contain 300,000 People : The Whole was 
adorned with' 1 45 3 Columnsof Parian Marble, twifted,fculptured, 
and voluted, with 2906 Pilaftres, decorated with magnificentCapi- 
tals, and about double that N umber of Windows, befides thofe in 
the curious Pavement. The Oracle andSanCtuary was lined with 
maffy Gold, adorned with all theEmbellifhmentsof Sculpture,and 
fet with numerous, moft. gorgeous, and dazzling Decorations of 
Diamonds and all Kinds of precious , Stones^ • ; * 

No Structure was ever to be compared with the Temple, 
for its exaCHy proportioned and beautiful Dimensions, from the 
magnificent Portico on the Eaft r to the glorious and reverend 
SanElum- Sanftorum on the Weft j with the numerous Apartments 
for the Kings,. Princes,; Sanhedrim, Priefts,. Levites, and People 
of Ifrael and the Outer- Court for the Gentiles , it being an 
Houfeof Prayer for all Nations. The ProfpeCt of it highly 
tranfcended all that we are now capable to imagine, and has 
ever been efteemed the fineft Piece of Mafonry upon Earth* , be- 
fore or fince: 

The old Conftitutions aver, that',, feme fhort Time before the 
Confecration of the Temple, King Hiram came 
from 'Tyre, to take a View of that mighty Edifice, ^ s6 the 

and to infpedt the different Parts thereof, in which Bcfore Chr lfl 
he was accompanied by King Solomon, and the " 2 ‘ 
Deputy Grand-Mafter, Hiram AbbiFj and after his View there- 
of. 
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of, declared the Temple to be the atmoft Stretch of Human Art. 
SiOtoMcxN here ’again reAewedthe Ldague with Hiram, and 
.made him a.Prefept of die Sapred Scrip tuces,*tranflated into the 
Syriac Tongue, which, it is faid, is dill extanit among the 
Maronites, and other Eaftern Chriftians, under the Name of the 
•old Syriac Ycri&wu i ■ 

The Temple of JEHOVAH; being frnilhed, under the Au- 
fpices of the wile and glorious King of Ifrael, Solomon, the 
Prince oS ArcbiteShire, and the GraNd-M aster Majbn of his 
Day, the Fraternity, celebrated the Cape-Stone with great Joy j 
but their Joy was fbon interrupted by the hidden Death of their 
dear-and worthy Mailer Hiram: AbBiVj norlefs was the Con* 
cern of King Solomon, whd> feftter' fbine Time allowed to the 
Craft to vent their Sorrow, ordered his Obfequies to be per* 
formed with great Solemnity and Decency, and buried him ill 
the Lodge, near the Temple, according t6 the ancient Ufages 
among Masons; and long mourned fot’his Lofs. 

After Hiram Abbif was mourned for, the <3Tafcrttacfe 
of Moses and its holy Relfques being lodged in the 
Solo-mo-n, ih a General Aflembly, dedicated, or confecrated It 
by. lolenan Prayer, and coftly Sacrifices pail Number, with the 
finellMufic, vocal and inllrurtiental, prailing JEHOVAH, upoh 
fixing the Holy Ark in its proper Place, between tht'Cheru- 
bims ; when JEHOVAH filled his own <ZTttttpU with a Cloud 
of Gloryl ■■■ 

But leaning ' what mufl not, and, indeed, what cannot be 
committed to Writing,, we may certainly affirm, that, however 
ambitious and emulous the Gentiles were in improving the Royal 
Arty it was never perfected till the building of* this <0O£gtOtt0 
Houfe. of G o d, fit for the Ipecial -Refulgence of his Glory ujson 
Earth, where; he dwelt between the Cherubim?, on the Mercy - 
Seat, above the Ark , and from thence gave his People frequent 
oraculous Refponfes. 

The 
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The Fame of this grand Edifice foon prompted the Inquifi* 
tive of all Nations to travel, and fpend fome Time at Jerufalem , 
and furvey its Excellencies, as far as was allowed to the Gentiles ; 
and they foon found, that the joint Skill of all the World came 
infinitely flrort of the Ifraelites, in the Jfifdom, Strength , and 
Beauty of their Architecture ; when the ‘wife King 
SOLOMON was f&dfttt of all Mafons at Jerufalem , 

and the learned King Hiram * was Grand- Mafer at Tyre, and 
• infpired Hiram Abbif had been Majler of Work ; when true 
compleat Mafonry was under the immediate Care and Direction 
of Heaven j when the Noble and the Wife thought it their 
Honour to be the Aflbciates of the ingenious Craftfmen in their 
well formed Lodges', and fo the ^Tttttplt of JEHOVAH, the 
one true GOD, became the juft Wonder of all Travellers, by 
which, as by the moft perfect Pattern, they refolved to correct 
the Arcbite&ure of their own Countries upon their Return. 


CHAP. IV. 

The State of Masonry from the Consecration to the 
Destruction of Solomon^ Cttttpl U, and ^TaptiPitJl <f 
the Jews. 

S OLOMON next employed the Fraternity in carrying on 
his other Works, wiz.— His two Palaces at Jerufalem » 
for himfelf and his Queen. — The ftately Hall of Judicature 
• E with 

. i 

* The Tradition is, that King Hiram had been Grand Mafler of all Mafons ; 
but when the Temple was finifbed, Hiram came to furvey It before its Confed- 
eration, and to tommune with Solomon about tVifdom and Art ; and, finding 
the Great Architeft of the Univerfe had infpired Solomon, above all mortal 
Men, Hiram very readily yielded the Pre-eminence to Solomon Jedidi aju 
the Beloved of God* 
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with his Ivory Throne, and Golden Lio/ts.— — Millo; or the 
Royal Exchange, made by filling up the Great Gulf, between 
Mount Moriah and Mount Zion , with flrong Arches, upon 
which many beautiful Piazzas were eredted, with lofty Colloriad- 
ing on each Side, and between the Columns a fpacious Walk 
from Zion Cafile to the Temple, where Men of Bufinefs met. — 

The House of the Forejl of Lebanon , built upon four Rows of 
Cedar-Pillars , his Summer-Houfe to retire from the Heat of 
Bufinefs, with a Watch-Tower that looked to the Road to Da- , * 

mafcus. Several Cities on the Road between 'jerufalem and 
Lebanon. Many Store-Houfes Wefi of the Jordan, and feveral 
Store-Cities Eajl of that River, well fortified : • And lafl of all 
<ZTa 0 tnO?, in the Defart towards Syria, one Day’s Journejr 
from the Euphrates , and fix from Babylon, called in later 
Times by the Greeks Palmyra, witha lofty Palace in it :: The 
vaft and glorious Ruins of this once great City, in Marble PiL- 
lars. Arches, and other grand Remains, have been at large de- 
fcribed, and are feen by Travellers to this Day. 

All thefe, and many more coflly Edifices, were finifhed in 
the ihort Space of thirteen Years after the 
iSd 1369!^ Cernple, by the Care of 5 50 Princes, or Mailers 
.Before Chrift Q f Work : ForMASoNR y was carried'on through- 
out all the Kingdom of Ifrael, and many Lodges 
were conftituted under UHaftCr Solomon, who, as the 

old Conjlitutions relate, annually aflembled the Grand Lodge, 
at yerufalem, to preferve the Cement of the Fraternity, and 
tranfinit their Affairs to the lateft Poflerity. 

And even during his Idolatry he built fome curious Temples 
to C^emofT), fDolOtfj, and Kf^CatOtl), the Gods of his Con- 
cubines, till about three Years before he died, when he com- 
pofed his penitential Song, the Ecclejiajles j and fixed the true 
Motto on all earthly Glory, viz.. Vanity of Vanities, ate 

at 
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is Vanity, without the Fear of G O D, and the keeping of his 
Commands , which is the whole Duty of Man ! and ^ , 

died aged 58 Years. A - c - 975* * 

Many of Solomon’s Mafons , before he died, began to 
travel, and carried with them the High Tafe of Architecture, 
with the Secrets of the Fraternity, into Syria, Lef'er Afa, 
Mefopotamia , Scyt.hia, Ajfyria, Chaldee a , Media , BaSlria , India, 
I* erf a, Arabia , Egypt , and other Parts of great Asia, and 
0 # Africa •, alfo into Europe, no doubt, though we have no Hi- 

ftory to allure us yet of the Tran factions of Greece and Italy : 

\ But the Tradition is, that they travelled toHtfRCULEs’sPiLLARs 
on the Wefl, and to China on the Eaf : And the old Confli- 
tutions affirm, that one called Nin us, who had been at the 
building of Solomon's Temple , brought the refined Knowledge of 
the Science, and the Art into Germany and Gaul. 

In many Places being highly efteemed, they obtained fpecial 
Privileges j and becaufe they taught their liberal Art only to. the 
Free-born, They were called FreeMasonsj conftituting Lodges 
in the Places where they built ftately Piles, by the Encourage- 
ment of the Great and Wealthy, who foon requefted to be ac- 
cepted as Members of the Lodge , and Brothers of the Craft ; 
till by Merit thofe Free and accepted Mafons came to be Mafers 
and Wardens. 


Nay Kings, Princes, and Potentates became 
each in his own Dominion, in Imitation of King Solomon, 
whofe Memory, as a Mafon , has been duly worlhipped, and 
Will be, till ArcbiteEture lhall be confumed in the general Con- 
flagration; for he never can be rivalled, but by one equally in- 
spired from above. 

The Divifion of Solomon’s Dominions into the Kingdoms of 


Ifrael and Judah did not much affeCt the Fra- 
ternity, or difturb their Lodges : For Jeroboam or- 
dered them to build him two Palaces, the one

at Sichem, and the othef at PenueT, and alfo to make and eredt 
the two curious Statues of the Golden Calves, with 
for their Worfhip, the one in Bethel , and the other in Dan, 
which were worfhipped by the Ifraelites , till they were taken, 
and carried away by Salmanefar and Tiglatb~P defer. King 
Baajha built Tirzab for his Palace j and King Omri built Sa~ 
maria for his Capital/- where his Son, King Ahab, built a large 
and fumptuous 'CentpU for his Idol afterwards de- 

ftroyed by King Jehu, and a Palace of Ivory, befides many 
Cadies an<J fenced Cities. 

Solomon’s Royal Race, the Kings of Judah, fucceeded him 
alfo in the Grand Master’s Chair , or deputed the High Pried 
to preferve the Royal Art. Their Care of the Temple with the 
many Buildings they raifed, and drong Forts, are mentioned in. 
holy Writ down to Josiah the lad good King of Judab. 

Solomon’s improved the Gentiles beyond Expref- 

fion. Thus the Syrians adorned their Damafcus with a lofty Temple 
and a Royal Palace. Thofe of Refer Afa became excellent 
Mafons , particularly at Sardis in Lydia, and along the Sea Goads 
in the mercantile Cities, as at ^EpflCfitjE?. 

There the old Temple of <&ta(t&> built by fbme Japbetites 
about, the Days of Mofes, being burnt down, about 34 Years after 
Solomon's Death, the Kings of Refer Afa refounded and adorned it; 
with 1 27 Columns of the bed Marble, each 60 Feet high, and ,36- 
of them were of the mod noble Sculpture, by the Direction of 
4 &?tfip!>an and ftf Cl)tpl)?On, the Difciples of Solomons T ravellers j . 
butit was not finitfied till after 220 Years in the 7th Year of Heze - 
kiah King of Judab , under the Direction of the. Grand Epbefan 
Maders in this Royal Craft, Demetrius and Polonius, A. M. 3283, 

This Temple of the Ionic Order was in Length.425 Feet, and 
in Breadth 220 Feet, with a duly proportioned : Height, fo magni- 
ficent, fo admirable a Fabrick,that it became the third of the feven 
Wonders of Art, the charming Midrefs of Refer Afa, which even. 

Xerxes*. 
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Xerxes , the avowed Enemy of Image Worjhip, left Handing, while 
he burnt all the other Temples in his Way to Greece. 

But, at laH, it was burnt down by a vile Fellow only for the 
Lull of being talked of in after Ages (whofe Name therefore fhall 
not be mentioned here) on the Birth-Day of Alexander the Great + 
after it had Hood 365 Years, about A.M. 3680. when jocofe Peo- 
ple faid. The Goddefs was fo deeply engaged at the Birth of her Hera 
in Pella of Macedonia that Jhe bad no Leifnre tofave her Temple 
at Ephesus. It was rebuilt by the Architect Denocratewt the 
Expence of the neighbouring Princes and States. 

The ASSYRIANS, ever fince Nimrod and Ninus, had cul- 
tivated the Royal Art, efpecially at their Great Niniveh, down, 
to KingPut (to whom 'Jonah preached) and his Son SardanPul or 
Sardanapalus, called alfo Tonos Concoleros, who was befieged by 
his Brother Tiglath Pul Efer and his Gen&r&VNabonaJfar, till he 
burnt himielf with his Concubines and Treafure in old Nimrod s 
Palace in the 12th Year of Jot bam King of Judab, A. M. — 3 257, 
when the Empire was partitioned between Tiglath Pul Eser 
who fucceeded in N INI VE H, and N a Ron ass ar who got 
6 HAL DM A. 

Nabon ass ar, called.alfoih , /£/£f or Baladan, an excellent AHro- 
nomer and Architect, built his new Metropolis upon the Ruins of a> 
Part of old Nimrod s Works near the Great old Tower of Babel then. 
Handing, and called It Babylon, founded in the firH Year of the 
Nabonajfarian, or famous afironotnical Mr a, A. M. 3257. 

For this City Babylon is not mentioned by any Author be- 
fore Ifaiab, who mentions both Its Rife and Its Ruin. 

The Science and the Art dx& not only flouriHi long in Eaflern 
Ajia to the fartheH Indies ; but alfo before the Days of Nebu - - 
chadriezzar the Great , we find that old Mafonry took a Wefiern 
Courfe : For the Difciplesof Solomon's Travellers, by the Encou— 
tagement of Princes and States JVeJl of th t.Affyriau Bound$,.built* 
enlarged, and adorned. Cities paH Number.

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Such, as Borijlhenes and Sinope in Pontus : Nicomedia, Frujtas, 
and Cbalcedon in B i T h y n i a : Bizantium (now Conjlantinople ) Cizi- 
cus alfo and Lampfacus in the Hellespont: Abdara in T h r a c e : 
Many Cities in Greece, Tarentum, Regium , Rome, Ravenna , 
Crotona , Florence, and many more in Italy : Granada, Malaga, 
Gades, &c. in Spain : Maffilia and others on the CoaSt of Gaul : 
while Britain was unknown.

After godly Jos i ah King of Judah fighting for his fuperior

B C <3io 1 all Things went wrong in Judah. 

Fo r the G rand Mon arch Nebuchadnezzar, firft his F ather's 


Partner having defeated Necho, made Jojiah’s Son Jehoiakim his 
VaSTal, and for his revolting He ruined him, and at length capti- 
vated all the remaining Royal Family of Judah with the Flower 
of the Nobles, efpecially of the more ingenious Craftfmen j laid 
wafte the whole Land of Ifrael, burnt and demolished all the 
fine Edifices, and alfo the glorious and inimitable of 

Solomon after It was finished and confecrated 416 Years. 

For in the fifth Month, on the feventh Day of the Month, 
i. e. towards the End of our July, came Nebuzaradan, Captain 
of the Guards to the King of Babylon, to Jerusalem, and 
after having taken out all the facred VeSTels, and the Two famous 
that were in the Temple, and all the Riches that could 
be found in the King’s Palace, and the City : He did, purfuant 

to 
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to the Command of his Mafteiyon the tenth of the fame Month, 
fet both the Temple and City on Fire, overthrew all the Walls, 
Fortreffes, andTowexs belonging thereto, wholly rafing and level- 
ling it to the Ground, till he had brought all to a thorough and 
perfect Deflation. 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR being, now at Reft from all his. 
Wars, and being in full Peace at home, he applied 
himielf with great Induftry to the carrying on this p^] 0 ^^ 
grand Defign in finilhing of his Buildings at Baby- B. C. 57a. 
lon, and employed therein all the able Artifts of 
Judea, and other Captives to join his own Chaldean Masojw; 
who by their joint Labour mad? it the fourth of the feven Won- 
ders of Art. The moll famous Works therein were the WallS 
of the City, the <£ctttpU of Belus, in which were placed the 
Brazen Sea, the Pillars, Gfr. brought from Jerusalem, the 
Palace and hanging Gardens, the River and the artificial Lake and 
Canals, made for draining that River. In the Magnificence and 
Expence of which Works, he much exceeded whatfoever h^dbeen 
done by any King before him: And excepting the amazing Wall 
of China, nothing like it has been fince attempted whereby any 
oneelfecan be equalled to him. This fumptuous Gr and Master* 
alfo, caufed to be ereCted in the Plains of a Golden Image 
of theirGodBAAL, fixty Cubits high, and fix broadi containing 
7000 Attic Drachma’s of Gold, according to Diodorus, which 
•amounts to three Millions and a half of our Money. 

The Medes and Persians had much improved in the Royal 
Art , and had rivalled the Affyrians and Chaldeans in Mafonry at 

and many more fin? Cities, 
before They conquered them in War; tho' They had nothing fo 
large as JfltnttMj) and nor fo accurate asthe CcJUplF, 

and the other Structures oLSolomon. 

The Je'wiJhCwpX.i vcSysStcr Nebuchadnezzar's Death, kept them-

T he Medes and Perjians had much improved in the Royal Art , 
and had even out-done the AJfyrians in Masonry 
Flood at Ecbatana, which being repaired, beautified, and 
B. C. 707. vaftly enlarged by Deioces, King of the Medes , 
who reigned there with great Wifdom, Honour, 
and Profperity for above fifty Years ; during which Time he con- 
stantly employed the Fraternity, and it becoming a great 
City, he is for this Reafon, by the Greeks, thought to be the 
Founder of it. Alfo Sujiana and Perfepolis t with many more fine 
Cities, were built before the Perjians had overcome the AJfyrians 
and Babylonians in War, where they had fhewn admirable Skill; 
but yet did not come up to the Accuracy of the and 

other Structures of Solomon. 


C H A P. V. 

The State of Masonry from Grand-Majler Cyrus, to Grand • 
Majler Seleucus Nicanor. 


Year of the "f^TRTJS whom the Almighty Architect 
B.°C. 536.-* had fore-ordained to execute his Decrees for 

refloringhis chofen People, theFREEBORN Children 
of Ifrael, and for rebuilding the Holy Temple at Jerusalem; hav- 
ing

mg founded the Perfian Empire, ifTued out his Decree for reftor- 
in^ the Jews unto their own Land, and for rebuild- Ycar „f t h e 
ingofthe Temple at Jerusalem : And conftituted Flood 1812. 
Zerubbarel, the Son of Salatbiel , his Provincial , B ‘ C ' 536 ' 
Grand Master in the Land of Judea, the lineal Heir of Da- 
vid’s Royal Race and Prince of the Reduction, with the High Prieft 
his Deputy ; under the Title of Tirshatha, by im- 
mediate Commiffion from him : And all the Veffels of Gold 
and Silver brought to Babylon from Jerufalem , were, by this De- 
cree, ordered to be delivered by Mitbredatb, the King’s Trea- 
furer, to Zerubbabel, who carried them back to Jerusalem; 
the Veffels that were at this Time reftored amounted to 5400, the 
Remainder was brought back by Ezra, in the Reign of Artaxerxes 
Longimanus many Years after. But, before the Temple was half 
finifhed, Cyrus died, which then put a Stop to the Work. 

CAMB Y SES the Succefforof Cyrus negleCted the Temple ; being 
wholly intent upon the Conqueft of Egypt , that had revolted un- 
der Am as ys, the laft of Mitzraim's Race, a learned GrandMaJler, 
for whom the Fellow Crafts cut, out of a Rock, an Houfe all of 
one Stone 21 Cubits long, 12 broad and 8 deep, the Labour of 
2000 Mafons for three Years, and brought it fafe to Memphis. 

He had built many coftly Structures, contributed largely to 
the Rebuilding of 9 pollo ’0 famous Temple at Delphi in Greece , 
and died much lamented juft as Qambyfes had reached to Egypt , 
A. M. 3478. 

Cambyses conquered the Land, and deftroyed many Temples, 
Palaces, ObeliJJis , and other glorious Monuments of the antient 
Egyptian Mafonry, and died on his Way home, A. M, 3482. , 

The falfe Smerdis, the Magian, taking Ad vantage of this Event, 
ufurped the Throne by the Name of Artaxerxes, according to Ezra, 
and ftopt the building of the Temple: But was fppn dethroned and 
fucceeded by 
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Darius Hyst aspes, one of the feven Princes that confpired 
to cut him off. Darius married Artijlona the Daughter of 
Cyrus, and confirmed his Decree . 

DARIUS was a Prince of Wifdom, Clemency, and Juftice ; 

and hath the Honour to have his Name recorded in 
Flowi°82? e Holy Writ for a Favourer of God’s People, a Re- 
B. C . 520. ftorer of his Temple, and a Promoter of his Wor- 
fhip therein ; he was Hefled with a numerous Iflue, 
a long Reign, and great Profperity. 

In his 6 th Year, juft 20 Years after the Founding of the Tern- 

. „ . pie, ZERUBBABEL finiftied it * and celebrated 

Year of the the Cape Stone j and next Year its Confecration or 

I food 1 832. Dedication was folemnized. 

B. C . 51 5. 

And tho' it came far fhort of Solomon’s Tem- 
ple in Extent and Decorations, nor had in it the Cloud of Glory or 
Divine and the holyReliques of Mofes ; yet being rear- 

ed in the Sohmonicm Style, it was the fineft Building upon Earth. 

The Sidonians were frank and liberal towards this Work, as in 
the Days of Hiram, bringing down Cedar- Planks in Abundance 
from Libanus to the Sea- Shore, and from thence into the Port of 
Joppa, as they had been ordered firft by Cyrus, and after him by 
Darius. Here, alfo, the curious Craftfmen held ftated and regular 
Lodges, as in the Days of Solomon ; affociated with the Mafter- 
Mafons, giving Ledtures, and ftri&ly adhering to good old Ufages. 

In this Reign 2 ?O?Oftfttt 0 flourifhed, the Archimagus or Grand 
Mafter of the Magians (who worshipped the Sun and die Fire 
made by hisRays) who became famous every- where, called by the 
Greeks, the T tocher of all human and divine Knowledge ; and his 
Difciples were great Improvers of Geometry in the liberal Arts, 
erefting many Palaces and FireTemplesthroughout the Empire, and 
long flourifhed inEaftern Afia, even till the Mahometans prevailed ; 
and a Remnant of them are Scattered in thofe Parts to this Day, who 
retain many of the old Ufages of the Free Mafons , for which they 
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are here mentioned, and not for theirReligiousRites which are not 
the Subject of this Book : For we leave every Brother to Liberty 
of Confcience ; but ftridtly charge him carefully to maintain the 
Cement of the Lodge, and the three Articles of Noah. 

Zoroafres was flain by Argajp the Scythian, A.M. 3517; and 
Hyjlafpes died 3518. 

Xerxes his Son fucceeded, who encouraged the Magian 
Mafons, and deftroyed all the Image Temples (except that of Didn't 
at Epbefus) in his Way to Greece, with an Army of five Millions, 
and Ship6 part Number. 

A HA SUE RUS, called Artaxerxes Longimanus , having 
married the beautiful Jewefs, Queen Esther, be- Year of tfje 
came a great Favourer of the Jews ; and, in the Flood *838. 
third Year of his Reign, he made a great-Feaft in c ’ 5I °' 
his Palace of Suza ; And the Drinking was according to the 
Law , nonedidcompel: For Jo the King had appointed to atl the 
Officers of his Houfe, that they Jhould do according id every Man's 
Fleafure. Eft. i. veri-8. He alio appointed Ezra, the learned 
Scribe, to fuceeed ZeruBb abel in the Direction of the Cr aft j 
who built many Synagogues, as well in Jerufalem, as in the other 
Cities Of Judea: And next to him Nehemiah, who built the 
ftrong Walls of Jerufalem : He fbr that Purpofe’ Ycar e f ttie 
divided his Workmen into dalles, Or Companies,' Flood 1893. 
more properly Lodges, and alfigned to each of them C ’ +55 ‘ 

the Quarter, where they were to work, and their Places of Re- 
frelhment ; but referved to himlelf the Reviewal and Direction 
of the Whole, in which he laboured lb effectually as to compleat 
the Work, notwithftanding the utmoft Efforts of his Enemies, 
both within and without the Walls, to retard his Delign . While 
Part of the Craft were carrying on the Building, the other 
Rood to their Arms to defend them again ft any hidden Attack : 
And all had: their Arms at Hand, even while they worked, .to 
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be ready, at a Signal given, to draw together to any Part, where 
the Enemy ftiould be difcovered to be coming upon them. 

JDARIUS NO T HUS gave Leave to SanbaUat , the Ho~ 
v e j. ronite, the Friend and Advocate of the Samaritans. 

Flood 1940. to build a Temple upon Mount Gertztm, near Sa- 
B. C . 408. maria , and fo far iniinuated himfelf into the Fa- 

vour of Darius, as to procure the High-Priefthood for Ma- 
n asses, his Son-in-Law, and Brother to Jaddua the High- 
Prieft of Jerusalem. This Temple flood in Splendor till de- 
molifhed by John Hyrcanus, who levelled the City and Temple 
with the Ground 1 and compelled all the Idumaans to conform 
to the Law of Moses. After Nehemiah, the High-Prieft of 
Jerufalem , was ufually the Provincial Grand Master of 
Judea, as well under the Perfians , as the Greeks and Romans. 

Under Darius Ochus, Maufolus King of Carla, in Lejfer 
Afia, died, which Accident was rendered famous by the great 
Grief which Artemifia, who was both bis Sifter and his Wife, 
exprefled at his Lofs. .Before fhe died, (he took Care for the 
Year of the ere &ing that famous Monument for him, at Ha- 
Flood 1995. licarnajfus , which was reckoned the fifth of the 
B. C . 353. feven Wonders of the World, and from whence 
all Monuments pf more than ordinary Magnificence are called 
j$aufoleum£. It was in Length, frorp North to South, fixty- 
three Cubits, in Circuit 41 1 Feet, and in Height 140 Feet, fur- 
rounded with 136 Columns of molt admirable Sculpture; and 
the Fronts, Eaft and Weft, had Arches feventy-three Feet wide, 
with a Pyramid on the fide Wall, - ending in a pointed Broach, 
on which was a Coach with four Horfes of one Marble Stone. 
All was performed by the four beft Masons of the Age, Scopas, 
Leochares, Timotheus , and Briax. 

After the Eredtion of Solomon’s, or, as fome think, the 
fecond Temple, the Royal Art was brought into Greece , 
where the Craft was encouraged to the utmoft, and Geome-

try every-where cultivated with uncommon Induftry; many 
noble Structures were crewed, which to this Day lhew their 
former Magnificence and Grandeur, though many of thofe early 
Performances of the Greeks in Architecture have been loft in 
the Ruins of Time. 

Indeed, we read of the old Dedalus , and his Sons, the Imi- 
tators of the Egyptians and Phoenicians, of the little Labyrinth 
in Crete , and the larger at Lemnos, of the Arts and Sciences early 
at Athens and Sicyon , Candia and before the Trojan War * 
of the Temples of 3 [tl 0 ttt]? Olympias, <$ffttlapttt 0 , &c. of the 
Trojan Horfe , and other Things : But we are all in Darknefs, 
Fable and Uncertainty, till the Olympiads: Which began in the 
35th Year of Uzziah, King of Judah , when Ibme of their 
bright Men began to travel. I A.M \ 3228 . 7 before the Founding 

( B. C. 776. 3 of Rome 2 8 Years. 

So that their moft antient famous Buildings, as the Citadel of 
Athens, the Court of Areopagus,, the Parthenion or Temple of 
ONtlCfUft, the Temples of Tbejeas t nd ftpolto, their Porticos and 
Forums, Theatres and Gymnajiums, ftately public Halls, curious 
Bridges , regular Fortifications, ftout Ships ofWar, and magnifi- 
cent Palaces, with their beft Statues and 'Sculpture, were. All of 
them, either at firft ereCted, or elfe rebuilt fine* even after the 
Tror/i/e of Zerubbabel j for 

Thales Milesius, their firft Philofopher, who was the firft 

that brought Geometry, with very great Im- xr 

. rtj ' . . Year of the 

provements, out of Egypt into Greece, died Flood 1801. 

elveven Years! only before the Decree of Cyrus ; C. 547 * 

and, the fame Year 3457, Pythagoras, his Scholar, travelled 

into Egypt ; while Pisistratus, the Tyrant of Athens, began 

to colleCt the JirJl Library in Greece. 

PYT.HAGORAS lived twenty- two Years among the. 

Egyptian Prieft6, till fent by Cambyfes to Babylon and Perjia ; 

A. M. 3480, where he pickt up great Knowledge among the 
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Chaldcean Magians , and Babylonijh Jews ', and returned to Greed 
the Year that Zerub&aMe's was finiihed, A. M. 3489. 

He became, not only the Head of a new Religion of Patch- 
Work, but likewife of an Academy, or Ledge of good Geometric 
dans, to whom he communicated a Secret*, viz. That amazing 
Proportion which is the Foundation of all Mafonry, cf whatever 
Materials or Dtmenfions, called by Mafons- his HBU RE K A; 
becaufe They think ft was his own Invention. 

. But*, after Pythagoras , Geometry whs. the darling Study of 
the Greeks, and their learned Men reduced the noble Science to 
the Ufe of the ingenious Mechanics of all Sorts, that perform -by 
Geometry, as well as the Operators in Stone or Brick . 

/ And as Masonry kept pace with Geometry , fo many Lodges 
appeared, efpecially In : “the Grecian Republics, where Liberty , 

* Trade * and Learning fLourilhed ; as at Sicyon, Athens , Corinth, 
and the Cities of Ionia, till They arrived at their beautiful 
Doric, Ionic, and Corinthian Orders . 

From this Time we date the ftridt Union between the free , 
and the accepted Masons, which has fubfifted ever fince in 
all regular Lodge*; . 

Greece now abounded with the heft Architects, Sculptors : t 
Statuaries , Painters, and other, fine Dtjtgners-, moil of .them 
educated at the Academies of Athens and Sicyon , who inltrudted 
many Artifts, and Fellow Crafts , to be the bell Operators upon 
Earth : So that the Nations of Afia, and Africa , who had taught 
the Greeks, were now taught by them; 

No Country but Greece could novr boaft oif fuch Men as Mycont 
Phidias * Demon , Androcides, Me ton, Anaxagoras, Dipanus, and 
Scyllis , Glycon, Alcamenes, Praxitles , Polycletus, Lyfippus , Peneus , 
Euphronor, Perfeus, Philojiratus, Zeuxis , Apollodorus, Parba - ' 
fus, Limanthes, Eupompus, Pampbilus Apelles, Artemones, Socrates, 
Eudoxus , Metrodorus (who wrote of Mafonry) and the excellent 

Tbeo- 
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'Theodoras Cyr emeus, who amplified Geometry , and publilhed the 
Art Analytic, the Mailer of the divine Plato*, from whole 
School came Xenocrates zn&Arijlotle the Preceptorof Alexander 
the Great. 

The learned Greeks rightly judging, that the Rules of the 
beautiful Proportions in Architecture ihould be taken from the 
Proportions of the Human Body , their fine Painters and Statua- 
ries were efteemed Architect, and were then actually fo (even 
as by the Painters ) nor could They have been fine / Painters 
without being Architects. 

Therefore feveral of thofe excellent Painters and Pbiiofo - 
fibers are in the Lift of antient Architects; Nay They all openly- 
taught Geometry , and many of them pradtifed Mafonry •, and be- 
ing Gentlemen of good Repute, They were generally at the 
Head of the Craft , highly uleful to the Fellow Crafts , by their 
Defigns and fine Drawings, and bred them up clever Ar~ 
tills : Only by a Law in Greece , no Slave was allowed to learn 
the feven liberal Sciences, or thofe of the Free-horn -J- ; fo that 
in Greece alfo They were call’d Free Masons, and, in their 
many Lodges , the Noble and Learned were accepted as 
Brothers. ' 

ALEXANDER , the Macedonian , having overcome Darius 

Codomannus at the Granicus, and in the Battles v 

Year of the 

of IJfus and Arbela , taking Tyre and Gaza, and Flood 2014 . 
foon over-run all Egypt ; poor Darius fled into ^ 334- 
BaCtria, and was murdered by one of his own Generals. After a 
Continuance of 207 Years, in him ended the Persian, and in 
Alexander began the Grecian Empire. In one of Alexander’s 
drunken Frolicks, he burnt the rich and iplendid City of Perse- 
POLiSy which was truly a City of Palaces in the bell Styles but 
all its Beauty and Splendor could not preferve it from the inebri- 
ated

ated.Fury of this infolent Difturber and common Enemy of the 
human Race; by no Means to be allowed to rank in the Lifts of 
true [ Masons* 

However, his Architect, renowned Denocrates, before men- 
Year of the ^ned, prevailed with him to perform fome grand 
Rood 2016. Defign, and to encourage the Fraternity ; he pro- - 
B. C . 332. pofed to him to difpofc Mount Athos into the 
Form of that Prince’s Statue, with a City in one Hand, and in 
the other a large Lake to water that City ; but this great Defign 
never took Effect. The Ambition of Alexander prompted him 
to the Building of a new City in Egypt, in a very convenient Place 
over-againft the Ifland of Pharos , and called it Alexandria, 
which thenceforth became the Capital of that Kingdom. It is 
remarked b yVarro, that, at the Time of building Alexandria, the 
Ufe of the Papyrus was firft found out, and ufed in that City by the 
Fellow-Crafts to draw out their Defigns and Plans upon, for 
different Parts of their Work, and other Ufes. The Papyrus, in 
its proper Signification, is a Sort of great Bulrufh, growing in the 
Majfhes of Egypt , near the Nile. It runs up into a triangular 
Stalk to the Height of about fifteen Feet, and is ufiially a Foot 
and half in Circumference. Thefe, when flaked and feparated 
from the Stalk, made the Paper ufed by the Antients, and 
which, from the Name of the Tree that bore it, they called, 
alfo. Papyrus. The Manner how it was fitted for Ufe may be 
fee.n in the eleventh and twelfth Chapters of the thirteenth Book. 
of Pliny’s Natural Hiftory. 

Denocrates was the Architect o f Alexandria, having firft 
drawn a Plan of the City, with its Walls, Gates, and Streets: and 
Alexander left him to perfect the faid Work according to the Plan . 

which afforded ample Employment for the Craft. 
But Alexander dying drunk at Babylon, left his Em- 
pire to be parcelled out by his Generals.

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CHAP. VI. 

‘‘The State ^Masonry from Grand Majler Seleucus Nicanor 
to the Death of Herod the Great. 

S ELEUCUS Nicanor proved an excellent Grand Majler , 
founded the Great Seleucia on the Euphrates for his Deputy 
in the Eaft , and in the Wejl He built his ftately Capital City the 
famous Antioch in old Syria , with the great Grove of Daphne, 
a facred Afylum ; in the Middle of which he reared the Temple of 
APOLLO and DIANA (tho’ it proved afterwards the Temple of 
l^enu0 and 25aecf)UjeO and alfo the leffer Cities of old Syria, as 
Apamia, Bereea, Seleucia, Laodicea, Edejfa, Pella , &c. 

Masonry flourilhed moft in Egypt, where the Grecian 
Architecture was highly admired, and where of the 

Ptolemy Soter, another of Alexander sGencrals, rtobd.2044. 
had fet up his Throne. Eu cl ix>, the famous Geo- B * C ‘ 3 ° + * 
meter of Tyre, who had in his Travels collected the fcattered Ele- 
ments of Geometry, came to the Court of Ptolemy Soter , and 
was by him encouraged to reftore and teach that noble Science, efpe- 
cially to the Children of the great Lords and Eftates of the Realm, 
who by the continual Wars and Decay of the Sciences in former 
Reigns were reduced to great Neceflities for want of means to 
get an honouralde ^nd competent Livelihood. For this Purpofe, 
fays an old Record ofMAsoNRY, * Euclid having received Com- 
* million, he taught fuch as were committed to his Charge the 
* Science of Geometry in Practice to work in Stone, all Manner of 
* worthy Work that helongeth to building of Altars , Temples , 

* Towers, and Cajlles, and all other Manner of Buildings, and gave 
* them a Charge in this Form : 

* First that they Ihould be true to their King and to the Lord 
^ theyferve, and to theFellowfliip whereof they are admitted : and 
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* that they fhould be true to and love one another : and that they 

* fhould call each other his Fellow or Brother ; not Servant, nor 

* Knave, nor any other foul Name : and that they fhould truly 

* deferve their Pay of their Lord, or the Mailer of the Work, 
‘ that they ferve, 

* Secondly, T hat they fhould ordain the wifefl of them to be the 

* Maflerof the Work, and neither for Love nor Lineage, Richesnor 

* Favour, to fet another that hath but little Cunning to be Maflerof 

* the Lord’s Work* whereby the Lord fhould be evil ferved, and 
( they afhamed : And alfo that they fhould call the Governor of 

* the Work Master, in the Time that they work with him. 

* And many other Charges he gave them that are too long to 

* relate ; and to all thefe Charges, fays my Author, he made them, 

* fwear a great Oath, that Men ufed at that Time. 

* And he ordained for them a reafonable Pay, whereby they 

* might live honeflly : and alfo that they fhould come and afiemble 

* together every Year once, to confult how they might work belt 

* to ferve the Lord, for his Profit and to their own Credit ; and to 

* correct, within themfelves, him that had trefpaffed againfl the 

* Craft. 

* And thus was the Craft grounded there : And that worthy 

* Clerk Euclid gave it the Name of Geometry, which now 

* is called Masonry.’ 

And he accordingly digefled his Inflrudions into fuch Order,, 
improved and demonflrated them fo accurately, as to have left; 
no Room for any others to exceed him in Geometry; for which 
his Memory will ever be fragrant in the Lodges. According to. 
the old Conflitutions, Ptolemy, Grand-Master, with his 
Wardens , Euclid the Geometrician, and Straton the Philofo- 
pher, built his Palace at Alexandria t and the curious Mufeum or 
College of the Learned, with the Library of Bruchium , near the 
Palace, that was filled with 400,000 Manufcripts, or valuable 
Volumes, before it was burnt in the Wars of Julius Caesar. 
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PTOLEMY PHILADELPHUS fucceeded his Father in the 
Throne and Solomons Chair tot) : And in hisfecond Y ear he carried 
On the great Tower of founded by his Father, * the fixth 

of the feven W wider s of Art, built on anlfland,as theLight>Houfe 
for the Harbour of Alexandria , ( whence Light-Hou/es in the Medi- 
terranean are called Faros /a Piece of amazing Architecture, by the 
Care of his Grand Wardens and his Son \ 

the Father built die Heptajladium for joining the Ifland to the 
Continent, while the Son reared the Tower. 

Philadelphus founded the City Myos Hormus on the Red Sea 
for the Eajl- India T rade, built the T mple of the Zephyr ian 
in Crete , Ptolemais in Paleftine , and rebuilt old Rabbab of the Am- 
monites t calling it Philadelphia. Nay he wasfo accurate an Architect 
that for a long Time all fine Mafonry was called 
or after the Style of Philadelphus. 

PTOLEMY, the Son of Philadelphus, called Eoergetes, 
fucceeded, and was the baft good Grand Master in Eg ypt ; 
His Wardens were his two learned Librarians, 
Eratosthenes; of Cyrene, and Apollonius, of Year of the 
Rhodes . The Library of Bruchium being near full, ^^^chri/i 
he enefted another at Serapbium , which in Time 246. 
contained 300,000 Manufcripts, and Cleopatra 
afterwards added 200,000 more, from the Library of Pergamus » 
given to her by Mark Anthony: But all this vafl Library was 
burnt by the ignorant, ftupid, and bcfotted Saracens, when they 
took the City of Alexandria , to the irreparable Lofs of the 
Learned. It had often been rifled on the Revolutions arid Com- 

G 2 motions 

* Some prefer to This the great Obtlijk of 'Queen Semiramis 150 Feet high 
and 24 Feet fquare at Bottom^ all of one Stone like a Pyramid, that was brought 
from Armenia to Babylon ; alfo an huge Rock cut into the Figure of Semiramis, 
with the fmaller Rocks by it in the Shape of tributary Kings : If we may believe 
Cteftas againft the Advice of Berofitt and Arijlotle : For fhe is not fo antient as is 
generally thought, and feems to be only the Queen of *Nabonassar, 
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motions that happened in the Roman Empire, yet it was as often- 
repaired and replenifhed again with its full Number of Books* 
till this its final Deftrudtion by the Saracens. This happened 
as follows : 'Johannes Grammaticus , the famous Arijlotelian Phi- 
lofopher, being then living at Alexandria , and having much- in- 
gratiated himfelf with Amrus Ebnol As, the General of the Sa- 
racen Army, and, by Reafbn of his great Learning, made himfelf 
acceptable to him, he begged of him the royal Library j to this 
Amrus replied, that it was not in his Power, but was wholly at 
the Difpofal of the Caliph, or Emperor of the Saracens , to whom 
he would write about it, who returned for Anfwer, that if thofe 
Books contained what was agreeing with the Alcoran, there was 
no Need of them, for that alone was fufficient of itfelf for all 
Truths; but if they contained what difagreed with the Alcoran * 
they were not to be endured ; and therefore he ordered that, 
whatfoever the Contents of them were, they fhould all be deftroy- 
ed ; whereon being distributed among the public Baths, they 
ferved as Fuel for fix Months to heat all the Baths of Alexandria 5 
which Shews how great the Number of them was, and what an 
ineftimable Treafurc of Learning was. wholly destroyed. 

Euergetes was the laSVgood Grand Majler of Egypt ; and 
therefore we Shall fail over to the Hellefpont to view the glorious 
Temple of Cyzicus , with Threads of beaten Gold in the Joints of 
the Infides of the Marble Stones, that caSt a fine Luftre on all the 
Statues and Images : Befides the curious Eccho of the feven 
Towers at the Thracian Gate of Cyzicus , and a large Bouleutarion or 
Town-Houfe, without one Pin or Nail in the Carpenters Work.; 
fo that the Beams and Rafters could be taken off, and again put 
on, without Laces or Keys to bind ’em. 

The Rhodians employed the famous Arcbiteft , Chares, of 
. , Lindus, to eredt the great Colossus, at Rhodes , 
Flood 2048. which employed him and his Craftsmen for 

B. C . 300. twelve Years. It was efteemed the laft of the 
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feven Wonders of Art, and the greateft human Statue under 
the Sun, to which it was dedicated. It was 70 Cubits high, 
and duly proportioned in every Part and Limb, ftridingover the 
Harbour’s Mouth, and wide enough to receive between its Legs, 
the krgeft Ships under fail, and appeared at a Diftance like a 
high Tower. It was thrown down by an Earthquake after it had 
flood 66 Years, and lay where it fell 894. Years more; till at 
length, ini the Year of Ghrift 672, Moawias the fixth' Caliph of 
the Safacens, having taken Rhodes, fold the Brafs to a Jew Mer- 
chant, who loaded with it 900 Camels, and allowing only 80a 
Pounds Weight to every Camel’s Burden, the Brafs of this Gohjfus „ 
after the Wafte of fb many Years, by the Ruft and Wear of the 
Brafs itfelf, and die Purloinings and Embezzlements of Men, 
amounted to 720*000 Pounds Weight. 

- While the Greeks were propagating the Science and the Art 
in the very beft Manner, foundingnew Cities, repairing old ones, 
and efe&ing Statues paffc Number, the other Africans imitated 
the Egyptians, Southward in Ethiopia-down to the Gape of Good 
Hope',, and alfo Weft ward to the Atlantic Shore : though Hiftory 
fails, and no Travellers have yet difeovered the valuable Remains 
of thofe many powerful Nations, Only we know that 

The Carthagini ANS*had-formed‘ a magnificent Republic 
long before the Romans had. built feme thoufands of ftately. 
Cities ^nd ftrong Cajlles, and made their great CapitalCARTH age 
the Terror of Rome, and her Rival for univerfal Empire. Great 
was their Skill in Geometry and Mafonry of all Sorts, in Marble 
Temples, golden Statues , ftately Palaces, regular Forts , and flout 
Ships that failed in all the known Seas, and carried on the Chief 
Trade of the known World : Therefore the Emulous. Romans long 
defigned its Definition, having a prophetical Proverb, Delenda. 
ejl Carthago ! Carthage muft be demolijhed ,. which they accom- 
plifhed, as in the Sequel. 
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Thus Hannibal the Warlike, in his Retreat from Carthage 
to Armenia, fliew’d his great Skill in drawing for King Arlaxes 
the Plan of the City Artaxata, and furvey ’d the Palace, 'Temples, 
and Citadel thereof. ; : 

The learned Sicilians, defcended from the Greeks, followed 
their InftruCtions in Architecture throughout the Illand very early, 
at Agrigentum, Mejfana , Gela, &c. efpecially at Syracufe i for 
when It was befieged by the Romans It was Z 2 Miles, round, and, 
MarceUus could not ftorm it, becaufe of the amazing Devices of 
the learned Geometrician, Architect, Mechanic, and Engineer,' the 
Noble* ARCHIMEDES, till, by mattering an ill-guarded 
Tower, the City was taken by Surprize on a FettivalDay. But, 
tho’ MarceUus gave a ftriCt Charge to fave ArchiMed^S, ; a com-, 
mon Soldier flew him, while, not minding the Uproar, the noble 
and learned Man was deeply engaged in mechanical Specula- 
tions and Schemes to. repulfe the Romans and lave Syracufe* 
Marcellus (hed Tears' for him as a puhlid Lcife .to the 
Learned, and gave him an honourable Burial in the. Year ><tf 

Rome 53 7* — " ^ ^ 379 2 * ^ while Hannibal dirtrefled Italy, 

Many of the Grecian , Carthaginian, znd SidUan MAsons had 
travelled into the North and Weft of <$UtOpt, and propagalted their 
ufeful Skill, particularly in Italy, Spain, the Balearic Hlands, and 
the Coaft of Gaul ; but Hiftory fails, till the Roman Armies came 
there. Nor have we certain Accounts of the Chinefe and other 
Eaft-Indians, till the Europeans navigated thither in thefe later 
Times j only the Wall of China makes a Figure in the Map , tho' 
we know not yet when It was built : Alfo their Great Cities and 
moil fplendid Palaces, as defcribed by Travellers, evidently dif-

: From Skify we foorl pafs into Italy, to view the firft Im- ' 
provements of the Romans, who for many Ages affeCted nothing 
but War, till by Degrees They learned the Science, and Art from 
their Neighbours. But 

The Hetrurians, or Tufcans, very early ufed their own 
natural Tuscan Order, never ufed by the Greeks, and were 
the firft m Italy that learned from the Greeks the Doric, Ionic, 
and Corinthian Orders y till the Royal Art was there con- 
spicuous under their King Porsenna, who built a (lately La- 
byrinth, not inferior to That of Lemnos, and. the higheft Maufo- 
kum oh Record. 

. Porsenna died in the Year of Rome 303, A\ M. 3558 7 
the 19th Year of Artaxerxes Longimanus, while B. C. 446 } 
the Romans were only engaged in fubduing their Neighbours in 
Italy, and their T ajle was as yet but low j till 

TURRENUS, the laft King of the Tufcans , bequeathed his 
Kingdom to the Romans, in the 6th Year of Philadelphus, while 

Pyrrhus diftrefied Italy. Turrenus died A. M. 3 725 

The Tufcans had built many fine ftrong Places and now their 
Difciples were invited to Rome, and taught the Romans the Royal 
Art , tho’ ftill their Improvements were not confiderable, till 
Marcbllus, who triumphed in the lplendid Spoils of Syra- 
ttufe, upon the Death of the Great Archimedes, becoming the 
Patron of Arts and Sciences, employed his Fellow-Crafts to build 
at. Rome his famous ^Tfjtattr, with a Temple to and. 

another to fyOUOUt ; yet the High Tajle of the Romans was not 
general till

while Conftd Mummius the fame Year facked Corinth , the 
wealthy. Queen of Greece : . who difcovered his Ignorance^ when 
he threatened thofe that carried home, from Corinth , the. Inimi- 
table Pictures of I[)CtCU!C0 and 23 aCCljUfli, that if they loft 
them. They muft. make them good with new ones. 

Both thefe Generals triumphed at Rome in the portable Mo- 
numents of Art, brought from thofe Cities, that had been the 
molt opulent and glorious upon Earth. . But now the Romans 
were fo wife as to bring home too the ableft Profeffors of Science , 
and Practitioners of Art . After which we .read of feveral Stately 
Edifices at Rome , built in the fineft Grecian Style ; as the famous 
Palace of Paulus Emilius of the beft Phrygian Marble; the 
Triumphal Arch of Marius at Orange in Gaul, the Three fur- 
prizing Theatres of Scaurus at Rome, &c. 

The one held 80000 People at Shows or Plays. It had three 
Scenes or Lofts, one above another, with 560 Columns t The 
jirft Row of Marble, each 38 Feet high j the fecond Row was

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of Cryftal, and the third of Gilded Wood: between the Columns 
were 3006 Statues of Brafs. 

Th e other two Theatres Were of Wood, fuftained on great Axles, 
whereby They could be turned round, and joined in one great 
Amphitheatre. . 

The mighty Sylla brought the Columns of the Temple of 
3 frtptttt Olympics from Greece, to adorn the Temple of ^luptttt 
Capitolinas at Rome, after the old one, built by Tarquinius Super - 
hus, was burnt ; t in whofe Time Jupiter was only of Clay, but 
now of pure Gold. 

Lucullus, the learned and brave, ere&ed a fintEibrary, and 
a fplendid Houle with Gardens, in the Aftatic Style, r 

Pom PHY the Great built a Theatre that held 40,000 People 
at the Shows, near his fine Palace, and his Temple of 

These and other great Men, during the Roman Republic^ 
much enbouraged yf/r^r/^/ and Mafonsns their Patrons j and, in 
their Abfence, the Conful Refident, or the High Prieft of Rome, or 
the Arch Flamjn, or Ibuie other Great Man on the Spot, thought 
jt hjsHonour to be the Patron of Arts and Sciences (what we riov? 
call Grand Mafter) attended duly by the moft ingenious of the 
Fraternity, till the Republic was near its Exit by the Competi- 
tion of Pompey and Ccefar for Pre-eminence. 

But Pompey being routed at Pbarfalia , and murdered by 
the Egyptians in his Flight, the J&tpttftltC expired, and 
Julius C.*sar obtained the Pre-eminence — ~'A M. 3956 I 

CiES ar now perpetual DiSlator 7 Year of Rome 70 1. B.C. 48 J 
and Imperator, a learned Geome- J Before the Birth of Chrill^ 
tricitan, Architect, Engineer, and Aftronomer, being High Prieft, 
reformed the Roman Calendar B. C. or before the Chriftian 
’./Era 45. 
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He and his Legions had built much in. Gaul, and ax Rome ,het 
Taifed his great Circus or Square, a true Oblong , three Furlongs in 
Length, and one in Breadth, that held 260,000 People at the 
Shows : alfo his (lately Palace, and lovely Temple of 3 fctttt 0 > and 
ordered Carthage and Corinth to be rebuilt, about 100 Years after 
They were demolifhed*. 

ButC.«sar, intendingfiril to quell theParthians, Mid then,as 
Grand Majler of the Roman Republic , to encourage the Science and 
th eArt beyond all before him in univerfal Peace, was bafely mur- 
dered by his ungrateful Brute* under Pompey's Statue j g' 

His Death Wasfoon followed by theConqueft of Egypt, the Death 
of Cleopatra , and End of the Grecian Monarchy ; and the Com- 
mencement of the Roman Empire, by the Victory Augufius gained 
over Pompey at Allium. 

ROME became now the Center both of Learning and fupreme 
Power, under Augustus,, the illuftrious Grand-Master, with 
Year of th* ki$ ^ e P ut y Agrippa 5 who erected the great Por- 
Flood 2319. tico of the Pantheon } and his principal Warden * 
B. C. 29. the learned Vitruvius, who became the Father 
of true Architellure by his admirable Writings. This mighty 
Patron firil employed his Fellow Crafts in repairing all the publie 
Edifices (a molt needful Work after the. Wars) and in rebuilding 
fome of them. But alfo he built the Bridge ofAhnihium •$ and at 
Rome the Temple of Mars the Avenger , the Temple of &polfo, 
the Rotunda called Galucio ,. the great and flimptuous Forum, the- 
principal and magnificent Palace of Augustus, with Ibme lefler 
Palaces} the fin zMaufoleum, the accurate Statue in the Capitol, the 
curious Library, the Portico , andthe‘P<w£ for People to walk in, Gf r. 
Nay, he filled the Temples of Rome with the moil coftly Statuer, 

and:

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and wittily fet up That of Cleopatra (of mafly Gold brought 
from Egypt ) in the Temple of Venus. 

In thofe Golden Days of Augustus, the Eminent following 
his Example, built above ioo Marble Palaces at Rome , fit for the 
greateft Kings ; and every fubftantial Citizen rebuilt their Houfes 
too in Marble , all joining in the fame Difpofition of adorning. 
Rome: whereby many Lodges appeared, in City and Suburbs, of. 
the Free and Accepted Mafons: lo that Augustus, when a 
dying, juftly laid, I found Rome built of Brick, but I leave it built 
of Marble ! 

Therefore the prefent Remains of antient Rome in his Time, 
and of fome following Emperors, are So accurate, that They are 
the bell Patterns of true Mafonry extant, the Epitome of all the 
old Grecian ArcbiteSlure, commonly exprefled by the Augustan 
Style : arid we now wilh to arrive at its glorious Perfection in 
Wifdom, Strength , and Beauty . 

But, before the Death of Augustus, we muft travel into 
Judea. The High P rifts of Jerufalem had been Provincial 
Grand Majlers there, under the Kings of Egypt, ' 

then Sovereigns of the Jews, till Seleucus A.M. 3824} 
Philopater King of Syria feized Judea , or B. C. 1 80 £ 
Paleftine . His Son, viz. 

Antiqchus Epiphane t cruelly persecuted the Jews till refcuecl 
by the valiant Afmonfcn Prieft, Judas Maccabaus: for long 'after 
Zerubbabel and JoJhua the High Prieft, an ordinary Prieft, c^lled 1 
Afmoneeus, appeared, not of the Houfeof Jeftsua, but only of the 
Courfe of Joarib , the Great Grand Father of Mattatbias , the 
£rave Prieft of Modin and Father of Maccabjeus. 

: For die lineal Succeffor of JeJhua was Onias. ^V. (Son of 
Onias III. the laft good High Prieft) who, being deprived of his 
Right by the .Syrian Kings, went to Egypt , where He got leave

He get rid of all th e Aftnodaans, made the Sanhedrim ufe- 
lefs, and fet up High Prtefts at his Pleafure. . But, for. all hie 
great Faults. 

Herod became the greatefl Builder of his Day, the Patron or 
Grand Mafter of many Lodges, Mid lent for the moll expert Fellow- 
Crafts of Greece to affift his own Jews i For, after the Battle of " 
AStium B. C. 30, before Chrift’ $ Birth 26, 

Herod, being reconciled to Augujlus, began to fhew his 
mighty Skill in Mafonry, by erecting a fplendid Grecian 
THEATRE at Jerufalem, and next built the flately City 
Sebafte , (fo called from Sehaftos or Augujlus) formerly Samaria % 
With a curious little "Temple in It like That of Jerufalem . He 
made the City Ccefarea the beft Harbour in Paleftine , and built a 
Temple of white Marble at Panea s ■ - - the Cities Antipatrif* 
PhafaeMs and Cypron, and the Tower of Phafael at Jerufalem, not 
Inferior to the Pharos of Alexandria , &c. 

But his moft amazing Work was his Rebuilding of the 
Cftttjpfeof Zerjjbbabel* 

HEROD , 
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HERO D, being in full Enjoyment of Peace and Plenty, 
formed a Defign of new building the Temple at Jerufalem , 
whereby he thought he ihould not only reconcile to himfelf the 
Affedtionsi of the yews, but alfo eredt a Monument of lafting 
Honour to his own Name. The Temple built after the Return 
of the Jewt from the Babylonijh Captivity,, though an admirable 
Building, 500 Years being elapfed finee its Eredtion, was greatly 
decayed, both by the Length of Time, and alfo by the Violence 
of Enemies. Herod propofed to build the whole Temple a-new, 
and, in a general Affembly of the People* offered to them: what 
he intended. But when he found them ftartled at the Propofal, 
to deliver them from their Fears, he told them that he would not 
take down the old temple till he had all the Materials ready for 
eredtipg a new one in its Place ; and accordingly 
he did forthwith fet himfelf to make all Manner 2*329!^ 

of Preparations for it; employing therein 1000 Before Chriji; , 

Waggons for carrying of the Stone and Timber ; 

10,000 Masons, befides Labourers, to fit all Things for the 
Building, and marfhalled them into Lodges under 1000 Priefis 
and Levites, fkilful in all Parts of Architecture, to fopervife 
and diredt them in the W ork, himfelf adting as Grand-Master, 
with his Wardens, Hillel and Shammai, two learned Rabbins, 
of great Reputation. In two Years Time, he had got all Things, 
ready for the Building; and then, and not before, did he pull 
down the old Temple to the very Foundations. 

• The Foot-Stone of the new Temple was levelled juft forty-fix 
•Years before the firft Pafiover of Christ’s perfonal Miniftry, at 
which Time the yews told him, John ii. 20* Forty and fix Years 
bath this Temple been in building ; For although then forty- fix 
Years had palled from the Time it was begun ; yet that Part 
which was moft properly the T mpk > that is, that which con- 
tained the Holy Place, the Holy of Holies in the Eafi, and' the 

V - ; . Poach 
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Porch in the Wejl, through which was -the Paflage leading to 
.both, were finished, at an amazing Coft, in the fhort Space of one 
Year of the Year and fix Months, and the reft defigned by 
Flood 2341. Herod, in eight Year’s more; When the Fra- 

B. C . 7. te-rnity celebrated the Cape-Stone, with great 

Joy and in due Form ; and the King folemnized its Dedication 
with great Pomp and Expence. And the Day appointed for it, 
falling in with the Day of the Year, when he firft received the 
Crown, augmented the Solemnity. 

A GREATNumberef Masons werecontinued atWorkforthe 
carryingontheOK/ Buildings, all theTimeof ourSAViouR’sbeing 
here on Earth, and for fome Years after, till the Coming of Ge- 
sius Florus to be Governor of Judea j whenhecaufed 18,000 
fdafons to be difcharged at one Time, which gave great Offence to 
the Jews, and, perhaps, was one Caufe of thofe many Mutinies 
and Seditions; which at laft drew on the Deflruftion of Jerusa- 
lem and the Temple with it; fo that it feems very unjuft to 
fcharge the Mafons with being the Fomenters of thofe Difturbances, 
for the Want of Employment 5 when all the Jews looked upon 
this Behaviour of the Roman Governor as levelled not only againft 
their Temple but their Worfhip alfo. 

JOSEPHUS defcribes the Temple of Herod (Lib. 15; 
Cap. 14.) as a moft admirable and magnificent Fabric of Marble, 
fet off with the greateft Profufion of rich and coftly Decorations, 
and the fineft Building upon Earth, fince the Days of Solomon ', 
being much larger than the Temple of ZerubbabeT, befides the 
Advantage of the Graws Style, and the Corinthian Order of Ar- 
chitecture, with adl its later Improvements. 

But it was not completely finifhed, in all its Apartments, 
till about fix Years hefore it wa6 deftroyed, viz. A. D. 64.

Upon the Return of Titus from the Overthrow of the JewiJh 
Nation, he caufed a triumphal Arch , adorned with fplendid En- 
gravings and Sculptures, to be built, and foon after his noble Pa- 
lace, with the famous Statue of Laocoon of one Stone . 

Domitian built the TempR of Minerva, and rebuilt that of 
Capitolinus, which he over-laid with Plates of Gold : and 
had all the Columns cut out at Athens. He alfo built a Palace 
more rich and grand than that of Augu/hts , with ftately Galleries 
in the Portico, btfides Halls, Baths; and beautiful Apartments for 
hi? Women. He died A. I}* 63, ifucceeded by NERVA, who 
died—i- 95, after Ke had adoptedn 'h,/- 

Tk a ja A, who by his Warden, the feaowned ArchiteS Apox- 
lodorus, laid a wonderful Bridge over theDA p i/be, 
built a noble Circus and Palace, two triumphal 
'Arches, and bis famous Column, that .exceeds all 
Admiration, being 128 Feet high, and the Afcent to theTop of 

' It 
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it by 123 Stairs, with forty-four "Windows. The Afhes of 
this Emperor were put into an Urn, and repofited in the 
Top of this ftately Column : It was moreover adorned with 
Figures in BaJJo Relievo, afcending in fpiral Lines from the 
Bafe to the Capital. The Roman Columns were not wont to 
be raifed without fome myjlical Signification , and in this Refpedt 
they followed the Inventions of the Solomonian and Egyptian 
Masons j fome being Monuments oi Stability and Firmnejs, 
fome of famous and noble Atchievements •, and others of Cap- 
tivity, Reproach, and Overthrow. Adrian, who 
was a learned Deligner and operative Mason, 
repaired the public Buildings, built the Roman 
Wall in Britain, an amazing Work, whofe Remains are 
yet to be feen in Northumberland ; a commodious Bridge at 
Rome-, and his famous Mausoleum, or Moles Adriani* 
with exatt Colonading. 

Antoninus Pius raifed his 'curious Column, and died 
A. D. 1 59. 

Marcus 'Aurelius countenanced the Artifts till he died

Com mod us, though educated a Defigner, turned vicious; 
and, in his Time, Painting and Sculpture began to decline at 
Rome, though not yet Architecture. He died A. D. 19 1. 

Severus built his Corinthian Epizone at Rome, and Murfever 
in Britain. He died at York, A. D. 209.' 

Caracalla erected his fplendid Circus, and died A. D. £15. 
And thus flouriflied the Royal Art down to Constantine the 
Great, who reared, at Rome, the laft triumphal 
Arch of the AugUfian Style i For he removed his After 
Throrie"t6j'RhrzAA ,i t‘iuM, r which he named Con- 
stantinople jWith all theportable Monuments of Art from Italy, 
and the heft Artifts, to embellith his new Metropolis *, where he 

I built,

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built, at a vaftRate, many artful Piles, Forums, Hippodromes, T ’Tri- 
ples or Churches , Porticoes, Fountains , a Jiately Imperial Palace and 
Senate-Houfe, a Pillar of Porphyry of eight Stones, about 87 Feet 
high above the Pedeftal, and the amazing Serpentine Pillar with 
. his own Equefrian Statue , &c. He died A. D. 336. 

Con stans brought with him to Rome the famous Architect 
Hormisdas, the King of Perfa's Son, who was juftly aftonifhed 
at the antient Structures and Statues, and declared them inimi- 
table : For now all the Arts of Defigning dwindled at Rome, as 
they flourifhed at Conjlantinople. Nay the Chrijlians, in Zeal 
againft Heathen Idolatry, demolifhed many curious Things, till 
the Roman Empire was partitioned between two Brothers, Va- 
jlentini an and Valens. 

Valentinian was Emperor of the Wejl at Rome. He died 
A. D. 374, and this Empire was foon ingrofled by the Eajlern ; 
Valens, Emperor of the Eaft at Conjlantinople, was diflreffed by 
the <15otl)0, and died without Iflue, A. D. — 1 — 378. 

To the Empire of the Eajl fucceeded Theodosius the Great , 
After Cbriji who gloried in being a Patron of all the Defigners 

* 37 8 - and Operators , the fame as Grand-Master ; and 

loved them fo well, that by a Law he exempted all the Craft 
from 'Taxation. 

The Northern Nations of Europe, the Goths , Vandals , Huns , 
Allemans, Herules, Sweves, Dacians , Alans, Franks, Gepidans , 
Saxons, Angles, Longobards , and many more, had gradually 
grown powerful as the Roman Empire decayed, and invaded 
Greece , Afa, Gaul, Spain, and Africa > nay Italy Itfelf ; over- 
running the polite World like a Deluge, with warlike Rage and 
grofs Ignorance, the Enemies of Arts and Sciences j thus 

He flopped their Career, who had over-run the polite World 
like a Deluge, with the moft ferocious Rage, and the groflefl 
Ignorance, defacing and deftroying all the noble Monuments 
of Antiquity, and all Appearances of the liberal Arts and 
Sciences, being the declared Enemies of Literature . 

Theodosius 
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Theodosius became foie Emperor of the Eaft and Weft, but 
unhappily partitioned it again between his two Sons, HoNORids 
and Arc adi us, the latter of whom inriched the City of Con- 
stantinople with many fuperb Structures, and a lofty Pillar, with 
a Flight of Stairs in the Heart of it, 147 Feet high : But much 
inferior to that Pillar called the Monument in London, defigned by 
SirCbrifiopberfFrentGRAUD Master of Masons in England 
in 1674. 

Theodosius the Younger, alfo, inriched the fame City with 
many Statues , Columns, and Obelisks ; being the Spoils of War 
from Greece , Egypt , and AJia-, and employed the Craft in re- 
pairing and. erecting fome additional' Works to the great Church 
of St. Sophia. 


JUSTINIAN the Firjl fupported the Ledges of Arti/ls or 
Craftfmen, and reftored the whole Roman Empire almoft to its 
former Greatnefs and Glory : For in pure Zeal for 
the Augustan Style , and all noble Sciences, now ^ 

in the extremeft Peril of being loft, he fent his 
General, the brave and renowned Belisarius, with a powerful 
Army againft Totila , the Goth, who with a Multitude' of Sa- 
vages had taken old Rome, and fet it on Fire ; which continued 
burning for thirteen Days together; when about two Thirds of 
that lofty City was laid in Allies, or levelled with the Ground ; 
and muft all have undergone the fame Fate, but 
that the daftardly Crew were forced to fly on the After iC&r^f 

Approach of Belisarius. But What they hadde- 
molifhed, foon brought on the DeftruCtion of the reft ; fb that 
at this Period may be fixed the total Departure of Arts and 
Learning from Italy and the Weft ; the Augustan Style, with 
all its noble Improvements, the worthy Craft of Masonry, 
and the Harmony of the Lodges . being by Gothic Ignorance 
overthrown and forgotten. 

la . JUS- 
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JUSTINIAN collected the Body of the Civil Lav, or Codex 
■ Jvftinimus, which by the judgment and Induftry of Trebonian , 
and ofher fcoadjutors, was digefted into the Form 
^^560?^ we now have it : He alfo expended thirty-four 
Millions of Gold, in rebuilding the Church of 
St. Sophia* which he intended .fhould equal, if not excel, the 
Cempfe of Solomon ; hut in vain. This Emperor caufed the 
Eyes of Belifarius to be put out, and otherwife fo persecuted 
him, that he was forced to beg at the great Gate of St. Sophia, 
Date obohtm Belifario, quern virtue extidit , iuvidkt defrejftt *: 
Many great and noble Adi ions were performed by Juftiniau, but 
all of them, wall riot wipe off his lavage Ingratitude to fe wor- 
thy a Man, ; , 

From this Period the Sciences and Arts began to decline 
a*pacc in the Baft, as we have already obfcrved it had done in 
the Weft. Bloody Perfecutions and Wars were for 
feveral Ages carried on, and moft of the Empercbs 
murdered by their SuccelTors ; with Millions df 
brutal Adlions that degraded and difgraced the Chriftian Name: 
Their Wicfeednefs did not, however, go unchaffifed ; for the . 
. f Hla^ometKIttiel Jiow began to be very powerful, 
iah&every- where triumphed over their wretched and 
■y wicked Opponents, and with Firo, -and Sword over- 

threw all the glorious Monuments of Art in their Way. Every 
Thing that had the lead: Appearance of Elegance, or Places de- 
dicated to learned’ lifts, were affuretHy doomed to 
After 5 ^ Immediate Deftru< 5 tion. So that Arts and' Sciences 

with the Craft of Masonry now fuffered more 
in Afta and Afriek , than at any Period of Time before ; and 
the Augujian Style in the Eaft is thereby, in all Probability, 
buried in Oblivion for ever.

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Thus that noble, juft, and beautiful Manner of Building was 
quite loft, and the very Principles thereof forgotten ; for, when 
the and thofe conquered by them began, to afEeCt-ftatcly 

Structures, their Architecture, which probably they had but at 
fecond Hand from the Arabs and Moors , became fo coarfe and 
artlefs, that the greateft of their Architects knew nothing of juft 
Defignmg; they wanted both Heads and Hands to imitate the 
Ancients ; nor could They do it for many Ages : yet, not wanting 
Wealth and Ambition, they did their beft: and fo the more 
Ingenious gradually coalefced in Societies or Lodges, in Imitation 
of the Ancients, according to the remaining Traditions that were 
not quite obliterated, and hammered out a new Style of their 
own, called the GOTHIC. 

Thb remaining Monuments of which, loaded with vaft Im- 
proprieties, are Evidences of the Ignorance of the Architects : So 
far indeed they differed from the Ancients in their Proportions 
and Ornaments , that its Columns are either too mafly, in a Form 
of vaft Pillars, or as deader as Poles, having Capitals without 
any certain Dimenfions, carved with the Leaves of Branch-urftn, 
Thiftles, Cole worts, &c. and likewife adorned with expenfiyg 
Carvings, and coftly, though lamentable Imagery, without any 
ef that augu it~Beauty and jtrft Symmetry , which the Fabrics of 
the Ancients entertain us with : Yet it muft be owned; ilhat 
the Endeavours of the Gothic -Craftfmen x o fiipply the Want of 
good old SkiH, with their numerous and coftly Decorations for 
that Purpofe, ‘were very “laudable, and manifefted their great 
Efteem for the Royal Art i and haye, it m.uft be confeftc<L r?n- 
dered their Structures very venerable, and magnificent* though 
bearing no Comparifoii with the true high I'ajte of the <*?8.EeiAt* 
or Roman Style . 1 ■ ’ ‘

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C H A P. VIII. 

The Re v i v a l of Old Architecture, or the Augustan Style. 

After Chrijl HARLEM AIN laboured ftrenuoufly to 

-7-7 ' I * reftore ancient Architecture, kept up fome 

Lodges, and gave great Encouragement to the Craft. The French 
made alfo very great Progrefs in the fame grand Defign, under 
Hugh Capet. His Son Robert vigoroufly profecutcd the 
Defign of his Father, and by Degrees old Architecture was run 
almoft into as great an Excefs of Delicacy, as the had 

done before in Maffivenefs. 

True fftafotU# began to revive again in 
^013/^ Tuscany, where Bufchatto , the Greek, began a 
faint Imitation of the Ancients in the Church of 
St. John, at Pisa, and formed a new Lodge there. II BUONO 
After Chrijl roade a farther Progrefs therein at Ravenna, and 
1152. built the Steeple of St. Mark, at Venice. 
Oltromontano and Bonnano built the. Steeple of

Marchione of Arezzo raifed the Marble Chapel of 
Prefepio at St. Mary Majore — — 1216 

James the German built the firft fine Edifices of 
Florence , whofe Son Jacobo Arnolpho Lapo, with 
the Painter Cimaboius, defigned the Cathedral of 
St. Mary Delfiore ■ 1298 

CHARLEJS of Anjou , King of Naples, was the firft Prince 
that publicly encouraged the Revival of the Arts of Defigning, 
by employing the faid Cimaboius and Nicholas Pifan to build an 
Abbyvn. the Plain of Taglia Cotzo, where Charles had defeated 

the Pretender Conradm. John Pisan, Son of Nicholas, built 

for 
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for the King his new Caltle of Naples. This Royal Patron (the' 
fame as Grand-Majier) of \hz Revivers, died A. D. 1285. And 
his Succeflors inriched the Kingdom of Naples with learned Ar- 
chitects and fplendid Edifices. 

Cimaboius and the Pifans educated many fine Mafters and 


Fellow Crafts', particularly, 
Giotto the Architect; till the 
Florentines arrived at a pretty good^ 
Imitation of the Ancients, which 
was difcovered in all the Parts of 
the Church in St. Miniate.

Giotto and his Pupils formed an Academy of Defgners, or a 
learned Lodge at Florence, who, like thofe of old at Athens and 
Sicyon, enlightened all Italy , by fending forth excellent Connoif- 
feurs and dexterous Operators in all the Arts of Defgning. 

Andrew Pisan, one of them, was made a Magiftratc of 
Florence ; and many of them afterwards flourilhed Wealthy at 
Pi/a, Ravenna , Venice, Urbino, Rome, and Naples. 

Laurentio Ghiberto, educated there, conducted for fome 


Time the Railing of the faid St. Mary Delfiore , and framed the 
i two Brazen Gates of St. John's, of which, long afterwards, 
Michael Angelo faid in Rapture, that they were worthy of being 
the Gates of Paradife. 

Donatello next appeared with Andrea Verrochio, the Mailer 
of Piedro Perrugino and Leonardo da Vinci, prodigious Men ! 
Alfo Dominigo Ghirlandaio the Malter of Michael Angelo and 
Maiano, and other fublime and profound Architects. 

But the <E$Otf)tC Style was not quite left off at Florence, where 
a learned Lodge of Defigners was eltablilhed, till Bruneleschi, 


having lludied at IRontt the Beauty and Jultnels 
of the old Roman Buildings, there Handing or 
proftrate, eltablilhed the compleat Ule of the

Doric, Ionic, Corinthian, and Compojite Orders ; which Evetn 
happened S53 Years after the Devaflation of Totila. 

- Thu happy Reparation of the Ategujlun Style was alfo much- 
owing to the Princes of the House of Medicis; for John de 
Medicis, Puke of Florence, became the Patron or Grand- 
master. of the aforefaid Lodge or Academy; and his Son 
Cosmo I. 

Cosmo I. de Medicis, educated in that fame Academy, fuc- 
cfeeded his Father as Duke of Florence, and Grand-Majler of the 
Revivers. He ereCted a fine Library of the beft Manufcripts 
brought from Greece and AJia, and a curious Cabinet of the rareft 
and moil valuable Things that could be gathered. He eftabliflied 
very great Commerce by Sea and Land* and juftly acquired the 
Title of Pater P atria, the Father of his Country, and died 
A. D. 1464. 

Peter I, de Medicis upheld the Lodge, and died Duke of 
Florence A. D. 1472. 

But he was not fo Eminent as either his Father or his Son 

John Julian de Medicis, the moil beautiful Youth and the 
moft excellent Connoiffeur in true old Architecture in all 
Florence. He was alfo an excellent Operative Mafon, and died 
A. D. 149ft. 

His Grandfon, Laurenzo I, inriched the fame at avail 
Expenoe, and built a great Gallery in his Garden for educating 
the moil promifing Youth, of whom Michael Angelo was his 
Favourite. His fecond Son John, elected Pope Leo the Tenth* 
wssGrand Master in rearing the Cathedral of St. Peter 
at Rome. His COufin Julius, afterwards Pope Clement the 
$cmntb* alfo carried on St. Peter’s, as Grand Master : And 
fo that whole F amily'thought it their Honour to encourage Ar t s 
and Sciences, and to promote the Interefts of 
the Fraternity, down to Cosmo the Second, 
created Grand Puke of Tuscany, who was 
the Augustus of his Day, as the Patron of true ArchiteMure. 

Cosmo 
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Cosmo II. de Medici’s fucceeded Duke Alexander 1537, as 
abfolute Duke of Florence. 

He Inftituted the Knights of the Order of St. Stephen , 1561, 
Pope Pius V. and the Emperor Ferdinand I. gave him the 
Title of Great Duke of Tufcany A. D. 1569. 

He was the chief Patron, or Grand Mafer, of all the Italian 
Defigners and Craftfmen in Architecture, Fainting , Sculpture, 
Statuary , Carving , and Plaijiering. He Inftituted the famous 
Academy or Lodge at Pifa for the Improvement of Difciples and 
Entered Prentices. He made fuch beautiful Alterations in the 
Buildings of Florence , that, like Augujlus , when a dying. He 
laid, I found the City built of Brick and coarfe Stone , but I 
leave It built of Polijhed Marble. He died aged only 55 Years, 
A. D. 1574. 

After the Revival of the Augustan Style in Italy, 
A. D. 1400, 

Leon Baptista Alberti was the firft Modern that wrote 
of Architecture : and many excellent MaJ'ons flourilhed in this 
15th Century. But more were born and educated, who proved 
the Wonders of the World in the next Century, and will be 
ever mentioned in the Lodges with the greateft Honour, for 
Improving the Revival, as if the Auguflan Age Itfelf had revived,- 
under the generous Encouragement of the Popes, the Princes, 
and States of Italy, the Patrons of the many Lodges then con- 
ftituted. Thus 

B R AM ANTE, the learned Monk of Urbino, ftudied 
Masonry at Milan under Cjesariano; and, after having nar- 
rowly examined all the Remains of the Ancients throughout 
Italy, He was employed by three fucceffive Popes to build at 
Rome the Cloifier of the Church of Peace, the Palace of the 
Chancery, and St. Laurence in Damafb . He adorned many old 

K Churches. 
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Churches with Frontifpieccs of his own Defigning, built the 
pretty little St. Peter $ in Mont Orio, raifed fome Buildings in the 
Vatican and in the Palace of Behidere. 

Pope Julius II, the learned Patron or Grand Majler of Rome, 
retained BRA M ANTE as his Architect and Grand Warden , 

1 503 j and ordered him, as Mailer of Work, to draw the Grand 
Defign of St. Peter’s new Cathedral in Rome , the largefk 
and raoft accurate 'Temple now in all the Earth : And the faid 
Pope with Bramante led a folemn Afiembly of Cardinals , 
Clergymen, and Craftfmen, to level the Foot-Stone of Great 
St. Peter’s in due Form, A. D. 1507. 

Bramante conducted that Work feven Years, till he died; 
and was buried in It by Pope Leo X, duly attended by his 
Craftfmen , A. D. 1514. 

RAPHAEL of Urbino, the Prince of Painters, had learned 
Mafonry of his Uncle Bramante , and fucceeded him in lurveying 
St. Peters till he died, aged only 3 7 Years, on his own Birth- 
Day, April the 6th, 1 52a, when he was to be made a Cardinal 
by Pope Leo X. and with a univerfal Mourning was buried in 
the Rotunda or Pantheon. 

JOCUNDE of Verona and Antony San Gallo fucceeded 
Raphael at St. Peter’s , till They died A.D. 153.5, w^ 11 Pot*» 
Paul IIL preferred to that office 

MICHAE L A.NGE L 0 :, the greateft Hefigner of his Timev 
and in his lafl Y ears the greateffc Archittdb, who, finding fault 
with San Gallo's Draughts, made a new Model of St- Peter’s. 
according to which* that lofty Temple was finifhed. 

This. Grand Mafler,\zw.mg his. Warden- Piano Llgorjo at 
St. Peter's, eredted the new Capitolium, the. Palace of Earnefe, 
and other accurate Structures. He had before built the Moufo- 
hum in St. Peter' i ad Vincula, with the- curious- Statue of Mofes, 
the fine Front of St. Laurence at: Florence,, by onder of Pop* 

JLeo 
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£»eo X, the Sepulchre of the Houfe of Medicis by order of Duke 
Alexander, and the Apojlolical Chamber at Rome. 

Michael Angelo certainly carried on Mafonry to Its higheft 
Perfedtion, till he died at Rome aged 90 Years, on the 17th of 
February , 1564, highly efteemed by all the Princes of Europe j 
and Cosmo, the Great Duke of Fufcany, ftole his Corpfe from 
Rome, refolving that fince he could not have Angelo alive. He 
would have him dead, and folemnly buried him in St. Crofs at 
Florence , attended by the Fraternity, and ordered Vafarioto de- 
fign his Tomb, inriched with the three great Marble Statues of 
Architecture , Fainting , and Sculpture . 

'James Barotzi da VI G NO LA fucceeded Michael Angelo at 
St. Peter s, by order of Pope Paul V. but Ligorio the Grand 
Warden , for altering Angelos Delign, was turned out by Pope 
Gregory XIII. Vignola, befides his accurate Edifices at 
Rome and elfewhere, defigned for Philip II, King of Spain, the 
famous Escurial and St. Laurence, M after-pieces of Art. He 
published a Book of the Orders : and the Beauty of his Profiles is 
much admired. He defigned the Church of Jefus at Rome , the 
Caftle of Caprarola and the Side of the Palace of Farnefe that is 
next the Fiber , and died at Rome, aged 66, A . D. 1573. 

MA HERN I fucceeded Vignola at St. Peters, and built the 
ftately Frontifpiece of that vaft Femple, about the Time that Pope 
Gregory III. made a New Calendar, or began the New Style 
called, from him, the Gregorian^ the firft Year of which is A. L>. 
1582. Gregory, dying 1585, was fucceeded by Pope Sixtus 
Qjjintus, who employed 

DominicoFontan a in many curious Buildings, and to move 
the Egyptian Obelijks into public Places eredt. After which Fon- 
tana was chief Engineer of Naples, and built the magnificent 
Palace of the Viceroy . 
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’Tis endlefs to mention the ingenious Co-temporaries of thofe 
great Majiers , the other accurate Revivers and Improvers of the 
Royal Art , fuch as 

Baldassare Peruzzi, who defigned and made the Model 

of the Palace of Chighi, and his Difciple Sebajlian Serglio. 

Julio Romano, the chief Difciple of Raphael, built for the Duke 

of Mantua his Palace of A Delta, Lombard of Milan 

James Sanfovino, recommended by Pope Leo X. to the Venetians 

Jerom Genga built for Duke Guido Baldo his Palaces at 

Urbino and Refaro. Pellegrino Tibaldi built the great Church 

of Milan, and its Dome was made by John James de la Porta— 
Sir Baccio Bandinelli, who was knighted by Pope Clement VII. 

for being a mod excellent Sculptor. Benvenuto Cellini — 

Daniel da Volterra built pretty St. Helen's in the great Church of 

Trinity dell Monte at Rome. Perrin del Vaga built at Genoa 

the Grand Palace of Prince Doria, and was an inimitable Plaif 
terer, a fine Art then much in Requeft. 

At Venice alfo the Revival was carried on ; for Jocunde of 
Verona, above-mentioned, built the Stone Bridge, and eretted the 
(lately Gates of Verona. 

When CHARLES V. belieged Rome 1525, Michael 
Angelo retired to Venice, when the Doge got him todefign the 
famous Bridge of Realto. 

*■ James Sansovino conftituted a Lodge of Architects (or 
Majiers) at Venice, artfully fupported the Dome of St. Mark * ^ 
then in Danger *, embelljfhed the Palace and Treafury, and 
fortified the whole Republic as Qgafttt of Mafons. 

But at Venice the Augujian Style was alfo well improved by the 
learned Vincent Sc amotzi, Daniel Barb aro, and the great 

ANDREA PALLADIO. 


Palladio’s excellent Genius was highly difcovered by the 
facred Edifices, the Palaces, and Seats of Pleafure, and the other 

charming 
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charming Buildings of his, throughout the State of Venice . He 
wrote alfo with great Judgment of the Orders of Old Archi- 
tecture, and of the Temples of the Ancients which is a noble 
Monument of his Merit, ufeful to all Ages. He died renowned 
A. D. 1580. 

Thus Italy was again the Mijlrefs of the World , not for Im- 
perial Power, but for the Arts of Defgning revived from Gothic 
Rubbifh. 

But, from the JirJl Revival, the Mafons began to form New 
Lodges (called by the Painters Academies or Schools, as all true 
Lodges ought to be) read Lectures , communicated their Secrets 
and Hints of Knowledge, and performed all other good old 
Ufages, that are preferved among Mafons to this Day, and per- 
haps will be to the End of Time. 

Upon the perfect Re-eftablilhment of old Architecture, the 
Fraternity were not only fupported in railing mighty Works, but 
the Great and Noble encouraged and patronized the Lodges , be- 
coming Brethren of the Craft ; which prefaged them a happy 
Profpedt of quietly enjoying their Freedom down to many Ages ; 
fo that here it will be very neceflary to break off their Story, and 
purfue the Hiftory of Mafonry into Britain, to the fame happy 
Period of being patronized by the Good, the Great, and Brave, 
the Friends of Freedom and of Britain, down to our own ' 
Times,

Tie I N T R O 0 U C T I O N. 

H rSTORY is filent how loffg the Pofterity of Ja^HE-T, 
in the North and Weft of Europe, had loft their ori- 
ginal fine Skill, that' they brought from the Pkin6 of 
Shinar ; or How the Knowledge thereof came firft 
into the British Ifles; the raoft early Hiftories of our Country 
being fo interlarded with Fables, and perplexed with Contra- 
rieties, that Authors agree not Where to begin, how to goon, 

- - * .or 
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or where to end, that the Parts of it may with any tolerable 
Colour of Truth hang together. 

-Yet it is certain, that the firft Inhabitants of this JHand mull 
have brought with them no fmall Knowledge in Geometry or 
Masonry, as there are the ftrongeft Reafons to believe they 
were not the meaneft Proficients in the Art of Navigation. 

There are fome Remains of very admirable Skill in Architec- 
ture, much earlier than the Romans, but now fo defaced by vil- 
lainous Hands, and the Ruins of Time, that, from the remaining 
rude Structures thereof, it is hard to determine, what might have 
been, their original Ufe, or in what a fkilful Manner they might 
have been defigned : or how far we may prefume to,fix the Name 
of barbarous and rude, on what at this Day is infinitely beyond 
the Contrivance of any modern Invention; as th8 Means of per- 
forming thofe great Works were perhaps loft foon after the Age 
of thofe very Barbarians, who performed them. 

The Druids, in Brit AiN,.had many of the Ufes of Masons 
amongft them, probably gathered from the Magians ; they held 
the Immortality of Souls, held their Alfemblies in Woods and 
Groves , or under fome wide fpreading Oak ; which was alfo the 
Practice of the Patriarchs: And what they taught was commit- 
ted to Memory, and not, on any Account, allowed to be written • 
They determined all Caufes, ecclefiaftical and civil ; taught Phi- 
lofophy, Aftrology, Politics, Rites and Ceremonies, and Poetry; 
and in Songs fet forth the heroic Deeds of great Men, to the. 
Imitation of Pofterity. 

The Trojan Race of Britons built many Towns, amongft 

thofe was Ebrank, commended for a very great 

Year of tbe Builder; from whom we have the Cities of York 
Flood 1318. 

%.C.ioy>. and Edinburgh. His Succeffors in the Craft 
built Canterbury , Winchejler, and Sbaftjbury ; with 
many Temples to Apollo, Diana , &c. 

BLADUD 
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BLADUD is aflerted to have been bred at Athens, and from 
thence, returning a great Mathematician and ArcbiteB , brought 
four Philofophers with him, whom he placed at 
Stamford, making that Town a Kind of Univerfity. 

He alfo built Bath, and produced the hot Waters B. C . 904. 
there, committing the Confervation thereof to 
Minerva: But, prefuming to fly with artificial Wings, he fell 
from Apollo's Temple in Troynovant, which according to ancient 
Tradition flood on or near the prefent Site of St. Peters Church 
in Wejlminjler, and fo ended his Days. 


CHAP. I. 

From Julius Caesar to the firjl Arrival of the SAXONS 

in Britain. 

% 

C iE S A R in his Commentaries gives us the firfl certain 
Account of Britain. He landed -v 
on the Shore, betwixt Deal ajid Dover,! A. M. — — 3949 

on the 20th ol Auguft \ but did not > B.C.orChri/l.Mra $$ 
reach London till next Year, when heV Before Cbrijl's Birth 5 1 
landed a fecond Time: Nor did he even-' 
then purfue his Conquefls, becaufe his Defign was to be the 
Grand Master of the Roman Republic. 

The Romans did not follow his Traft, till 
Aulus Plautius cafne from the Emperor Claudius, A. D. 42. 
Next Year ; 

Claudius came himfelf, and afterwards he fent 
Os tori us Scapula, who was fucceeded by feveral Roman 
.Lieutenants, that foon formed for building C&ftles and 

other Forts, to fecure their Conquefls. About the Year of 
. " •’ T '• L Christ 
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Christ 77, the Emperor Vespasian lent his brave Lieu- 
tenant, 

JULIUS AGRICOLA, who conquered as far as the IJlhmus, 
between the Firths of Clyde and Forth , which he fortified by a 
Wall of Earth again# the Pitts, a barbarous People, who 
from the North difturbed the new Settlers, and their Friends, 
with continual inroads, plunder, and murders. But, after he was 
recalled, xht Northerns got over the Wall, and continued their 
bold incurlions into the South, till 

ADRIAN the Emperor came in Perfon*, and, finding the 
War tedious and hazardous, rather chofe to fence the Roman 
Province from thofe Invaders by a Rampart, called Adrian's 
Wall, reaching from Tine- Mouth to Solway Firth. But after- 
wards Antoninus Pius fent 

LOLLIUS URBICUS, who fubdued the Brigantes, and re- 
pulled the Northerns, even beyond Agricola' s Wall, which he 
fortified with Caftles After this we read of 

Lud,. or Lucius, a Britijh King under the Romans , who be- 
came Chrijlian, and built Churches : while the War was carried 
on in the North with various Succefs, till the Northerns forced 
Virius Lupus to purchafe Peace with a great Sum of Money. 
This inraged the Emperor 

SEPTIMUS SEVERUS, who came with a great army,, 
vowing to extirpate them ; but could not, though he penetrated, 
to the Northern Sea. For, having loft 50,000 Men in the Expe- 
dition, he was forced to retire within the old Rampart built by 
Adrian, which he raifed into a Stone Wall, called of old

The South Britons had been long foftened in their Manner 
by the Romans , and affedted their Politenefs, wearing the Roman ’ 
Drefs, and fpeaking Latin ; and abounding alfo in Commerce ; they 
improved in Arts and Sciences, and found the Roman Conqueft 
was a great Bleffing to the Conquered, beholding with Pleafure 
their Country, formerly all grotefque and wild, now adorned with 
Venerable Temples, folemn Courts of Jufttce, ftately Palaces und 
Manfions, large and beautiful Cities , regular Forts and Cajlles, 
convenient Bridges , &c. 

The joint Emperors Dioclejian and Maximilian employed 
CARAimusas their Admiral againftthet&mwPirates, who being 
at Peace with the Pibts, and gaining the Army, afiumed the 
Purple, and was recognized and admitted into Partnerfhip of the 
Empire by the other Two*. 

. CARAUSIUS encouraged the Craft, particularly at Ve r u l a m, 

(now St. Albans . in Hertfordjhire) by the worthy Knight, 

Alban us -fv This Albajtus was afterwards converted to the 

Chriftian Faith, by the preaching of.AMPHiBALUS, of Caerleon , 

who, hearing of his worthy Deeds and great Fame,

St. Alban was the fir ft who fuffered martyrdom

“ Master, and helped to make Mafons, and gave them good, 1 
“ Charges and Regulations,” 

St. Alban was born at Verulam, of Pagan Parents: In his 
Youth he took a Journey to Rome x in Company with Am phi- 
balus, of the City of Caer-Leon, fuppofed by many to be by 
Birth a Romani and there ferved for feven Years in the Army 
of the Emperor Dioclejian. Leland tells us, that, at the Time'

Learning, and the Polite Arts, 
had been lately introduced by the Roman x into Britain j which 
was now become a Province of the Empire y and that the Youth- 
of Quality and Diftindtion ufed to travel to Rome for Improve- 
ment in Knowledge and the Sciences *. Being returned home, 
he lived highly honoured in the Town of Verulam j where, 
through the Example and Inftrudtions of his Fellow-Traveller, 
Amphibalusy he- became a thorough Convert to the CbrijUan Re- 
ligion. In the tenth and lad general Perfecution of the Chri- 
ftians, in the Year 303, he was beheaded for the fame; a Fa- 
vour intended him, on the Account of his noble Birth J-, at 
Holmburjly fince called Derfivald, where now the Town of- 
St. Alban dands, to the lading Honour of whofe Name and' 
Merits King Gffa in after Times founded a moft magnificent ’ 
Monajlery .

Constantfne, a common Soldier, wasy'for the Sake of his 
fortunate Name, next chofen by the Southerns of this Ifland to

During which Time, the Romans had propagated Masonry 
in every Garrifon; and had built fine Places part Number, even to 
the North Border, or the Wall of Agricola ; near which, at the 
Forth , they raifed the little Temple of their God Ter minus, that 
ftand&to this Day, now called by the vulgar Arthur's Oven, a cu- 
rious Rotunda in Shape of the Pantheon at Rome, 20 Feet high, and 
near 20 Feet in Diameter. Nay, in Times of Peace the Northerns 
might learn of the Romans tp extend the Art to the far theft North. 
and Wejl, or the ULTIMA THULE. 

But true OLD Mafonry departed alfo from Britain, with the 7 ?<j- 
m&n Legions: for tho’ many Roman Families had fettled in the 
South, and were blended with the Britons, who had been well 
educated in the Science and the Art ; yet the fubfequent Wars, 
Gonfufions and Revolutions in this Ifland, ruined ancient Learning, 
till the fine Artifts were dead, without Succeflion. For the. 
Northerns, hearing that the Roman Legions were never to return, , 
broke through Mur Sever, feized all the Land North of the Hum- 
ber , and ravaged the South the more eafily, that the Southerns 
were divided by petty Kings, till -f- they chofe 

VorTigern their Sovereign or general Monarch, who, being 
unable to retrieve Affairs, got the Confent of his Nobles to invite 
the SAXONS of lower Germany to come over and help him. 
Upon which Invitation Prime Hengist with 2000 &w<,mrlanded 
in Thanet near the Kenfijh Shore.

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CHAP. II. 

From the Jirjl Arrival of the SAXONS, 
to William the Conqueror. 

T HE. Saxons having aflifted Vortigern to drive the Scots and 
Pitts beyond the Humbert built THONG CASTLE in 
Linsolnjhire •, and, being daily recruited from lower Germany , and 
the River Elb refolved to fettle in Britain,' and after much Blood- 
Jhed, in many Battles between the Natives, they overpowered 
them, and founded an Heptarchy, or Seven Kingdoms , viz..

As the . Anglo-Saxons increafed, the Britons loft Ground -, for 
after the Death of Ambrosiu.s Aurelius, and his brave Son 
King Arthur, the Britons had no Grand Monarch, but only 
.a few petty Kings. Many of them fubmitted to Crida (a6 to 
other Saxon Kings) many fled to Cornwal, and by Sea to Ar- 
morica, (called ftill Bretagne in France ) and many went to North 
Britain among the Scoto- Walenfes j tho’ the greater Part fled 
beyond the Severn, where they were cooped in between the 
Mountains and the Irijh Sea*. 

The Anglo-Saxons, who had always called the Britons GUAL- 
1 SH qr Walijhmen, now called their Settlement beyond the Severn 
WALISHLAND or Wales, called ftill by the French Galles

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from the GAULS their Progenitors. And here they elelted 
the noble 

Cadwan their King, the Progenitor of the Cbrijlian Kings 
and Princes of WALES. 

During the horrid Wars, fince the Departure of the Roman 
Legiqps, about 160 Years, Mafonry was extinguifhed : nor have 
we any Veftige of it, unlefs we reckon that of STONEHENGE, 
and allow, with fome, that Ambrosius, King of the Britons , 
railed that famous Monument on Sali/hury- Plain, by the Art of 
Marvellous MERLIN (whom the Populace counted a Conjurer 
and Prophet) in Remembrance of the bloody Congrefs , when 
Hengist murdered 300 Britijh Nobles. Others think it an old 
Celtic Temple built by the Britons long before the Romans came 
here •, and fome have counted it only a Danijh Monument. But 
the great Inigo Jones, Grand-Majler of Mafons in England, and 
his Kinfman Mr. John Web, have learnedly proved it to be a 
Roman Temple, the large!! Piece of Antiquity in the Illand*. 

The Anglo-Saxons were all rough, ignorant Heathens -, and, 
delpiling every thing but War, gave the finifhing Stroke to all 
the Remains of ancient Learning that their Brother Savages had 
by Accident left undemolilhed ; affecting only their own barba- 
rous Manner of Life, till fome pious Teachers from Wales and 
Scotland converted many to the Chriflian Faith : but none of their 
Kings, till Augustin the Monk, with forty more 

Monks, among!! whom the Sciences at that Time After

were preferred, lent by Pope Gregory, baptized 

Ethelbert King of Kent, and in 60 Years after all the Kings 

of the Heptarchy were converted. Then Churches , Monajte- 

ries. Palaces, and beautiful Manjions were built. And, although 

they too late lamented the ignorant and deftruitive Conduit of 

their Fore-Fathers, yet they knew not how to conftruf! the old 

Architecture', but, being zealous to th 4 utmoft of what they knew, 

M followed

And a great many more deferibed in the Monajlicon Anglicanum. 

They alfo built many Palaces and Cajiles, and fortified their 
Cities, clpecially on the Borders of each Kingdom. This re- 
quired many Mafons, who foon formed themfelves into Societies 
qv Lodges, by Direction of Foreigners that cameover to help them. 

But, where the Welch dwelt, we find the earlieft Accounts, 
at lead:, of Sacred Architecture ; as at Glastonbury in Devon- 
shire; Padfiow in Cornwall ; Caer-Leon or Cbejler, afterwards tran- 
flated to St. Afaph'% in Fljfltjhire ; Llan ‘Twit, or Church of Iltu- 
tus; Llan Cadarn Vawr , or Church of Great St. Patern ; the 
Monaftery of Llan Carvan; Bangor in Caernarvonjhire ; Holy- 
head in Anglefey ; Llandaff in Glamor ganjhire ; Menevia, or 
St. David’s in Pembrokeshire ; and many more Churches, Mo- 
tpafteries, and Schools of Learning. 

. These many Saxon Lodges continued to improve, till 
Kenred, King of Mrraa, and general ’M.onsx ch of Engl and, 
fbnt to Charles Mar tel, the right worfhipful Grand Majler 
of France , Father of King Pepin, who had been 
**** educated by Brother Mimus Greecus, for a Communi- 
cation of worfiiipful and worthy Brethren to affift the 
Craft, now in a flourilhing Condition in his Dominions, and to 
fbengthen their Lodges. To which the royal Brother Martel 
willingly agreed ; -and fent from thence fome expert Masons to. 
teach the Saxons thofe Laws and TJfages of the Craft, that 
had. been preferv^d from the Havock of the . Goths, but not the 
Auguflan Style, , for tfistf wa# buried in its own Ruin's in the Weft , . 

TtJJp ^Clergy now ftudied Geometry and Architecture, fuch 
as it was, becaufe the Noble and Wealthy, the Kings and Queens, 

thought 
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thought it meritorious to build Churches and other pious Founda- 
tions, where many of them led a reclufe Life* and ended their 
Days : Their holy Houfes or Monafteries were under the Direction 
of the Clergy, where the Lodges ufually were held. Yet at firft 
they built thofe Houfes moftly of Timber only, till 

BENNET, the Abbot of Wirral, introduced the Ufe of Brick 
and Stone, about A. D» 680: So that even the Gothic Style was but 
in its Infancy during the Heptarchy , which lafted, from Hengiji' s 

Arrival, A. D. 449

Egbert, King of Wejfe x, by Policy and Con- 
queft, became Sovereign of the other fix Kingdoms: 
and, the Angles being moft numerous, he called his united King- 
dom ENGLAND, and all the People ENGLISHMEN;

tions It is written to this Purpofe, viz. : ' - “

“That Prince Edwin, the King’s Brother, being taught

“ chafed a Free Charter of King Atbelftan his Brother, for the Free 
“ Mafonshaving among themfelves aCoRRECTioN,oraPowerand

“ That accordingly Prince Edwin fummoned all the Free 
“ and Accepted Mafons in the Realm, to meet him in a Congre-

“That they brought with them many old Writings and 
“ Records of the Craft, fome in Greek, fome in Latin, fome in 
“ French , and other Languages j and from the Contents thereof 
“ they framed the CONSTITUTIONS of the Englijh Lodges,

w and made a Law for Themfelves, to preferve and obferve the 
*•* fame in all Time coming." • 

But good Prince Edwin died before the King [A. D. 238] 
without Iffue, to the great Grief of the Fraternity j though his 
Memory is fragrant in the Lodges , and honourably mentioned in 
all the old Conjliiutions, 

. Some EngJiJh Hiftorians fay that, Edwin being accufed of a 
Plot, the.King fet him adrift in a Boat without Sail and Oars; 
inat EpwiN, protefting his Innocence, went aboard and jumpt 
into the- Sea j and that his Efquire was drove into Picardy. 

The Fadt, as commonly received, is this : The King fufpedting 
his younger Brother Edwin, of defigning to deprive him of his 
Crown, caufed him, notwithftanding his Prote^jWbns ofTnno- - 
cency, to be put on board a leaky Ship, with his Armour-bearer 
and Page. The young Prince, unable to bear the Severity of the 
Weather, andWant of Food, defperately drowned himfelf j fome 
time after, the King’s Cup-bearer, who had been the chief Caufer 
of this Adt of Cruelty, happened, as he was ferving the King at 
Table, to trip with one Footj but recovering himfelf with the 
other. See, faid he pleafantly, bow Brothers afford each other Help j 
which ftriking the King with the Remembrance of what himfelf 
had done, in taking off Edwin, who might have helped him in his 
Wars, he caufed that Bulinefs to be more thoroughly examined, 
and, finding his Brother had been falfly accufed, caufed his Cup- 
bearer to be put to a cruel Death, endured himfelf feven Years 
fharp Penance, and built the two Monafteries of Middleton and 
Michelnefs, to atone for this bafe and bloody Fadt*. Dr. Howell, 
fpeaking of this Story, treats it as if very indifferently founded, 
and, on that Account, unworthy of Credit -f-. Abbot Prompt on tells 
us the Story at large ;£, and after him moft of the later Writers as 
ufual, that is, with an Addition of various Circumftances : fb that 
it cannot be faid 'this Story is without Foundation. Buchanan hath 

improved

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improved it very happily. Thus it runs in his Writings: “They, 
** that is, the Englijh Writers, make this Atheljlan guilty of Parri- 
** cide, in killing his Father and his two Brothers, Edred and 
** Edwin , whofe Right it was to fucceed their Father in his King- 
“ dom. Fame increafes the Sufpicion, that Edward was violently 
“ put to Death, becaufe it attributes tohim the Title of Martyr*.’-' 
Buchanan cites no Authority for this, becaufe indeed there could 
he no Authority cited : Whatever he did with Edwin , moil cer-. 
tainly Atheljlan did not murder Edred, fince he not only furvived, 
but fucceeded him in the Kingdom. As for the Murder of his 
Father, that is the Effedt of Buchanan's Ignorance; he miftook 
Edward the Elder , who was really the Father of Atheljlan , for 
Edward the Martyr , who began his Reign in 975, that is, five 
and thirty Years after Atheljlan was in his Grave. Such is the 
Accuracy, fuch the Integrity, of this Writer ! In like Manner 
Rapin gives us this Story, without the leaft Mark of Doubt or 
Hefitation'f* : and yet we prefume, there are fome ftrongerReafons 
againft the Credit of this whole Story, and ftill ftronger againft 
that Part of it, which alledges Edwin to have been unjuftly put 
• to Death. Simeon of Durham , and the Saxon Chronicle, fay no 
more, than that Edwin was drowned by his Brother’s Command, 
in the Year 993 Brompton places it in the firft, or at fartheft 
in the fecond, Year of his Reign ; and he tells us the Story of 
the rotten Ship, and of his punching the Cup-bearer ||. William 
of Malmjbury, who is very circumftantial, fays he only tells us 
what he heard** ; but Matthew, the Flower-gatherer 4 -, ftamps 
the whole down as an indubitable Truth. - Yet thefe difcor- 
dant Dates are not to be accounted for. If he was drowned 
in the fecond, he could not be alive in the tenth Year of the 
King. The firft is the more probable Date, becaufe about 
that Time there certainly was a Confpiracy againft King Athel-

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jlan , in order to dethrone him, and put out his Eyes ; yet he did 
not put the Author of it to Death : is it likely then that he fhould 
order his Brother to be thrown into the Sea upon bare Sufpicion ? 
But the Reader muft remember that we cite the fame Hiftorians, 
who have told us this Story, to prove that Atbelftan was unanimoufly 
acknowledged King, his Brethren being too young to govern : one 
would think then they could not be old enough to confpire. If we 
take the fecond Date, the whole Story is deftroyed ; the King could 
not do feven Years Penance, for be did not live fo long ; and as for 
the Tale of the Cup-bearer, and his tumbling at the King’s Table, 
the fame Story is told of Earl Goodwin , who murdered the Brother 
of Edward the Confejj'or. Laftly,- nothing is clearer from Hiftory, 
than that Atbelftan was remarkably kind to his Brethren and Sifters, 
for whofe Sakes he lived tingle, and therefore one would think his 
Brother had lefs Temptation to confpire againft him. 

King Athelstan built many Caftles in Northumbria to bridle 
the Danes (whom he had fubdued) and the famous Abby of St. John 
at Beverley in Yorkjhire, and Melton Abby in Dorfetjhire ; He rebuilt 
the City of Exeter , and repaired the old Church of the Culdee 8 
at York. He died without IfTue, 940.

W ILL I AM I. the Conqueror, having fettled England* 
appointed 4 ^UilbUlpl) Bifliop of Rochejier, HlO0tt de 
Montgomery , Earl of Sbrewjbury and Arundel, and other good Ar- 
'chitetts, to be at the Head of the Fellow-Crafts, firft in civil and 
military Architecture, building for the’ King the ‘Lower of London, 
and the Caftles of Dover , Exeter, Wincbejler , Warwick, Her ford, 
Stafford, Tork, Durham, Rocbefter, and Newcajlle upon Tine-, 
whereby the proud Normans bridled the Englijb. 

Then, in facred Architecture, building Battle- Abby near 
Hajlings, in Memory of his Conqueft ; St. Saviour' s Southwark , 
and 9 more Religious Hogies : While o.thers built 42 Monas- 
teries, and 5 Cathedrals. The King brought many expert Ma- 
fons from France, and died in Normandy, A. D. 1087. 

2. William II. Ibfffus, Succeeded. his Father, and employed 
his Architects and Craftfmen in building a new Wall round the 
'Tower, and in rebuilding London-Bridge ; and, by Advice of his 
Grand Lodge of Majlers, He built the Great Palace of Weftminjler, 
with large Wefiminjler- Hall, 270 Feet Jong, and 74 Feet broad, 
the largeft one Room upon Earth j and 4 Religious Houfes : 
While others built 28 fuch. He died without Ifiue, A. D. 1 100. 

3. Henry I. Beau Clerc, born at Selby in Tork/hire, Succeeded 
his Brother William, though the eldeft Brother, Robert Duke of 
Normandy, was yet alive.

in England depended only 09 Royal Pleafure and finding the 
Laws of the Anglo-Saxons to be better for Securing Property than

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Englishmen, to afiert the Saxon Rights, and prevailed with this 
King to grant them thefirft |&agna<£f)arta,or GreatCharter 
and Deed of Rights, in this firft Year of his Reign, A. D. i ioo. 

This King built the great Palace oi Woodfock,mnd. a little one at 
Oxford to converfe with the Learned, and 14 Religious Houfes; 
while others built about 100 fuch, befides many fine Manfions. 
He died A. D. 1135, and was fucceeded by his Nephew, 

4. Stephen, Count of Bulloign, Son of Adela, Daughter of 
William the Conqueror, by the Power of the Clergy. During the 
Civil Wars between him and Maud the Emprefs, the Nobles and 
Gentry, being courted by both, laid hold of the Occafion to build 
about 1100 Caflles, that proved afterwards very convenient for 
them in the Barons Wars ; fo that the Mafons were as much em- 
ployed as the Soldiers, under their <£>?anb Gilbert deClare, , 

Marquis of Pembroke ; by whom the King built foftr Abbies and 
two Nunneries, with St. Stephen’s Chapel in the Palace of Wejl- 
minfler j while others built about 90 Religious Houfes. King 
Stephen died without IfTue Male, 

the laft of th clA.D . — 1 1154.

Peter Count of Savoy (Brother of the Queen’s Mother) built 
the Palace of Savoy in the Strand, London : And "John Baliol , Lord 
of Bernard Cattle., in theCountyof Durham (Father of John King 
of Scotland) founded Baliol College in Oxford. The 'Templars 
built their Domus Dei at Dover, and others built 32 Religious 
Houfes. The King died A. D. 1272, and was fucceeded by, 

5. EdwardI. who being deeply engaged in W ars; left the Craft 
to the Care of feveral fucceftive Grand Mafters, as (OllaittC 
Archbifhop of York, <£>iU)tft de Clare Earl of Gloucefter , and 
litalpf) Lord of Mount Hermer , the Progenitor of the Montagues : 
And by thefe the King fortified many Caftles, efpecially againft 
the Welch , till they fubmitted to him, A. D. 1284, when Ed- 
ward the King’s' Son and Heir was born at Caermarthen, who 
was the firft Englijh Prince of Wales. 

The King celebrated the Cape-Jlone of Weftminfter Abby, A.D. 
1285, juft 65 Years after it was founded. But that Abby and 
the Palace being burnt down, 1299, the King ordered the Pa- 
lice to b? repaired j but was diverted from repairing the Abby 
by his Wars in Scotland. In this Reign Merton College Oxford, 
the Cathedral of Norwich, and about 20 more Religious Houfes 
were founded. The King died in his Camp on Solway Sands, 
the 7th of July, 1307, and was fucceeded by, 

6. Edward II. who made SSIalter^taplCtOtl, Bifhop of 
Exeter, Grand Mafter, who built Exeter and Oriel Colleges in

That, when the Mailer and Wardens prefide in a Lodge, the 
Sheriff, if need be, or the Mayor, or the Alderman (if a Brother) 
where the Chapter is held, Jhall be fociate 'to the Mailer, in help of 
him againfi Rebels , and for upholding the Rights of the Realm. 

That Enter’d Prentices at their Making Jhall be charged not to be 
Thieves, nor Thieves Maintained. That the Fellow-Crafts Jhall 
travel honefily for their Pay, and love their Fellows as themfehes j 
and. That all Jhall be true to the King, to the Realm, and to the 
Lodge. 

That if any of the Fraternity Jhould be frabtious, mutinous , or dif- 

obedient to the Grand Mailer’/ Orders , and, after proper Admonitions^ 

Jhould perfifi in his Rebellion, He Jhall forfeit all his Claim to the' 

Rights, Benefits, and Privileges of a true and faithful Brother, &c*

All the Statutes concerning Labourers before this Aft , and 1 where - 
unto this Aft doth refer, are repealed by the 5 Eliz. Cap. 4. about 
A. D. 1562, whereby the Caufe and End of making this Aft is taken 
away, and confequently the Aft is become of no Force-, for, ceffante 
ratione legis, ceflat ipfa lex : and the Inditement of Felony upon this 
Statute mufi contain , That tboje Chapters and Congregations are to 
the violating and breaking of the good Courfe and Effeft of the Statutes 
of Labourers ; which now cannot be Jo alledged, becaufe thofe Statutes 
he repealed. Therefore this Jhould be put out of the Charge of Jufices 
qf the Peace. 

Bu t this A£t was never executed, nor ever frightened the Free 
Mafons from holding their Chapters and Congregations, leffer or 
larger; nor did ever the Working Mafons defire their Noble and 
Eminent Brothers to get it repealed, but always laughed at it : For 
they ever had, and ever will have, their own Wages, while they 
coalefce in due Form, and carefully preferve the Cement under 
their own J&afitt; let Cowans do as they pleafe. And, that

ing fecret from the Vulgar, is as well 
known. Pythagoras alfo made every! 
Geometrical Theorem a Secret, and! 
admitted only fuch to the Knowledge 
of them, as had firft undergone a fivd 
Years Silence. He is fuppofed to bq 
the* Inventor of the XLVII. of the firft 
Book of Euclid, for which, in the Joy 


of bis Heart, ’tis faid, he facrificed a 
Hecatomb. He alfo knew the true 
Syftem of the World, lately revived by 
Copernicus ; and was certainly a moft 
wonderful Man. See his Life. by Dion*. 
Hal. 

(6) Grecia Magna . A Part of Italy, 
formerly fo called, in which the Greeks 
had fettled a large Colony. 

(7) Wyseacre.. This Word at: 
prefent fignifies Simpleton, but formerly 
had a quite contrary . Meaning. Weifager*. 
in the old Saxon,, is Philosopher,. 
Wifeman, or Wizard ; and, having been 
frequently ufcd ironically, at length came 
to have a direft Meaning in the ironical 
Senfe. Thus Duns Scotus, a Man 
famed for the Subtilty and Acutenefs of 
his Underftanding, has, by the fame Me- 
thod of Irony, given a general Name to * 
modern Dunces. 

(8) Groton. Groton is the 
Name of a Place in England. The 
Place here meant is Crotona, a City 
of Grecia Magna, which in the 
Time of Pythagoras was very po- 
pulous.

W HEN King Richard III. was flam at Refworth, his 
Clown was forthwith put upon the -Head of the Con- 
queror, Henry Tewdor, Earl of Richmond, in the Field of 
Battle, and the Army proclaimed him 

Henry VII. King of England, on Aiigujl 22, 1485; nor did 
he ever affeCt another Tide and Claim. 

But his Wife Elizabeth Plantagenet. Daughter of 
King Edward YV , was truly the Heirefs of all the Royal Plan- 
tagenets, and conveyed hereditary Right to her Offspring. 
Neva Worlds are now difcovered. 

The Cape of Good Hope, A. D. 1487.

In. this Reign the <Ootl)tC Style was brought to its higheft 
Perfection in England, while it had been wholly laid afide in 
Italy by the Revivers of the old Augujlan Style. 

John Islip, Abbot of Wefiminjler , finifhed the Repairs of 
that Abby, A. D. 1493* f° as lt flood till the late Reparations in 
our Time, when this ancient Building was reftored, at a national 
Charge, under the Direction of Grand Majler Wren.

He rebuilt Baynard-Cajile, London j founded fix Monalleries, 
and turned the old Palace of Savoy into an Ho/pi tal: While others 
b14i.lt Brazen-Nofe College, Oxford ; Jefus’s and St. John's Col- 
leges, Cambridge-, and about fix Religious Houfes ; till the King,

She reftored 
the Protejlant Religion, and was declared Supreme Head of the 
Church. Now Learning of all Sorts revived, and the good old 
Augustan Style in England began to peep from under its 
Rubbifh : A*rad it would have foon made great Progrefs, if the 
Queen had affeCted Architecture ; but hearing the Mafons had 
certain Secrets that could not be revealed to her (for that fhe 
could not be Grand Majler) and being jealous of all fecret Aflem- 
flies, fhe fent an armed Force to break up their annual Grand 
Lodge at York, on St. John’s Day, 27 Dec. 1561,

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But Sir Thomas Sackville, Grand Mafter , took Care to 
make ibme of the chief Men fent Free Mafons , who, then join- 
ing in that Communication , made a very honourable Report to 
die Queen ; and /he never more attempted to diilodge or difturb 
them j but efteemed them as a peculiar Sort of Men , that cul- 
tivated Peace and Friendship, Arts and Sciences, without

meddling in the Affairs of Church or State. 

In this Reign fome Colleges were built, and many /lately Man- 
lions, particularly famous Bttrkigb-Houfe : For Travellers had 
brought home fome good Hints of the happy Revival of the 
Augustan Style ia Italy , with fome of the fine Drawings and 
Defigns of the beft Architects ; whereby the Englijh began apace 
to /light the Style , and would have intirely left it off, if 

die Queen had firtmkly encouraged the Craft. 

Here it is proper to fignify the Sentiment and Practice of the 
Old Mafons , viz. That Kings and other Male Sovereigns, when 
made Mafons , are Grand M afters, by Prerogative , during Life; 
and appoint a Deputy, or approve of his Election, to prefide over 
the Fraternity with the Title and Honours of Grand Mafter : But 
if the Sovereign is a Female, or not a Brother, or a Minor under 
a Regent, not a Brother ; or if the Male Sovereign or the Regent, 
though a Brother, is negligent of the Craft- ; then the old Grand 
Officers may affemble the Grand Lodge in due Form, to eleCt a 
Grand Mafter, though not during Life, only he may be annu- 
ally rechofen while he and they think fit. 

Accordingly, when Grand Mafter Sackville demitted*, 
Francis Russel, Earl of Bedford, was chofen in the North ; 
and in the South Sir Thomas Gresham, who built the firft 
Royal Exchange at London "f*. Next, 

Charles Howard, Lord of Effingham, was Grand Mafter in 
the South till 1 588 ; then George Hastings, Earl of Hunting- 
don, till the Queen died unmarried, on March 24, 1602-3, when

Masonry In Scotland tiH the Union of the Crowns. 

T HE Hiftory of the jirfi Kings of the Scots in Albin, or 
the Wejtern Parts beyond the Clyde, and the middle Gram- 
pian Hills; and alfo that of the Pifts in Caledonia, along the Ger- 
man Sea Coaft and towards England ; not containing much to our 
Purpofe, we may begin with the Reftoration of the Kingdom of 
Albm (according to the Scottijh Chronicle) made by 
King Fergus II. Mac Ereh, A. D. 493 
And, even after that Period, the Hiftory of both thefc Nations 
confifts moftly of War ; only we learn, that the Pitts were a more 
mechanical and mercantile People than the Scots, had built many 
Cities, and firft founded all the ftrong Caftles in their Dominion; 
while the Scots affected rather to be a Nation of Soldiefs, till 
KenbthII. Mac Alpin, King of Scots, demoliflied the Kingdom 
of the Piets, and fo became the JtrJl King of all Scotland, A. £^842, 
He repaired the public Edifices after the Wars, and died, 858. 

But both the Branches of his Royal Race were moftly engaged 
in War till King Malcolm II. Mac Keneth fucceeded his 
Coufin, King Grimus, A. D." 1008, as on the next Page.

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For King Malcolm II. firft compiled the Laws, in the famous 
Book of Scotland, called Regiam Majestatem j partitioned 
the Land into Baronies , founded the Bilhopric of Aberdeen , in 
memory of his routing the Norwegians, A. D. 1,017 j cultivated 
Arts and Sciences, and fortified his Towns and Caftles till he 
died, leaving only two Daughters, viz. *

After the Expulfion of the Danes , the Milejian Kings of Ire- 
land- ordered the Palaces, Caftles, and Religious Houfes, to be re- 
paired, and much employed the Craft down to Roder ic O Con- 
nor, the laft Monarch of all Ireland, who built the wonderful 
Caflle of T uam , now demolifhed, A.D.n 68. 

Bb-T the Royal Branches, having made themfelves petty Sove- 
reigns, were imbroiled in frequent Civil Wars : One of them, viz.' 

DermoT King of Leihjler, being defeated by the others, came 
to Henry II. King of England, and got leave to contract with 
Adventurers, viz. Richard Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke ; 
Robert Fit-Stephen of Cardigan, and Maurice Fitz -Gerald ; 
who brought over an Army of Welch and Englijh to DermotV 
A fli fiance, took in Dublin, Waterford, and many other Places, 
which they fortified and furrendered into the Hands of their King 
HENRYlI,asfoonashehadfollowedthem into Ireland, A.D.i 172. 

! Kings of England now Lords of Ireland. 

- The Irijh, not without Reafon, fay, that King Henry II. did 
not conquer Ireland ; only fome of their petty Kings and Princes, 
rather than be farther imbroiled in Civil Wars, chofe to come un- 
der his Proteftion, and of their own Accord received the Laws of 
England, with the Freedom of a Parliament at Dublin. But, where 
the Englijh prevailed, Mafonry and other Arts were much en- 
couraged. 

Thus the faid Strongbow, Lord Warden of Ireland, built the 
Priory of Kill-Mainbam ; whileSt. Bar foundcd*theAbby of F inbar t 

John de Cou rc y, Earl of Ijingfale, rebuilt the Abby of St* 
Patrick in Down, the Priories of Nedrum and St. Johns, with 
St. Mary's Abby of Innys, &c. 

In the Reign of Rich ard I. Alured, a noble Dane, built St. 
John's in Dublin ; and Archbifhop Comm rebuilt % St. Patrick's 

there, all of Stone, which before was only of Timber and Wattles.

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Kino John was King of Ireland (as the Irijh affirm) till his 
Brother Richard died, 1199; and afterwards went into Ireland, 
and employed Henry Launders, Archbifhop of Dublin and 
Lord Juft ice, as Grand Majler, in building the Caftle* of Dublin •, 
while Willi am Earl of Pembroke built the Priory of Kilkenny. 

King Henry III. granted Ireland a iBagtia CfjattH +, the 
fame with that of England. Felix O Quad am, Archbifhop of 
* Tuam , rebuilt St. Mary s Dublin, and covered it with Lead; while 
Hugh ns Lacy, Earl of Uljler £, founded Garrick- Fergus , a 
Friary in Down, the Priory of Ards, and famous Trim-Cajlle, 
&c. as Grand Majler, or Patron of the Craft, 

The Native Princes lived pretty well with the Englijh, till the 
Rpign . of King Edward II, when Prince Edward Bruce 
(Brother of Robert Bruce, King of Scotland ) headed the confede- 
rated Irijb, conquered the Ifland, was crowned King of all Ire* 
land and reigned three Years; till Six Roger Mortimer, Earl of 
March, landed with a ftrong Englijh Army, and flew King 
Edward Brace in Battle. 

After this, Mafonry in the Englijh Settlements revived; and 
in the North of Ireland too, where the Scots had gradually fettied, 
and brought with them good Gothic Mafonry. At laft, . 

The Natives regarded the Kings of England as the lawful So- 
vereign Lords of Ireland, down to King Henry VIII, who, in 
Defiance of the Pope, proclaimed himfelf King of Ireland , which 
was confirmed in the Parliament at Dublin, A. D. 1542. 

Kings of England now Kings of Ireland. 

Henry King of Ireland was fucceeded by his Son King Ed- 
ward, and he by his Sifter Queen Mary Tew dor, who got 
Pope Paul IV. to make her Queen of Ireland ; fucceeded by 
her Sifter Queen Elizabeth Tewdor, who founded the famous 
Univerjity of Dublin, A. D. 1591.

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Mafonry made fome Progrefs in Ireland, in the Reigns of 
James I. and Charles I. till the Civil Wars, when all the 
Fabric was out of Joint till the Reftoration, A. D. 1660. After 
which, it was revived by fome of the Difciples of Inigo Jones, in 
the Reign of Charles II, and till the Wars of King James II; 
But, after King v William had fettled the Country, Arts and 
Sciences were again well cultivated in the Reigns of Queen Anne 
and King George I. 

Many are the beautifulRemains of the beft Gothic Architecture 
in this fine Iftand, of which the Learned of Ireland can beft give 
a Chronological Deduction. But,fince the Revolution, the A ug us-, 
tan Style has been much encouraged there, both by the Go- 
vernment and the Nobility and Gentry : So that the Metropolis 
Dublin is now adorned with a ftately 'tbolfel or Town-houfe, an ex- 
cellent Cujiom-houfe, a curious Armory in the Caftle, a tint Library 
in the Univerfty, neat and convenient Barracks for the Garrifon, 
a Royal Hofpital for old Soldiers; Stephen’ s-Green Square, the 
largeft in Europe, being an Engli/h Mile round* or 1760 Yards; 
Stephens’ s Hofpital, befides Churches and other Edifices, raifed by 
good Architects, particularly by Thomas BuRGH,Efq; late Sur- 
veyor-General of Ireland, and his Suceeflor Sir Edward Lovet 
Pearce, the Architect of the new magnificent Parliament-Houfe 
(far beyond that of England JIoxxaAtA onthe 3 dof February, 1728-9; 
when Lor Carteret, then Lord Lieutenant, the Lords JuJlices, 
feveral Peers and Members of Parliament, fome eminent Clergy * 
with many Free Mafons» attended by the King’s Yeomen of Guard, 
with a Detachment of Horfe and Foot, made a folemn Proceffion 
thither. And, the Lord Lieutenant having in the King’s Name 
levelled the Footjlone at the South fide, by giving it three Knocks 
with a Mallet, the Trumpets founded, the folemn Croud made 
joyful Acclamations, a Purfe of Gold was laid on the Stone for 
the Mafons, who drank to the King and the Craft, &c. And on the 
Stone were placed two Silver Medals of King George II. and 
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Queen Caroline, over which a Copper-Plate was laid with' 
the following Infcription:

At laft the antient Fraternity of the Free and accepted Masons 
in Ireland, being duly aflembled in their Grand Lodge at Dublin , 
chofe a Noble in Imitation of their Brethren of 

England, in the third Year ofhis prefentMajeftyKing George II. 
A. D. 1730, even our noble Brother 

James King, Lord Vifcount Kingjlon, the very next Year 
after his Lordfhip had, with great Reputation, been the 
U&afitt of England. Who has introduced the fame Conjlitutions 
and antient TJfages, which are recorded in this Book. 

He has been annually fucceeded by noble Brothers in SOLO- 
MON’/ Chair , and the Grand Lodge of Ireland are firmly re- 
folved to perfevere in propagating the Knowledge of the Noble 
Science of Geometry and the Royal Art of Masonry.

C H A P. I. 

The Augustan Style in Butrin, from the Union of the 
Crowns 1603, to the Restoration in 1660. 

B EFORE this Period, fome Gentlemen of fine Tafte, re- 
turning from their Travels full of laudable Emulation* 
refolved, if not to excel the Italian Revivers , at leaft td 
imitate them in old Roman and Grecian Masonry. But no Re- 
mains being here, no Veftiges of the good old Augustan Style; 
thofe ingenious Travellers brought home fome Pieces of old Co- 
lumns, fome curious Drawings of the Italian Revivers , and their 
Books of ArcbiteSlure ; efpecially 
Inigo Jones, borfi near St. Pauls, London, A. D. 1572 (Son 
of Mr. Ignatius ov Inigo Jones , a Citizen of London) bred up at 
Cambridge , who naturally took to the Art of Def going, and was 
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•fir$ known-by his Skill, in Land/kip- Painting ; for which he-was 
patronized, by the neble and learned William Hubert J[a^- 
terwards Earl of Pembroke ;) made the Tour of Italy at his Lord- 
Ihip’s Expence ; where he improved in the Royal Art, under 
fome of the belt Difciples of the famous 

Andrea Pa&eadio. ~ 

IN IGT) J GN E S, upon his Return, 1 aid'afide his' Pencil, and 
took up the Square , Level, and Plumb , and became the Vitru- 
vius of Britain , the Rival of Palladio, and of all the Italian Re- 
vivers ; as it foon appeared after . _ 

The Union of the Crowns, A.D. 1603. 

When the Royal Tewdors expired, and the Royal 
Stewarts fucceeded. 

Scottish Kings of all Britain. 

1 . J A M E S I. Stewart, now the JirJl King of all Britain ± a 
Royal Brother Mafon, and Royal Grand Majler by Prerogative, 
wifhing for proper Heads and Hands for eftabliihing the Augujlan 
Style here, was glad to find fuch a Subjedt as Inigo Jones j whom 
he appointed his General Surveyor, and approved of his being 
chofen Grand Majler of England, to prefide over the Lodges. 

The King ordered him to draw the Plan of a new Palace at 
Whitehall', and fo when the oldBanque tting- Houfe was pulled down-, 
the King, with Grand Majler Jones, and his Grand Wardens, 

( W iLLiAMHERBERT,Earlof Pembroke, and Nicholas StonetiElc^ 
Mailer Mafon to his Majeily) attended by many Brothers in due 
Form, and many eminent Perfons, walked to Whitehall Gate, and . 
levelled the Footjlone of the New Banquetting- Houfe with three great 
Knocks, loud Huzzas, Sound of Trumpets, and a Purfe of broad 
Pieces of Gold, laid upon the Stone, for the Mafons to drink 
To the King and the Craft, 

A.D. 1607. ^ 

. Though, forWant of a Parliamentary Fund, no more was built 
the faid glorious Banquetting-House, the fined fingie 
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Room of that large Extent fince the Days of Augujlus, and the 
Glory of this Reign. Afterwards the lofty Cieling was adorned 
by the fine Pencil of Peter Paul Rubens. 

The; bell Craftfmen from all Parts reforted to Grand Majler 
Jones, who always allowed good Wages and feafonable Times 
for Inltruttion in the Lodges , which he conftituted with excel- 
lent By-Laws, and made them like the Schools or Academies of 
the Defigners in Italy. He alfo held the Quarterly Communi- 
cation * of the Grand Lodge of Majlers and Wardens, and 
the Annual General Aflembly and Feajl on St. John’s Day : 
When he was annually rechofen, till A. D. 1 6 1 8, in which 
Year the forefaid 

WrLLiAM Earl of Pembroke was chofen Grand Mafler: And , 
being approved by the King, he appointed Inigo Jones his 
Deputy Grand Mailer. 

Mafonry thus flourilhing, many eminent, wealthy, and learned 
Men, at their own Requell, were accepted as Brothers , to the 
Honour of the Craft, till the King -j* died, March 27, 1625,, 
leaving his Crown and Dominions to 

2. CHARLES I. Stewart, aged 25 Years, a Royal Brother, 
He was allb Grand Majler by Prerogative : And, being well 
fkilled in all the Arts of Mafonry, he encouraged the bell fo*- 
reign Painters, Sculptors , Statuaries, Plaiferers, &c. but wanted 
no Foreigners for Architecture, becaufe none of them equalled 
his own Inigo Jones and his excellent Dilciples. 

When Grand Majler Pembroke demitted. A, D. 1630* 

* So faid Brother N icholas Stone his Warden, in a Manufcript burnt, • 
1720. 

t From this King is defcended the prefent Houfe of Hanover, on the 
Britijb Throne, viz. His Daughter Elizabeth married the King of Bohemia ; 
bet Daughter Sophia was married to the Duke of Brunfwici, Elector- of Hanover, 
and brought him forth George 1. King of Great Britain, Father of his late 
Majefly King George II. 

Hbnkit 
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HenryDanvers, Earl of Danby, fucceeded in SOLOMO])fV 
Chair by the K ing’s Approbation ; and, at his own Coft, erected 
a fmall, but moll accurate Piece of the old Architecture, by the 
Defign of Jones, his Deputy ; even the famous beautiful Gate 
of the Phyjic Garden at Oxford, with this Infcription : 

Gloria Dei Optimi Maximi, Honori Caroli Regis, 
In Usum Academic et Reipublic^e, A. D. .1632. 

Henricus Comes Danby. 

Thomas Howard, Earl of Arundel (the Progenitor of our 
late Grand Majler Norfolk) then fucceeded Danby , at the Head 
of the Fraternity, a moft excellent Connoifleur in all the Arts of 
Deftgning , and the great Reviver of learned Antiquities, who will 
be ever famous for his Marmora Arundeliana : But Deputy Jones 
was never out of Office ; and joined Grand Majler Arundel, in 
perfuading Francis Russel, Earl of Bedj'ord, to lay out his 
Grounds of Covent-Garden in an oblong Square, Eajl and Weft ; 
Where he built the regular Temple of St. Paul, with its admi- 
rable Portico, made Parochial, A. D. 1635, when 

Grand Majler Bedford fucceeded, and employed his Deputy 
Jones to build the North and Eaft Sides of that Square with 
large andflofty Arkades (commonly called Piazzas ) which, with 
the faid Church on the Weft End, make a moft beautiful Pro- 
fpeCt after the Italian or antient Manner. 

Inigo Jones fucceeded Bedford in SOLOMONV Chair again ; 
and, before the Wars, the King employed him to build the ftately 
great Gallery of Somerfet-Houfe, fronting the 'Thames': And the 
Kiqg intended to carry on Whitehall according to Jones's Plan, 
but was unhappily prevented by the Civil Wars : For the Par- 
liament's Army conquered the King and Parliament too, and 
murdered him at his own Gate, on January 30, 1648-9. 

Yet, even during the Wars, the Mafons met occafionally at 
fcveral Places. 

The 
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The Great Inigo Jones, aged 79 Years, died at London, 
and was buried in St. Bennet’s Church at Paul's Wharf, on the 
26th of July 1651, the JRftftt? of Architect, who 

brought the Augiftan Style into England. 

He lhewed his great Skill alio in deflgning the magnificent 
Row of great teen-Jlreet, and the Weft Side of Lincoln s-Ink 
Fields , with beautiful Lindfey-Houfe, the late Cbirurgeons Hall 
and Theatre, (now Barbers Hall in Monkwell-ftreet, London ) 

• Shaftjbury-Houfe (now the London Lying-in Hoipital for married 
Women) in Alderfgate-Jlreet, Southampton- Hattfe Bloom/bury (now 
the Duke of Bedford’s),' Berkeley -Houfe Piccadilly (now the Duke 
of Devonshire' s) lately burnt and rebuilt ; accurate York Stairs at 
the Thames, &c. And, in the Country, Gunnerfbury-Houfe near 
Brentford, Wilton-Houfe in Wiltjhire, Caflle-Abby in Northamp- 
tonshire, Stoke-Park , See. 

Some of his left Difcipks met privately for their mutual Im- 
provement till the Reftoration , who preferved his clean Draw* 
ings and accurate Defigns (preferved in our Days by the Ikilful 
Architect, the noble Richard Boyle, late Earl of Burlington j 
and, after the Reftoration, they propagated his lofty Style*

In his Travels he had been made 
a Free Mefon, and, having bblerved the exad Stro&ures -in foreign 
Countries, he refolved to encourage thcAuguftan Style by -reviving

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And there is no Queftion but the fame Policy that founds a* 
City, doth nouriih and increafe it ; fince thefe mentioned Allure- 1 
ments to a Ddire of Cohabitation do not only occafion Popu- : _ 
lofity of a Country, but render it more potent and wealthy than a’ 
more populous, but more barbarous Nation ; it being the fame 
Thing to add more Hands, or by the Afliftance of Art to faci- 
litate Labour, and bring it within the Power of the few.

Under this royalFavour and Protection, Henry Jermyn,, 
Earl of St. Alban’s, was chofen of Masons, who

Works* This Sir John Denham , the only Son of Sir John Den- 
ham, Knt. fometime one of the Barons of the Exchequer ', was a . 
celebrated Poet, and an eminent Royalift. King Charles L grant- 
ed to him the Reverfionof the Office of Surveyor-General of the 
Works, after the Deceafe of the great Architect Inigo Jones j . 
which Office he entered upon at theReftoration of Ring Cbarlesll. 
Anno 1660. (for the laid Inigojones deceafed the 2.1ft of July, , 
Anno 1651, aged about 79 Years.) At the Coronation of King 
Charles IL he was made a Knight of the Bath. H6 died at his - 
Office in Scotland-Tard. near Whitehall, at . the Time above* -

Ik 1646,' Mr. Wren - was admitted at the Age of fourteen a Gentleman >

tlemen of great Learning, and afterwards promoted by King Charles IL to the *

Hia other javenUe Produtlions in Mathematics are highly worth our Attention, . 
and fpeak this Grand Warden a Scholar of a moft exalted Genius, bat are too 
many to be here recapitulated. Ilhall only inform you that his Studies were not ' 
confined. He' affifted Dr. Scarborough in the anatomical Preparations and Experi* - 
ments upon the Mufcles of the human Body\ from whence are dated ^he firft In- - 
trodu&ion of geometrical and mechanical Speculations in Anatomy ; and wrote Dif- 
ceurfes of the Longitude ; to obferve the Variations 'of the magnetical Needle; ; 
Hi re nantica veterum to find die Velocity of a Ship in (ailing} of the Improve* - 
ments of Galtiesj of an Inftrument perpetually noting the Soundings in Shal- 
lows} to recover Wrecks : a convenient Way. of ufing. Artillery on Ship-board j . 
to build in deep Water ; to build a Mole into the Sea, without Ptaaolan Duft,* . 
m Ciftemaj .of the- Impipvemeat-of-Riw-Navigation, , by the- Joining .ot- the 
Rivers. . 
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a Certificate of the ’time and "Place of his Acceptation from the Lddge 
that accepted him, unto the Mafter of that Limit or Divifton where 
fucb Lodge is kept : And the faid MaJler Jhall enrol the fame in a 
Roll of Parchment to be kept for that Purpofe, -and Jhall give an .

Thomas Savage Earl Rivers fucceeded St. Alban's as 

24 June 1666. ap- f Mr. John Web, 1 Grand ' 
pointed SirCHRiSTOPHERWREN ( Mr .Grinlin Gibbons, ) Wardens,' 
his Deputy ; but the Deputy and Wardens managed all Things. 

This Year on 2 Sept, the Great Burning of London happened, - 
and the Free Mafons became necefiary to rebuild it. 

Accordingly, 1 

The King and Grand Mafter ordered the Deputy Wren to' draw 
up afinePlan of the new City, with long, broad and regular Streets;^ 
but, tho’ private Properties hindered its taking Effett, yet that, 
noble City was foon rebuilt in a far better Style than before. 

After the moil dreadful Conflagration of London, in the* 
fatal Year 1666, Dr . C hr iftop her Wren was appointed Surveyor- 
general and principal ArchiteSt for rebuilding the whole City the 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul-, all the parochial Churches (in: 
timber Fifty-one^ enabled by Parliament, in lieu bf thofe that 5 
‘ * •' ' ' wertf 
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Werfc burnt inddemolilhed) with other public Stfadtures * and fofr 
the Difpofition of the Streets j a Charge fo great and ^xtenfive, 
incumbent on a Angle Perfon, difpofed him: to take to his Afliib* 
ance Mr. Robert Hook,. Profeffor of Geometry in Gfejham Colleget 
to whom he affigned chiefly the Bufinefs of meafuring, adjufting* 
and fetting out the Ground of the private Streets to the feveral 
Proprietors; referving all the public Works to his own peculiar 
Care and Direction. ' . 

The Manner of building m the City of London, pradtifed in 
all former Ages, was commonly with Timber, a Material eafily 
procured, at little Expence, when the Country was overburthened 
with Woods. This often fubjedted the Town to great and de- 
ftrudtive Fires, fometimes to the Ruin of the whole, as happened* 
for Inftance, in the Year 1083, and Reign of William the Conquer 
ror , the Houfes being, then of Timber covered with Thatch. 
Notwithftanding thefe Incidents, this Mode continued until the 
two fatal Years 1605 and 6; but then the fucceflive Calamities 
of Plague and Fire gave all People Occafion ferioufly to refledt 
on the Caufes of the Increafe of both to that exceffive Height* 
'Viz. Clofenefs of Buildings , and combufible Materials ; and hence 
the Wilhes for the neceflary Amendment of both, by widening 
the Streets, and building with Stone and Brick, became uni- 
verfal. 

«• 

Some intelligent Perfons went farther, and thought it highly 
requifite the City in the Reftoration fhould rife with that Beahty,. 
by the Straightnefs and Regularity of Buildings, and Convertii 
ence for Commerce ; by the well difpofing of Streets and public 
Places, and the Opening of Wharfs, &c: which the excellent Si- 
tuation, Wealth, and Grandeur of the Metropolis of England did 
^uftlydeferve; in Refpedialfo of the Rank ihe bore with all other 
'trading Cities of the World * of which* tho 1 Ihe was before one of 
* • * • the 
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tdie Htfheft in Rftate and Dowry, yet unqueftionably thefeaft 
'beautiful. '‘btfhrme, ingem, cut lumen ademptum. 

In order therefore to a proper Reformation, Dr. Wren (purfuant 
tto the royal Command*) immediately after the Fire, took an ex- 
aft Survey of the whole Area and Confines of the Burning, having 
traced over, with great Trouble and Hazard, the great Plain of 
Allies and Ruins*; and defigned a Plan or Model of a new City, 
in which the Deformity and Inconveniencies of the old Town 
Wefe remedied, by the enlarging of theStreets and Lanes, and car- 
rying them as near parallel to one another as might be ; avoiding, 
if compatible with greater Conveniences, all acute Angles ; by 
ieating all the parochial Churches conspicuous and infular ; by 
forming the moil public Places into large Piazza’s, the Centers 
.of eight Ways; by uniting the Halls of the twelve chief Compa- 
nies into one regular Square annexed to Guildhall ; by making 
a commodious Key on the whole Bank of the River. , from Black - 
Jr'tars to the 'Tower, 

Moreover, to contriving the general Plan , the following 
Particulars were chiefly confidered and propofed. 

The Streets to be of three Magnitudes ; the three principal 
leading ftraight through the City, and one or two Crofs-ftreets, 
lo be at leait 90 Feet widej others 60 Feet; and Lanes. about 
jo Feet, excluding all narrow dark Alleys without Thorough- 
fares and Courts, 

The Exchange to Hand free in the Middle of a Piazza, and 
lie, as it were, the Nave or Center of the Town, from whence 
.the 60 Feet Streets, as fo many Rays, Ihoidd proceed tp all prin- 
cipal Parts of the City; The Building to be contrived after die 
Form of the Roman Forum, with double Porticos, 

Many Streets alfo to radiate upon the Bridge. The Streets 
of the firft and fecond, Magnitude tp be carried on as ftraight as 
jpoffible, and to center into four or five Piazzas, 
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The Key or open Wharf on the Bank of the Thames, to be 
fpacious and convenient, without any Interruptions; with fome 
large Docks for Barges deep loaden. 

The Canal to be cut up Bridewell, 120 Feet wide, with Saffes 
at Holborn Bridge, and at the Mouth to cleanfe it of all Filth ; 
and Stores for Coal on each Side.' 

The Churches to be defigned according to the bed: Forms for 
Capacity and Hearing, adorned with ufeful Porticoes, and lofty or- 
namental Towers and Steeples, in the greater Pariihes. All 
Church-yards, Gardens, and unneceflary Vacuities; and all 
Trades that ufe great Fires, or yield noifome Smells ; to be 
placed out of the Town. 

The Model or Plan formed on thefe Principles, delineated by 
Dr. Wren , was laid before the King ami the honourable Houfe of 
Commons ; and is thus explained : 

From that Part of Fleet-firiet which remained unburnt, about 
St. Dmjlans Church, a ilraight Street of 90 Feet wide, erodes the 
Valley, paffing by the South Side of Ludgate Prifon, and thence 
in a dircdtLine ends gracefully in a Piazza at Tower- bill ; but before 
it defeends into a Valley where now the great Sewer ( Fleet- ditch ) 
runs, about the once Middle of Fleet-Jlreet, it opens into a round 
Piazza, the Center of eight Ways, where at one Station are thefe 
Views: — Firft, ilraight forward quite through the City : Second, 
obliquely towards the Right Hand, to the Beginning of the Key 
that runs from Bridewell Dock to the Tower. Third, obliquely 
on the left to Smitbjield. Fourth, ilraight on the Right, to the 
Thames . Fifth, ilraight oh the left, to Hatton-Jlreet and C ler ken- 
well. Sixth, ilraight backwards, towards Temple-bar. Seventh, 
obliquely on the right, to the Walks of the Temple. Eighth, ob- 
liquely on the- left, to Curator's Alley. 

T Passing 
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Passing forward we crofs the Valley, once fullied with an 
offenlive Sewer, now to be beautified with a ufeful Canal, pa Sable 
by as many Bridges as Streets that crofs it.— Leaving Ludgate 
Prifon on the left Side of the Street, (inftead of which Gate, 
was defigned a triumphal Arch to the Founder of the new City, 
King Charles the Second .) This great Street prefently divides into 
another as large, which carries the Eye and Paffage to the South - 
frtfnt of the Exchange, (which we leave as yet for a fecond 
Journey) and before thefe two Streets, Ipreading at acute Angles, 
can be clear of one another, they form a triangular Piazza, the 
Balls of which is filled by the Cathedral Church of St. Paul. 

But, leaving St. Paul’s on the left, we proceed as our firft Way 
led us towards the Tower , the Way being all along adorned with 
parochial Churches. '* • • 

'We return again to Ludgate, and, leaving St. PauT s on the right 
Hand, pafs the other great Branch to the Royal-Exchange, feated 
iri the Place where it was before, but free from Buildings, in the 
Middle of a Piazza included between two great Streets ; the one* 
from Ludgate leading to the South-front, and another from Hol- 
horn, over the Canal to Newgate, and thence ftraight to the North- 
front of the Exchange. 

The Practicability of this whole Scheme, without Lois to any 
Man, or Infringement of any Property, was at that Time demon- 
strated, and all material Objections fully weighed and anfwered : 
the only, and, as it happened, infurmountahle Difficulty remain- 
ing, was the obftinate Averfenefs of great Part of the Citizens to 
alter their old|Properties, and to recede from building their Houfes 
again on the old Ground and Foundations ; as alfo, the Diltrull 
in many, and Unwillingnefs to give up their Properties, tho’ for 
a Time only, into the Hands of public Trultees, or Commilfio- 
ners, till they might be difpenfed to them again, with more Ad- 
vantage to themfelves, than otherwife was poffible to be effected; 
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for fuch a Method was propofed, that by an equal Diftribution 
of Ground into Buildings, leaving out Church-yards, Gardens, Gfc. 
(which were to be removed out of the Town) there would have 
been fufficient Room both for the Augmentation of the Streets; 
Dilpofition of the Churches, Halls, and all public Buildings ; 
and to have given every Proprietor full Satisfaction ; and although 
few Proprietors ftiould happen to have been feated again, directly 
upon the very fame Ground they had pofiefled before the Fire, 
yet «no Man would have been thruft any cOnfiderable Diftance 
from it, but been placed at lead: as conveniently, and fometimes 
more fo, to their own Trades than before. 

Bv thefe Means, the Opportunity, in a great Degree, was loft, 
of making the new City the moft tnagnificent, as well as commo- 
dious fpr Health and Trade of any upon Earth ; and, the Surveyor 
being thus confined and cramped in his Defigns, it required no 
fmall Labour and Skill to model the City in the Manner it has 
fince appeared. . 

The Cujiom-houfe for the Port of London, fituated on theSouth- 
‘ fide of Fhames-jlreet, was eredted in 1 668, adorned with an up- 
per and lower Order of Architecture : In the latter are Stone 
Columns, and Entablement of the Tufcan Order; in the former 
are Pilafters, Entablature, and five Pediments of the Ionic Order. 
The Weft-end is elevated on Columns, forming a Piazza. The 
Length of this Bdilding is 189 Feet, Breadth in the middle Part 
27 Feet, at the' Weft-end, &c. 60 Feet. 

The King levelled the Footjlone of the New Royal Exchange 
in folemn Form, on the 23d oiOSlober 1667; and it was opened, 
the fineft in Europe, by- the Mayor and Aldermen on the 28th of 
September 1669. Upon the Infides of the Square above the Ar- 
kades, and between the Windows, are the Statues of the Sove- 
reigns of England. Afterwards the Merchant Adventurers em- 
ployed Grand Warden <£?ttfton 0 , to ereeft in the Middle of the 
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Square the King's Statue to the Life, in a Ceefartan Habit, of 
white Marble, with an elegant Infcription, * below. 

Gilbert Sheldon Archbilhop of Canterbury , an excellent 
Architect, Chewed his great Skill in defigning his famous Tbeatrum 
Sbeldonium at Oxford, and at his Coft it was conducted and fi- 
nished by Deputy Wren and Grand Warden Web; and, the 
Craftfmen haying celebrated the Cape-Stone, it was opened with 
an elegant Oration by Dr. South, on the 9th of July 1669. 
D. G. M. Wren built alfo that other Mafer-Piece, the pretty 
Mufceum near the Theatre , at the Charge of the Ifniverfty. 

This Theatre, a Work of admirable Contrivance and Magnifi- 
cence, was the firft public Performance of Brother Wren, in Ar- 
chitecture •, which, however, had been executed in a greater and 
better Style, with a View to the ancient Roman Grandeur dilcem- 
ibk in the Theatre of Marcellas at Rome, but that he was obliged 
to put a Stop to the holder Strokes of his Pencil, and confine the 
Expence within the Limits of a private Purfe. What (among

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other beautiful and diftinguiflied Parts of this Structure has been 
efteemed very obfervable, is the geometrical Flat-roof j which 
Dr. Plot has particularly defcribed, in his Natural Hijlory of 
Oxfordjbire, and writes thus of its Invention : 

* It was an excellent Device, whoever firft contrived it, oF 

* making Flat -floors or Roofs of fhort Pieces* of Timber continued 

* to a great Breadth, without either Arch or Pillar to fupport them, 

* but fullained only by the Side- Walls, and their own Texture ; for 

* by this means many times the Defeat of long Timber , or Mif- 

* takes of Workmen are fupplied, and rectified without any Pre- 

* judice to the Building. Of this Sort of Work we have an Ex- 

* ample in the Schools, in the Floor of the uppermoft Room of the 

* Tower. — There is alfo a Diagram of fuch Work in the Architect 

* ture of Sebaflian Serlio. But Df . Wallis was the firft that de- 
*■ monft rated the Reafon of this Work , and has given divers Forma 

* of it, befide the fore-mentioned, in his. Book De Motu. 

* BtfT of all the Flat -floors having no Pillars to fupport them, 
and whofe Main-beams are made of divers Pieces of Timber, the 

* moil admirable is that of the Theatre f Oxford, from Side- 

* wall to Side-Wall, 80 Feet over one Way, and 70 the other ; 

* whofe Lockages ate fo quite different from any befbre-men- 

* tioned, and in many other Particulars, as perhaps not to be 

* paralleled irt the World.* 

In the Year 1671 , Deputy Wren began the building of the great 
fluted Column of Portland Stone, and of the Doric Order, (com- 
monly called the Monument of London, in Memory of the burning 
and rebuilding of the City) and finifhed it in. 16 77. The Arti- 
ficers were obliged to wait fometimes for Stones of proper Scant- 
lings; which occafioned the Work to be longer in Execution than 
©therwife it would have been. It much exceeds in Height the Pil- 
lars at Rome, of the Emperors Trajan and Antoninus-, the ft atcly Re- 
mains of Roman Grandeur : and that of Tbeodoflus at Gostftantinaples. 
Informing this Colafs Column, Deputy Wren took the Liberty to 
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exceed the received Proportion of the Order, one Module, or 
Semi-diameter. In the Place of the Brafs Urn, (which is not art- 
fully performed, and was fet up contrary to his Opinion) was in-? 
tended a Colofs Statue in Brafs, gilt, of King Charles the Second, 
as Founder of the new City, in the Manner of the Roman Pil- 
lars, which terminated with the Statues of their Cafars ; or elfe 
a Figure of a Woman crowned with 'Turrets, holding a Sword 
and Cap of Maintenance, with other Enfigns of the City’s Gran- 
deur, and Re-eredtion. The Altitude, from the Pavement, is 
•202. Feet •, the Diameter of the Shaft (or Body) of the Column is 
i 5 Feet ; the Ground bounded by the Plinth, or loweft Part of 
the Pedeftal, is 28 Feet fquare;.and thePedeftal in Height is 40 
Feet. Within, is a large Stair-cafe of black Marble, containing 
345 Steps, 10 1 -half Inches broad, and fix Inch Rifers. Over 
the Capital is an Iron Balcony encompafling a Cippus or Metai 
32 Feet high, fupporting a blazing Urn of Brafs gilt. Prior to 
this, Deputy Wren (as it appears by an original Drawing) had 
made aDefign of a Pillar of foiiiewhat lefs Proportion, viz. 14 
Feet in Diameter, and after a peculiar Device > for, as the Ro± 
mans exprefled by Relievo, on the Pedeftals v apd round the Shafts 
of the Columns, the Hiftory of fiich Adlions and Incidents as 
were intended to be thereby commemorated ; fo this Monument 
of the Conflagration and Refurredtion of the City of London , was 
reprefehtfedby a Pillar in Flames ; the Flames blazing from the 
Loop-holes of the Shaft, (which were .to give a Light to the 
Stairs within) were figured in Brafs- work gilt ; and on the Top 
was a Phoenix rifing from her Afhes, of Brafs gilt Ukewife. . ,

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London was rebuilding apace -, and, the Fire having ruined 
St. P&uVs Cathedral, the Ring with Grand Majler Rivers, his 
Architects and Graftfmen, No bili t y and Gentry, Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen, Bifhops, and Clergy, &c. in due Form levelled 
the Footjlone of New St. Pauts-, defigned by D. Grand Majler 
Wren, A. D. 1673, and by him conducted as Majler of the 
Work and and Surveyor, with his Wardens -Mr. Edward Strong 
Senior and Junior, upon a Parliamentary Fond. 

Preparation for the new Structure being made, and feveral 
Defigns prefented to the King for the Form and Fafliion thereof ; 
which was intended to equal, if not exceed the Splendor and 
Magnificence of the old Cathedral, when tt was in its beft Eftate ; 
his Majejly , well approving one of them, commanded a Model 
to be made thereof in fo large and exaCt a Manner, that might 
remain as a perpetual and unchangeable Rule and Direction for 
the ConduCt of the whole Work. And, for the more fpeedy 
Procedure in this vaft and mighty Building, ififued out his Letters 
patents under the Great Seal of England, bearing Date the 1 2th 
Day of November in the 25th Year of his Reign, Anno fcil. 1673, 
unto feveral Lords fpiritual and temporal, and other Perfonsof emi- 
nent Ranlc and Quality, and Chrijlopher Wren, DoCtor of Laws, 
Surveyor general of the Royal Works j. authorizing them, or fo 
many of them, as are therein appointed and enabled to aCt, to 
proceed in that great Undertaking, and to endeavour the Perfect- 
ing thereof, by fuch Ways and Means, and according to fuch 
Rules and Orders as are therein mentioned. A Tranfcript of the 
Preamble of which remarkable Commiffion is here inserted : 

Whereas Since the ifiumg out of our Commiffion (viz. 

Anno 1 663, 1 5 Car. II.) the late dreadful Fire in London hath de- 
frayed and confumcd the Cathedral Church of St, Paul to fuch & 
Degree, that no Part of the ancient Walls or Structures can with- 
any Safety be relied upon, or left Handing ; infomuch that it is 
now become abfolutely neceffary totally to demolifh and raze to 
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tlie Ground all the Relics of the former Building, and In the 
fame Place, but upon new Foundations, to ereft a new Church; 
(which that it may be done to the Glory of God, and for the pro- 
moting of his divine Worlhip and Service therein to be celebrated; 
and to the End the fame may equal, if not exceed the Splendor 
and Magnificence of the former cathedral Church, when it was m 
its befl Eftate ; and fo become much more than formerly the prin- 
cipal Ornament of our royal City, to the Honour of our Govern- 
ment, and of this our Realm ; we have caufed feveral Defign9 for 
that Purpofe to be prepared by Dr. Chrijlopher Wren, Surveyor 
General of all our Works and Buildings, which we have feed, 
and one of which we do more efpecially approve, and have com- 
manded a Model thereof to be made after fb large and exadt a Man- 
ner, that it may remain as a perpetual unchangeable Rule and Di- 
rection for theCondudlof the whole Work.) And whereas our for- 
mer Commiffion, in which the upholding and ripairing the ancient 
’ cathedral Church is only defigned and mentioned, doth not fuffici- 
cntlyauthorife and impower our laid Commiffioners therein named 
to begin and compleat a new Fabric upon new Foundations :

forthwith to proceed according to the faid Defign, beginning 
with the Eaft-end or Quire, and accomplifhing the fame with 
the prefent Stock of Money, and fuch Supplies as may probably 
accrue, according to the Tenor of the Commiffion to you di- 
rected * and for fo doing this fhall be your Warrant, Given at 
Our Court at Whitehall , the 14th Day of May, 1675, in the 
27th Year of our Reign,

• pulling down the Walls, being about 80 Feet high, and • 

five Feet thick, was a great and troubiefome Work; the Men 
Rood above, and worked them down with Pickaxes, whilft La- , 
bourers below moved away the Materials that fell, and difperfed 
them into Heaps: the want of Room made this Way flow and 
dangerous, and fome Men loft their Lives ; the Heaps grew fteep 
and large ; and yet this, was to be done before the Mafons could 
begin to lay thej^oundations. 

The City, having Streets to pave anew, bought, from the 
Rubbilh, moft of the Stone, called Kentijh-rag, which gave fome 
Room to dig, and to lay Foundations / which yet was not eafy to 
perform with any ExaCtnefs, but by this Method. 

The Surveyor placed Scaffolds high enough to extend hia 
Lines over the Heaps that lay in the Way; and then by Perpen- 
diculars fet out the Places below, from the Lines drawn with 
Care upon the level Plan of the Scaffold* 
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Thus he proceeded, gaining every Day more Room, till be- 
came to the middle Tower that bore the Steeple; the Remains 
of the Tower being' near 200 Feet high, the Labourers were' 
afraid to work above; thereupon he concluded to facilitate this- 
Work by the Ufe of Gunpowder. 

. He dug a Hole of about four Feet wide, <k>wn by the Side of 
the North -weft Pillar of the Tower, the four Pillars of which 
were each about 14 Feet diameter; when he had dug to the 
Foundation, he then, with Crows and Tools made on pufpofe, 
wrought a Hole two Feet fqUare, level into the Center of the 
Pillar j there he placed a little Deal-Box, containing eighteen 
Pounds of Powder, and no more : a Cane Was fixed to the Box 
with a Quick-match, (as GunrterS call it) Within the Cane, which 
reached from the Box to the Ground above, and along the Ground 
Was laid a Train of Powder, with a Match : after the Mine was 
carefully clofed up again with Stone and Mortar to the Top of 
the Ground, he then obferved the EfFeft of the Blow. 

- Th is little Quantity of Powder not only lifted up the whole 
Angle of the Tower, with two great Arches that refted upon it; 
but alfo two adjoining Arches of the Ailes, and all above them ; 
arid this it feemed to do fomewhat leifurely, cracking the Walls 
to the Top, lifting vrfibly- the whole Weight about nine Inches, 
which, fudderily jumping down, made a great Heap, of Ruin in 
the Place without feathering ; it was half a Minute before the 
Heap already fallen opened in two or three Places, and emitted 
fome Smoke. By this Defcription may be obferved the incredible 
Force of Gunpowder: 18 Pounds only of which lifted up above 
3000 Ton, and favfed the Work of 1000 Labourers. 

1 The Fall of fo great a Weight, from an Height of 200 Feet, 
gave a Concuflion to the Ground, which the Inhabitants round 
about took for an Earthquake. 

Encouraged bythisSuccefs, bethought to proceed this Way, 
but, being obligedto go out of Town in the King's Service, he left 
the Management of another Mine begun to the Care of his next 
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Officer, who, too wife in his own Conceit, put in a greater Quan- 
tity of Powder, and neither went low enough, nor fufficiently for-; 
tified the Mouth of die Mine ; and, tho’ it had the Effect, yet 
one Stone was fliot Out to the oppofite Side of the Church'-yard, 
through an open Window, into a Room of a private Houfe, where 
fome Women were fitting at Work, without any Harm done ; 
this Accident frighted the Neighbours to that Degree, that he was, 
importuned to ufe no more Powder, and wae fo dirfeded alfo by 
his Superiors* tho’ with due Caution' it might have been executed 
without any Hazard, and faved much Time and Money. 

He then turned his Thoughts to another Method; to gain 
Time, prevent much Expence, and the endangering of Men’s. 
Eives; and that was to make an Experiment of an ancient 
Engine io War, called the Battering-ram. 

He took a ftrong Mad of about 40 Feet long, arming the big- 
ger End with a great Spike of Iron, fortified with Bars along the 
Mad, and Ferrels : This Mad in two Places was hung up to ewe 
Ring with drqug Tackle, and fo fufpeuded level to a Triangle- 
prop, fuch as thqy weigh groat Quns ,with : thirty Men, fifteen 
on a Side, vibrated this Machine to and again, and heft in one 
Place againd the Wall, the whole Day; they believed it was to 
little Purpofe, not difeerning apy immediate Effedt ; he bid them 
notdefpair, but proceed another Day: On the fecoqd Day the 
Wall was perceived to tremble at the Top, and in a few Hours h 
fell. The Reafon to be given for it may be this; ’tis not by any 
prefent Violence the Ram is able to overturn ^ Wall of fuch Bulk 
and Compa&ure, but, inceflantly vibrating byequidiffant Pulfes, 
it makes a finall inteftme Motion thro’ all the infenfible Parts 
of theWali, and by Degrees loofens all the Bond of the Mortar, 
and moves every Stone from its Bed ; and tho’ not the hundredth 
Part of an Inch at every Blow, yet this Motion once begun hath 
its Effects more apd more, till at length it is quite loofe and falls. 
He made good Ufe of this Machine in beating down all the lofty 
Ruins ; and pkafed himfelf that he had recovered this notable 
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Engine, of fo great Service to the Ancients in befieging of Towns* 
though gfeat Guns have now put them out of Ufe, as more ex-r 
peditious, and requiring fewer Men to manage. 

In the Progrefs of the Works of the Foundations, Deputy 
Wren met with one unexpected Difficulty ; he began to lay the 
Foundations from the Weft-end, and had proceeded fuccefsfully 
through the Dome to the Eall-end, where the Brick-earth Bottom 
was very good ; but as he went on to the North-eaft Corner, 
which was the laft, and where nothing was expected to interrupt# 
he fell, in profecuting the Defign, upon a Pit, where all the Pot- 
earth had been robbed by the Potters of old Time * here were dif- 
covered Quantities of Urns, broken Veftels, and Pottery-ware of 
divers Sorts and Shapes : how far this Pit extended northward, 
there was no Occalion to examine ; no Ox Skulls, Horns of Stags, 
and Tulks of Boars were- found, to corroborate the Account of 
Stow, Camden, and others, nor any Foundations more Eaftward. 
If there was formerly any Temple to Diana , he fuppofed it might 
have been within the Walls of the Colony, and more to the South. 
It was noUittle Perplexity to fall into this Pit at laft : He wanted 
but fix or feven Feet to Oompleat the Defign, and this fell in the 
very Angle North-Eaft; he knew very well, that under the Layer 
qf Pot-earth there was no other good Ground to be found till 
he came to die Low- water Mark of the ‘Thames, at leaft forty 
Feet lower 5 His Artificers propofed to him to pile, which ho 
refufed for, tho’ Piles may laft for ever, when always in Water* 
(otherwife London- Bridge would fall) yet if they are driven thro’ 
dry Sand, tho ? lometimes moift, they will rot. Has Endeavours 
were to build for Eternity. He therefore funk a Pit of about 
eighteen Feet fquare, wharfing up the Sand with Timber, till ho 
came forty Feet lower into Water and Sea-ffiells, where there 
was a firnj Sea-beach, which confirmed the Opinion of many, 
that the Sea had been in Ages paft, where now Pauls Church is.. 
He bored thro’ this Beach till he came to the original Clay; being 
then fatisfied, he began from the Beach a fquare Pier of fblid 
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good' Mafonry, ten Feet fquare, till he came within fifteen Feet 
of the prefent Ground; then he turned a ftiort Arch under Ground 
to the former Foundation, which was broken off by the untoward 
Accident of thePit. Thus this North -eafl Coin of the Quire (lands 
very firm, and no doubt will (land. This Narrative may be of Ufe 
to Masons not to truft Piles, unlefs always and in all Parts wet ; 
for almofl all Sorts of Timber under Water will prove everlafting, 
but wet and dry will foon perifh . The fame cannot be faid oflron, 
for that will decay under Water ; but this hath been obferved* 
in taking outCramps from Stone-workat lead four hundred Years 
old, which were fo bedded in Mortar, that all Air was perfectly 
excluded, the Iron appeared as frefh as from the Forge. There- 
fore, in cramping of Stones, no Iron fhould lie within nine Inches 
of Air, if poflible ; for the Air is the Menflruum that confumes 
all Materials whatever. When there is a Neceffity to ufe Iron, 
for Want of Stones large enough. Care is to be taken to exclude 
fufficiently the Air from it. To mention another Caution of Ufe 
to Masons ; fome Cornices of large Projections, tho’ the upper 
Joints arc as clofe fitted as good Workmen can make them, yet, in 
the melting of Snow, the Water will dribble through, and (lain the 
Cornice. Deputy G.M. Wren thus avoided this Inconvenience ; 
he caufed the Masons fo to work the Stone next the Joint, as to 
leave half a Quarter of an Inch rifing on each Side, that the WatCr 
might iooner fall off, than foak to the Joint ; and this he ob- 
ferved in the Paving of the Portico of the principal Front of St. 
Paul's ; befides, that the Joints are run with Lead ; and the fame 
is done, where-ever he was obliged to cover with Stone only. 

: In order to fatisfy fuch Perfbns who are charmed with the 
Grandeur of the Vatican Church of St. Peter at Rome ; with the 
(lately Colonades, and fpacious Area in the Front ; and think no 
Strudure of this Sort is to be efteemed truly noble and majeftic, 
that does not arife, or nearly approach to that Magnificence; it is 
to be confidered, that at St. Paul’s the Surveyor wanted Room. 

The 
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The! magnificent Portico before the Church df St. Peter is not 
to be equalled, but yet the whole Front of that Structure, termi- 
nating in a ftraigh t Line at theTop, cannot be faid to afford fo agree- 
able an AfpeCt, nor that rational Variety as is difcerned by the Ele- 
vation of the Pediment in the Middle, and beautiful Campanile 
Towers at each End of the Front of St. Paul’s. 

AQuery has been made, why all thePilafters on the Oatfide were 
doubled ? They are of the fame U fe as But trefles, and A give Space fov 
large Windows between, which in our darker Weather is necefla- 
ry ; as alfo for the good Regularity within, and the Roof, they will 
appear properto thofe who confider well the whole Defign together. 

Again, why were the Columns of the Weft Portico doubled B 
This, no doubt, is not according to the ofualMode of the Ancients 
in their ordinary Temples, which, for the generality was fmall ; but 
was followed in their Colofs, or greater Works; forInftance,in the 
Portico of the “Temple of Peace, the moft magnificentih old Rome, the 
Columns were veryproperly and neceflarily doubled to make wider 
Openings, after the Manner of the middle Openings in the Porti- 
coes of the G/rafc Temples, to five Doors at unequal Diftances, viz » 
three near together, which lead into the great middle Nave, or 
Body of the Temple; and one to each Side-aile, at greater Dis- 
tances. Bramante ufed double Columns without Scruple, as did 
Michael Angelo within and without the Cupola of St. Peter’s in 
the Vatican : The like is done in the Portico of the Church of 
Santa Maria Major in Rome', and alfo in other public and pri- 
yate Edifices by the moft celebr^fbd Architects * to inftartce a- 
mong others, in the Facade * of tfie Palace of SSrs. Caffarelli alia n •• 
Valle, built by Raphael Urbin in the Year 1515 ; which contains 
26 duplicated Columns in Front, The French Architects have 
praCtifed.the fame to a good EffeCt, efpecially in the beautiful Fa- 
cade of the Louvre. It is to be obferved in the Portico ofSt.Paa/’s . 
two Columns are brought nearer together, to makegreater Inter- 
columns alternately, to- give a proper Space for three Doors. The 

Ancients, 
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Ancients, particularly the Greeks, in their Temples, generally made 
the middle Inter-column wider than the reft ; and as they Ihifted the 
Columns of the Portico for the better Approach to one Door; fo at 
St. Paid' s for the fame Reafon, where there are three Doors, ( the 
two Side-doors for daily Ufe, and the Middle for Solemnities) the 
Columns are widened, to make a more open and commodious Ac - 
cefs to each ; and this falls gracefully, by placing the Pillars alter- 
nately, Eufiyft- and Pyenojlyle. Hermogenes, who firft contrived 
the Pfeudodtpttron, by taking away a whole Range of Columns to 
enlarge the Portico, went farther than his Mafters durft before 
him, yet is commended by Vitruvius for this very Thing, becauie 
ufeful. The Romans , after the Greek Examples, not only widened 
the middle Openings in the Colonades before their Temples, but 
followed the like Manner in Arcades alfo : thus in the Colofleum, 
or Amphitheatre of Vefyafian in Rome, of the eighty Arches, four, 
which lead principally to the Arena, frere made wider than all the 
reft. They generally took fuch Liberties, well knowing that the 
Orders were to be adapted to their properUfe, andnot the Defigh 
too fervilely to thfe Orders j of which a hundred Examples, may 
be given. Thole who duly examine by Meafure the heft Remains 
of the Greek or Roman Structures, whether Temples, Pillars, 
Arches or, Theatres, will fbon difcern, that even among thele is 
no certain general Agreement ; for it is manifeft the ancient Ar- 
chitects took great Liberties in their Capitals and Members of Cor- 
nices, to fhew their own Inventions, even where their Defign did 
not oblige them,; but where it did oblige them to a rational Va«- 
nation, ftill keeping a good Symmetry, they are furely to be com- 
mended, and in like Cafes to be followed. We now moft efteem 
the Learning of the August an Age, yet, no Qjoeftion there were 
then many different Styles in Oratory, and perhaps feme as good 
*s> Cicero's. This is not faid as any Inducement to Mafons,or every 
FAlow Graft that can draw Lines, to fall into crude Gothic Invent 
tions, far from the good Examples of the Ancients, no more than 
to encourage a barbarous Style in Latin ; and yet furely we cannot 
■ but 
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but, with ErafmtiSy laugh at him who durft not ufe one Word 
that he could not find, in Tally. 

To proceed in examining what has been further objected, par- 
ticularly why the Architrave within is cut off by the Arch. In this 
Mafter Wren always infilled that he had the Ancients on hi* 
Side ; in the Templum Pacts , and in all the great Halls of the 
Baths, and in all the great Structures of three Ailes, this was 
done, and for this Reafon : in thofe wide Inter-columns the Archi- 
trave is not luppofed to lie from one great Column to another, but 
from the Column to the Wall of the Aile, fo the End of it will 
only appear upon the Pillar of the Infide of the great Naves . Vi-, 
truvius tells us, that Architecture took its Beginning from wooden 
Porticoes; fuppofe therefore a Portico of three Ailes in Wood, or at 
leaft with the Roof of Timber, the Architraves mull join the Pil- 
lars.of the Ailes, and not be in Range with the Infide Pillars, but 
crofs to that Line ; fo nothing will appear, upon the Pillars of the 
Naves but the Ends of the Architraves. If it be faid, that in the 
T mplum Pads the Cornice is cut off as well as the Architrave, 
the Anfwer is plain, there- is not the fame Realon to cut off the 
Cornice of the Arches at St. Paul's, which rife not fo high ; for 
-a Cornice may be carried within, even without Pillars, (provided 
the Proportion be kept of a due Height) much more with Pillars. 

D. G. Majler Wren followed the Templum Pads as near as our 
Meafures would admit, having but three Arcades in each of the 
Bodies Ealt and Weft, as there; but where there are no Arcades, 
and next the Dome, he has continued the whole Entablature. 

One Thing he feems to have varied from the Ancients, in that 
he has incorporated lefler Pilafters with the greater, and that of 
the fame Corinthian Order : it is true the Imports of old upon 
which the Arches refted, had a particular Capital of the Doric 
Manner, and not of the fame Capital with the Pillar, as is to be 
feen in the triumphal Arches and Theatres that remain ; butabove 
. all Things, they were careful, that this Capitol of the Import fhould 
not have more Sally or Projection than to lie upon the great Pillar 
or Pilafter: and this was cafily done in the Outfide of Buildings, 
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where there was Room enough to advance the Pilafter till it 
could receive the Import Mouldings to lie againft the Side of the 
Pilafter ; but in the Infide of St. Pauls it would have ftreightened 
the great Nave, and made the Breaks of the Cornice above too 
heavy. Whether Bramante was aware of this in St. Peter s, it 
may be queftioned, till after he had laid the Bafes of the great 
Pilafters ; for he has chopped off the Cornice Mouldings of the 
Imports to give way for the Pilafter to )break. through them ; 
which is ungraceful, and without Authority, or good Reafon. 
Whatever Veneration we may have for this great Man, yet furely 
in this it muft be owned he hath confeffed an Overfight. If 
any Man thinks it improper to incorporate great and fmall Pil- 
lars together, as is done in the Ailes at St. Pauls, let him con- 
fider the Bajilica of the Golonia Julia, at Fanum ; which is the 
only Piece Vitruvius owns himfelf to be the Author of ; he will 
eafily perceive, that there muft be fmall Pillars incorporated 
into the great, to bear the Galleries ; and he will find, that the 
whole Frize is taken up by Vitruvius to give Light. 

BRA M A NT E makes no Scruple of incorporating Pilafterg 
in his whole Outfide of St. Peter’s : D. G. Mafier Wren at 
St. Pauls chofe to make the little Pilafters of the fame Order 
with the great in the Ailes, becaufe the oppofite Wall is beauti- 
fied with the fame fmaller Order; fo the Aile of the whole 
Length of the Church is of itfelf a long and graceful Portico, 
without being interrupted by the Legs of the Dome. 

D. GjJfMaJler Wr e n in giving the Entablature to this Order has 
taken the Liberty to leave out Members, as the Ancients did in the 
Infideof Porticoes; the Architraveiseffential in all Works, butthey 
often ufed in the Infide to leave out Frize and Cornice alfo, except 
fome of the lower Members which they added to the Architrave, 
that it might not appear too meagre. By this Liberty, (in which 
he was authorifed by the ancient Porticoes) he could couch moft of 
the Members of the Entablature of the little Order within the Sally 
of the great Pilafter, without chopping off fhort the Members of 
the Import. If it be faid ftill by any, the little Pillars (hould not 
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have been of the fame Order, let them examine the Temphttn Pa- 
cts, they will find a little Colonade continued thro’ every Arch, and 
that of the Corinthian Order, as appears by fome finall Corinthian 
Capitals ftill adhering to the great Pile. 

This Temple, being an Example of a three* ailed Fabric, is 
certainly the belt and molt authentic Pattern of a cathedral Church, 
which mult have three Ailes, according toCuftom, and be vaulted : 
tho’ it may rtot be always necefiary to vault with Diagonal-crols 
Vaults, as the Templum Pacis and Halls of the Roman Baths are: 
the Romans ufed hemifpherical Vaultings alfo in fome Places : 
D* G. Majler Wren chofe thole as being demonltrably much 
lighter than the other; lo the whole Vault of St. PauTs confifts of 
24 Cupola's cut off femicircular with Segments to join to the great 
Arches one Way, and which are cut crofs the other Way with 
elliptical Cylinders to let in the upper Lights of the Nave : but in 
the Ailes the lefier Cupola’s are both Ways cut in femicircular Sec- 
tions, and altogether make a graceful geometrical Form, (diftin- 
guilhed by circular Wreaths which is the horizontal Section of 
the Cupolas for the Hemifphere may be cut all Manner of Ways 
into circular Sections ; and the Arches and W reaths being of Stone 
carved, the Spandrels between are of found Brick inverted with 
Stucco of Cockle-lhell Lime, which becomes as hard as Portland 
Stone ; and which, having large Planes between the Stone Ribs, 
are capable of further Ornaments of Painting, if required. Befides 
-thefe 24 Cupola’s, there is a half Cupola at the Eaft, and agreat Cu- 
pola of 1 1 2 Feet Diameter, in the Middle of the Crofiif!£ of the 
great Ailes. In this the D. G. Majler has imitated the Pantheon , 
-or Rot undo in Rome, excepting only that the upper Order is there 
but umbratile, not extant as at St. Paul’s , out of the Wall, but 
only diftinguifhed by different-coloured Marbles. The Pantheon 
is no higher within than its Diameter j St. Peter’s is two Diame- 
meters j this (hews too high, the other too low ; the D. G. Majler 
at St. Pauf s took a mean Proportion, which fhews its Concave 
every Way ; and is very lightfome by the Windows of the upper 
Order, which firike down the Light through the great Colonade 
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that ihcircles the Dome without, and ferves for the Butnient of 
’ the Dome, which is Brick of two Bricks thick, but as it rifes every 
five Feet high, has a Courfe of excellent Brick of i8 Inches long, 
banding thro’ the whole Thicknefe. The Concave was turned 
upon a Centre $ which was judged neceffary to keep : the Work 
even and true, tho’ a Cupola might be built without a Centre; 
but this is obfervable, that the Centre was laid without any Stand- 
ards from below to fupport it ; and as it was both Centering and 
Scaffolding, it remained for the Ufe of the Painter. Every Story 
of this Scaffolding being circular, and the Ends of all the Ledgers 
meeting as fo many Rings, and truly wrought, it fupported itfelf. 
This Machine was an Original of the Kind, and will be a ufeful 
Projedt for the like Work to an Architect hereafter ; for fince, he 
muff have Scaffolds for the Infide Ornaments, the feme thus con- 
trived will alfo ferve for the Builders, and bear all the Weight till 
the Cupola be turned, and that without any Standards. It was ne- 
ceffary to give a greater Height than the Cupola would grace- 
fully allow within, tho’ it is confiderably above the Roof of the 
Church ; yet the old Church having had before a very lofty Spire 
of Timber and Lead, the Work fhould not in this Refpedt fall 
fhort of the old (tho’ that was but a Spit, and this a Mountain) 
He was therefore obliged to comply with the Humour of the 
Age, (tho’ not with ancient Example, as neither did Bramante). 
and to raife another Structure over the firft Cupola ; and this was 
a Cone of Brick,, fo built as to fupport a Stone Lantern of an ele- 
gant Figure, and ending in Ornaments of Copper gilt. 

As the whole Church above the Vaults is covered with a fub- 
ffantial oaken Roof and Lead, (for no other Covering is fo du- 
rable in our Climate) fo he covered and hid out of Sight the Brick 
Cone with another Cupola of Timber and Lead ; and between 
this and the Cone are eafy Stairs that afcend to the Lantern. 

He took no Care to make little luthern Windows in the leaden 
Cupola, as are done out of St. Peter' s, becaufe he had otherwife 
provided for Light enough to the Stairs from the Lantern above, 
and round the Pedeftal of the fame, which are not feen below; 
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fo that he only ribb’d the outward Cupola, which he thought 
lefs Gothic , than to jftick it full of fuch little Lights in three 
Stories, one above the other, (as is executed in 'the Cupola of 
St, Peter' s - at Rome ) which could not without Difficulty be 
mended, and, if negledted, would foon damage the Timbers. >' 
The Iniide of the whole Cupola is painted, and richly deco- 
rated, by an eminent Englijh Artift,.Sir James ^Thornhill, contain- 
ing, in eight Compartiments, the Hiftories of St. Paul. In the 
Grown of the Vault, as in the. Pantheon, is a circular Opening; 
by which not only the Lantern tranfmits Light, but the Iniide 
Orrtamerits of the painted arid gilded Cone diiplay a newand 
agreeable. Scene. ' 

Although the Dome wants no Butment, yet,; for greater 
Caution, it. is hooped with Iron in this Manner;: a Channel is cut 
in the Bandage of Portland Stone, in which is laid a double 
Chain of Iron ftrongly linked together at every ten Feet, and the 
whole Channel filled up with Lead. 

Among all the Compofures of the Ancients, we find no Cupo* 3 
la’s raifed above the neceflary Loading of the Hemifphere, as is 
feen particularly in the Pantheon. In after Ages the Dome of 
Florence, and of the great Church of Venice , was raifed higher-’ 
The Saracens mightily affedted it, in Imitation of the firft moft 
eminent Pattern, given by Juflinian, in his Temple -of Saridld 
Sophia, : at Gonflantinopk. Bramante would not fall lhort of fhiofe 
. Examples; nor could D. G. Majler WreK do otherwife 1 thaif 
gratify the general Tafie of the Age, which had been fo ufed to 
Steeples, that thefe round Defigns were hardly digefted, ttnlefs 
raifed to a remarkable Height. - 

Thus St. Paul’s is lofty enough to bedifcerned at Sea Eaft- 
ward, and at Windfor Weftwafd ; but our Air, being frequently 
hazy, prevents thofe diftant Views, except when the Sunfhines 
out, after a Shower of Ran . has wathed down the Clouds of Sea- 
coal Smoke that hang over the City from fo many thoufand Fires 
kindled every'Morning, befides Glaft-houfes, BreWr-houteg^afid 
Founderies, every one of which emits a blacker Smoke tl^an 
twenty Houfes. , • 
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' In the Beginning of the ftew Works of St. Paul* t, an Incident 
was taken notice of by fome People as a memorable Omen, when 
D. G. Mafier Wr*n in Perfon had fet out, upon the Place, the 
Dimenfions of : the’ great Dotne, and fixed upon the Centre; a 
commdn Labourer was ordered to bring a flat Stone from the 
Heaps of.Rtfbbiih, (fuch as fhould firft come to Hand) to be laid 
for a Mark and Direction to the Masons ; the Stone which was 
immediately brought and laid down for that Purpofe, happened 
to be a Piece ofaGrave-ftone, With nothing remaining Of the InJ 
feripdon but (his firigle Word in large Capitals, RE SU ROAM. 

; T us City rear’d beautiful Moor+Ga&e, and rebuilt Bedlam- Hof* 
pital in the beft Old Style , A.D. 1 675 ; and where the Fire ftopt at 
“Temple-Bar, the City built a fine Roman Gate, with the Statues of 
Queen Elizabeth and King James L on the£<^ Side, and 
thofebf King ChaRlEs I. and Charles II. on the Wejl Side. 

The ]pf)gf!Ctan 0 difeovered alfo their fine Tafte by their ac- 
curate College , a Mafier-piect ; and the 0 , by the Front 

of Middle Temple- Lane*. 

The Parifh Churches confumed by the great Fire were with- 
in the Compafs of a few Years, many of them elegantly rebuilt 
under the Direction of D. G. Mafier Wren. 

j . Allballows Bread-fir eet Church in the Ward of Bread-fireet, 
within the Walls of London, Was rebuilt, and finifhed in 1684, 
and the Steeple in 1697. It is a pleafant Church of the Tttfcan 
Qrder j the Length 72, Breadth 35, and Altitude 30 Feet. The 
Steeple, (as the Church) is of Stone, built fquare, of the Doric 
Order, and well adorned; the Key-ftones over the Windows 
being Carved Heads, and between each a large Feftoon ; its 
Height is about 86 Feet. 

2. Allballows the Great, fituated on the South-fide of Thames - 
fireet , in the Ward of Dowgate, within the Walls of London, was 
re-ere&cd, and finifhed ill 1683, of the Tufcan Order, fupported

• The Frontifpioct of the Middlt Temple , -towards FUet-Jlrat , was erected in thd 
Year 1684, of Stone and Brick. The Bafis is a Ruflic Arcade of Stone, fupport- 
ing four Pilafters, Entablature, and triangular Pediment of the Ionic Order, and the 
refrof rubbed Brick. 
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and adorned with Pillars and Membrettoesai that Order, andftrong 
built of Stone. Its Length is about 87 Feet, Breadth 60, Height 
33, with a fquare Stone Tower, 86 Feet high. 

3 . Allhallows Lombard-Jlreet Church, fituated on the North -fide 
pf that Street, in the Ward of Langbourn , was rebuilt and finifhed 
in 1694. In the Church is only one Pillar, which, as alfo the Pi- 
lafters, are of the Tu/can Order j the Length is 84 Feet, Breadth 
52, Height about 30? the Altitude of the Tower is about 85, 
built fquare. 

4. St. Alban JVood-Jlreet Church, fituated on the Eaft-fide of 
Great JVood-Jlreet , in the Ward of Cripple-Gate , was rebuilt and 
finifhed in 1685 ; the Building both of the Outfide and Infide is 
Gothic , as the fame was before the Fire , in Length about 66, 
Breadth 59, Height 33 Feet j the Tower is of Stone, built fquare, 
with Gothic Pinnacles ; its Altitude is 85 Feet i-half, or tathe 
Top of the Pinnacles 92. 

5. The Church of St. Ann and Agnes y fituated on the North-* 
fide of St. Ann's- lane y within Alderfgate , was re-eredted and fi- 
nifhed in 1680, and beautified in 1703, very pleafant and orna- 
mental, tho’ fmall, ; 53 Feet fquare, and about 35 Feet high; 
and the Tower to the Top of the T urret about 84. The Roof is 
fupported by four handfome Corinthian Pillars, which are pofited 
in a Geometrical Square from each other ; its Ornament confifta 
of four Archpsof Fret- work, with Flowers, Fruit, Leaves, Che- 
rubims, &c. At the four Angles the Roof is lower, and confifta 
pf four Quadrangles, within each of which is a Circle formed by 
a Circumference of very rich Fret-work* 

6. St. Andrew’s Wardrobe Church, fituated on the Eaft-fide of 
Fuddle- dock- hilly in the Ward of Cajlle-Eaynard t was re-edified 
and finifhed in 1692, built of Brick, but finifhed or rendered over 
in Imitation of Stone j the Facies and Corners are Stone, and very 
good ruftic Quoins. The Roof is fupported by twelve 7 ufcan 
Pillars, and well ornamented with Fret- work : The Length of 
this Church is about 75, Breadth 59, Altitude 38 Feet; and 
that of the fouare Tower about 86. 

7. St. 
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7. St . Andrew' s Holhorn Church, fituated on the South-fideof 
Holborn-hill, in the Ward of Faringdon, without- the Walls of 
London, but within the Liberty, was rebuilt and finifhed in 1687, 
beautiful and fpacious ; the Columns that fupport the Roof, 
•adorned with Fret- work, are of the Corinthian Order ; the Wall* 
of Stone j the Length is 105, Breadth 63, and Height 4^F*et; 
the Altitude of the Tower, or fquare Steeple, is no Feet; it 
has four large Window* fronting E. W. N. and S. adorned 
with Pilafters, Architrave, Frize, Cornice, Pediments, and of 
the Doric Order; finifhed in 1704* 

8. St. Anthony's , alias St. Ant holin' s Church, fituated at the 
Weft-end of Watting- Street, in Cordwainer-Jlreet Ward, was re- 
erefted and finifhed in 1682, built of Stone, the Outfide of the 
Tufcan Order, but. the Roofwithin (which is an elliptical Cupola 
adorned with Fret- work of Feftoons, with four Port- hole Win- 
dows) is fupported by eight Pillars of the Compojite Order ; the 
Length is about 66, f Breadth 54, and Height within 44 Feet ; 
It has a neat Spire Steeple, in Altitude about 154 Feet. 

- 9 . St. Augujlin's neat little Church, fituated on the North -fide 
of Watling-ftreet , near St. Paul’s Cathedral, was finifhed in 1683, 
and the Steeple in 1695 ; the Church and Steeple are of Stone, 
the latter being a Tower with Acroteria, a Cupola, a Lantern 
adorned with Vafes, and a Spire, whofe lower Part is of a para- 
bolical Form. The Roof is camerated, divided into Pannels, 
adorned with Fret- work, and fupported with Pillars of the 
Ionic Order; the Length of the Church is about 51, Breadth 45/ 
and Height 30 Feet; and that of the Steeple 145 Feet. '• 

10. St. Benedict (vulgarly St. BennetJ Grafs-church fituated on 
the Eaft- fide of Grafs-church-Jlreet, in the Ward of Bridge- wit bin, 
i. e. within the Walls of London, was re-edified and finifhed in 
1685 : Its Length within is about 60, Breadth 30, Height 32 ; 
and the Steeple 149 Feet. - 

n .St. Bennet' s Paul's Wharf Church, fituated on the North- 
fide of Thames-Jlreet, in the Ward of Cafle-Baynard, was rebuilt 
in 1683, of Brick and Stone, ornamented On the^Outfide with 
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FeftdOitt Carved iri Stone found the F abric j the quadrangular Roof 
within is fupported by four- Pillars arid Pilafters of the Corinthian 
Ofder, with their Architrave, FrizC, and Cantaliever Cornice ; 
the Length within is 54, Breadth 5 o , Height 36 Feet j the Steeple 
(which is of Brick and Stone, as the Church) confifts of a Tower, 
Dome and Turret, the Altitude about 118 Feet. 

12 . St. Benedict’s (vulgo St. BennetJ F/«£-church, fituated on 
the North-fide of Tbread-needle-Jtreet, in the Ward of Broad - 
Jlreet , was built in 1673 of Stone, and is a fine Piece of Archi- 
tecture ; the Body of the Church within is a compleat Ellipfis, 
(a very commodious Form for the Auditory) and the Roof is an 
elliptical Cupola, (at the Centre of which is a Turret glazed' 
found) environed with a Cantaliever Cornice, and fupported by 
fix Columns of the Compojtte Order ; between each of which is a 
fpacious Arch, stnd fix large light Windows, with ftrong Munions 
*ndTranftrtns : The Length (or greater Diameter) of the Church is 
63, the Breadth (or lefler Diameter) 48, the Altitude 49 Feet. The 
• Steeple ednfifts 0 if a fquare Tower, Over which is a large Cupola, 
and above that a Spire, which ate together above 1 i d Feet ; and 
the Tower is adorned With FreJeoWotk of Feftootts, &c. 

13* St. Bartholomew's "Exchange (or St. Bartholomew the Left) 
Churchy fituated on the Eaft- fide of Bartholomew-lane , and near 
ike Royal-Exchange, in the Ward* of Broad-Jlreet, was rebuilt in 
1679; it is a ftrong Building, the Roof flat, adorned with Fret- 
work, and fiipported with Columns of iheTtifcan Order, and large 
Arches. Here are three fine Door-cafes, on the N . S . and W. Sides 
of the Church, whole Pilafters, Entablature, and Pediments are 
of the Corinthian Order, and adorned with Cherubinis, Shields, 
FeftoonS, &c. that towards the South being more particularly 
fpacious and fine : The Length is 78, Breadth 60, Height 41 ; 
and that of the fquare Tower ; about 90 Feet. 

14. St. Bridget , alias ifc. Bride's Church, fituated on the South- 
fide of Fleet -Jireet, in the Ward of Faringdon, without the Walls 
Of London, but Within the Liberty of the City, was rebuilt with 
great Bcautyand Strength im68o, and further adorned in 1699 ;

the Roof is elevated on Pillars and Arches, with Entablements of 
the Tufcan Order ; the Length is in, Breadth 57, Height 41 
Feet : The Altitude of the Steeple is 234 Feet; it confifts of a 
Tower, and lofty Spire of Stone, adorned with Pilafters, and 
Entablature of the Corinthian Order, arched Pediments, Urns, 

&c. and fpiry Arcades, of a moft elegant Effedt. 

1 5. Cbrijl-cburch, fituated on the North-fide of Newgate-Jlreet, 
was rebuilt in 1687 ; the Fabric is of Stone, fpacious and beauti- 
ful, with the Buttrefles on the Out-fide, and adorned with Acro- 
teria. Pine-apples, Pediments, &c. the Spire was not finished till 
1704, which islikewifeof Stone, adorned with Vafes, Gfc. the 
Roof of the Nave of the Church is camerated, and thofe of the 
two Side-ailes are flat ; the firft fup ported by ten Pillars of the 
Compojite Order ; the others by as many Pilafters of the fame 
Order; the Length is 114 Feet, Breadth 81, Height 38; the 
Altitude of the Steeple (which confifts of a Tower and Spire) is 
about 153 Feet. 

16. St. Cbrijlopber's Church, fituated on the North- weft Cor- • 
ner of 'Threadneedle-Jlreet , in the Ward of Broad-flreet , was not 
totally deftroyed by the great Fire, (the Walls partly efcaping 
the Flames) and had probably fared better, had it not been filled 
with Paper. It was foon after the Firt repaired, in 1671 j after- 
wards beautified in 1696 ; all the old Part left by the Fire is Go- 
thic, but the Pillars within are Tufcan ; the Length is 60, Breadth' 
52, Height 40 Feet j Altitude of the Tower about 80 Feet. 

1 7. St. Clement's Danes Church, fituated on the North-fide of 
the Strand, a little Weft ward of Temple-Bar, in the Liberty of 
Wejlminfer, “ being greatly decayed, was taken down in the Year 
“ 1680, and rebuilt and finilhed in 1682, &c. Sir Chrijlopber 
“ Wren , his Majefty’s Surveyor, freely and generoufly beftowing 

his great Care and Skill towards the contriving and building 
“ of it, &c.” The Fabric is of Stone, ftrong and beautiful, of the 
Corinthian Order, with a Tower, and the late. Addition thereon 
of an ornamental Steeple. The Eaft-ends both of the Church 
and Chancel are are elliptical. The Roof is camerated, fup- 
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ported with Corinthiati Columns, and inriched with Fret-work. 
On the South, fronting the Strand, is a circular Portico ©f fix 
•JodSc Pillars. The Length is 96 Feet, Breadth. 6 3, Height 48 ; 
Altitude of the Tower about 116 Feet. 

1 8. St. Clement's Eajl-cheap Church, fituated on die E ail- fide • 
of St. Clement' s- lane, near Great Eajl-cheap, in the Wardbf Can- 
dlewick-Jl r eet , w as rebuilt of Brick and Stone, in 1686, of the Com- 
pojite Order, having a Tower, flat Roof, and Pilafters round the 
Infide of the Church. The Cieling is adorned with a fpacious 
Circle, whofe Periphery is curious Fret-work. The Length is 
64, Breadth 40, Height 34; and that of the Tower 88 Feet. 

1 9. St. Dionis Back Church, fituated on the Weft-fide of Litne- 
Jlreet , in the Ward of Langbourn, 'was rebuilt in 1674; and the 
Steeple, in 1 684. The Building is chiefly of Stone ; the Tower 
and the Pillars within are ftrong; but Part of the Walls are of 
'Brick finijhed-over ; the faid Pillars and the Pilafters that 
ftrengthen the Walls within, and fupport the Roof, are of the 
Ionic Order ; as is alfo theEnd fronting Lime-Jlreet. The Length' 
is 66 Feet, Breadth 59, Height 34 ; and that of the Tower and' 
Turret 90 Feet. 

20. St. Dunjlan's in the Eajl, fituated in the Middle-way be-- 
tween Lower-Jlreet, North, and T’bames-Jlreet, South, in Lower - 
jlreet Ward. The Church was only repaired and new-beauti- 
*fied, but the Steeple was eredfced, as it now appears, .in 1698. 
The Windows and Steeple are of a modern Gothic Style, but the 
Pillars and Arches within are Lufcan. The Altitude of the Stee- 
ple, confiding of a Stone-tower and Spire, at each Corner of 
which Tower are four neat fmaller Spires, and the fifth or prin- 
cipal erected on four Gothic Arches, is 75 Feet. 

21. St. Edmund's the King, fituated on the North-fide of Lorn- 
bar d-Jlreet, in Langbourn Ward, is built of Stone, and of the 
L\ ufcan Order : The Roof is flat, and there are no Pillars within 
to fupport it. The Length is 69 Feet, Breadth 39, Height 33 ; 
and that of the Tower about 90 Feet ; the Church was rebuilt 
in 1690. 
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22. St. George's Botolpb-lane Church, fituated on the Weft-fide 
of Botqlpb-lane, in the Ward of BillingJ'gate, was rebuilt of Stone, 
in 1 674. The Roof over the two Side-ailes is flat, but that over 
the Nave is camerated, and fupport^d by Columns of the Com- 
pete Qcder. The Out-fide of the Eaft-end is adorned with a 
Stone Cornice and Pediment, and inriched with a Cherub and 
Feftoonsj the Roof with fretted Arches j and an Entablement 
above the Columns. The Length is 54 Feet, Breadth 36, Height 
36 s and of the Steeple about 84 Feet, 

23. St. James's Garlicky bill Church, fituated on the Eaft-fide. 
of that Hill, near Hbames-Jlreet , in the Ward of Vintry , was re-* 
built of Stone 1 683, vyith handfome outer Door-cafes of the Co- 
rinthian Order. The Roof within is flat, and fupported with 1 2 
Columns, befides Pilafters, of the Ionic Order. The Length is 7 5,, 
Breadth 45, Height 40 Feet ; and of the Steeple (which is 4 
Tower, with Rail and Banifter above the Cornice) about 90 Feet, 

24. St. James’s WJlminJler Church, fituated on the North-.fide 
qf Jermyn-jlreet, fronting towards St. James' s-Jquare, within the 
Liberty of the City of Wejlminjler was erected at the Charge and: 
Credit of Henry Jermyn , Earl of St. Alban's , and of the Inhabit 
tapts. Owners and Occupiers of the Houfes and Lands in this 
Precinft j apd with the Authority of an Aft of Parliament pafled 
jt/o Jacobi 2 (ii. constituting this Church parochial. The Walls 
are of Brick with Ruftic Quoins, Facias^ Doors, and Windows of 
Stone. The Roof is arched, fiipported by Pillars of the Corinthian 
Order j and the Door-cafes of the Ionic Order. The Beauty of 
this Church confifts chiefly, 1 Jl, in its Roof within, divided into 
Pannels of Crocket and Fret-work, and the twelve Columns that 
fupport it ; and in the. Cornice. 2 dly. In the Galleries. 3 dly , In 
the Door-cafes, efpecially that fronting jermyn-jlreet. \thly , In 
the Windows, efpecially two at the Eaft-end ; the upper Order 
a Venetian Window, adorned with two Columns and two Pilafi* 
ters, of the Compofite Order j the lower, of the Corinthian : The. 
Length is 84, Breadth 63, Height 42 j and that of the Steeple, 
which confifts of a Tower and Clock-fpire, 149 Feet. 
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Sf. L&vrmfit Jewry Church, fitted an the Tforth-£de of 
Cateattn-fiireet, *nd South-Weft comer. of Guildbalkyord, iff the 
Ward of Cheap, was rebuik in ifajyof Stone, and in the Coring- 
■thian Order. The Roof is flat, adqjned with Fret-work * and the 
Columns, Pilafters, and Entablement, of (he lame Order. The 
Length is 8 1, Breadth 68, Height 4oFeet; and that of theSteeple^ 
(which is a Tower-lan thorn, and fmall Spire) about 130 Feet.. 

26. St. Mag * ac s Church, hmated on the Eaft-lide and North* 
end of London Bridge, in Bridge-ward, was rebuilt in 1676, and 
the Steeple 101705, of Stone. The Roof over the Nave or 
middle Aile is camerated, and inriched with Arches of Fret- 
work ; altfo an Architrave, - Frize, and Cornice,, round the 
Walls. Over the two other Ailes flat, fupported by Columns 
of the Ionic Order, &c. The Steeple coniifts of a Tower, a 
Lanthorn, a Cupola, and fpiry Turret. The Length is 90, 
Breadth 59, Height 41 Feet ; and that of the Steeple. 

17. St. Margaret's Lotbbury Church, fituated on the North - 
fide of Lothburys in the Ward of Cckmmi-firect, was re-edified 
and finiftied in 1690, of Stone; with a Steeple, confifting of a 
fpacious Tower, on which is a fmall Dome, and on that a Spire : 
The Roof is flat, fupported with Columns on theSouth, andPila- 
fterson theNorth-fide,of the Corinthian Order. The Length is 66, 
Breadth 54, Height 36 Feet; and that of the Steeple 140 Feet. 

28. St. Margaret's Pattens Church, fituated on the North-fide* 
of Littie Tower-fireet, in the Ward of BiUingfgate, was rebuilt iiv 
1687. The Walls at the Weft-end are of Stone, but fronting 
Southward of Brick covered with a Finilhing, and Quoins of. 
Stone. The Tower is alfo of Stone, with Acroteria and Spire, 
of the Doric Order. The outer Door-cafe at the Weft-end is* 
T ufcan , and the Pillars and Pilafters within are Corinthian. The 
Roof is flat, having a Quadrangle of Fret- work, and the Arches 
adorned with the like. The Length is 66, Breadth 52, Height 
32 ; and that of the Steeple, which confifts erf a fpacious Tower 
and Spire, is 198 Feet 2 Inches. 
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29. &. Martin's ZjudgMe Church, fituated <*n the North-fid® 
of Ludgat-e-Jlreet, in the Ward of Faringdon, was rebuilt and 
finifli^d# with the Steeple, in 1684. The Walls, and four 
Columns near the four Angles of the Church that fupport the 
camerated Roof, are of Stone, of the Compqfite Order: The 
Steeple confifts of a handfome Tower, Cupola, and Spire of the - 
Tu/can. Order. Above which Cupola is a Balcony. The Length 
is 57, Breadth 66, Height 59 Feet; and of the Steeple to the 
Top of the Spire is 168 Feet.- 1 

^jo. St. Mary Abchurch , fituated on the Weft-fide of Abchurch- 
Jane, in the Ward of Candlewick-Jlreet , was rebuilt in 1686, of 
Brick, with Stone-Quoins, Windows, and Door-cafes : The 
Tower alfo is of the like Materials, which has a Cupola and' 
Spire. The Length is 63, Breadth 60, Height 51 Feet; and 
of the Steeple about 140 Feet. 

31. Sl Mary s-at-hill Church, fituated on the Weft of the 
Street, called St. Mary -hill, in the Ward of Billing/gate, was 
rebuilt in 1672. The Front towards the HHl is Stone; the reft 
of the Wall Stone; the Inlide of the Roof over the middle Aile 
is a little Arching, in the Middle whereof is a handfome Cupola: 
The Roof of the Cupola is adorned with Cherubims, Arches, 
and Leaves ; and the reft of the Church-cieling with quadran- 
gular Figures, all of Fret-work ; under which is a Cantaliever 
Cornice. The Length is 96, Breadth 60, Altitude to the 
Cieling of the, Roof 26, and to the' Center of the Cupola 38 
Feet; and that of the Steeple, confifting of a Tower and Turret> 
about 66 Feet. - • 

. 32. St . Mary' s Aldermary Church, fituated on the Eaft-fide 
of Bow- lane in the Ward of Cordwainers-Jlreet , was rebuilt by a 
private Benefaction, before the Public Fund was fettled by Par- 
liament on Coals, for rebuilding the Churches demolifhed by 
the Fire. The lower Part of the Tower was repaired by the 
Surveyor, and the upper Part new-built in 1 71 1, The Altitude 
to the Vertex of the Pinnacles is 135 Feet.

33. St. Mary Magdalen's , Old-Fifh-Jlreet Church, fituated on 
the North-fide of Little Knightrider-Jlreet , in the Ward of Caftle- 
Baynard, was rebuilt in the Year 1685, moftly of Stone ; with 
Rail and Banifter round the Outfide. There are three Ailes, 
and a handfome Stone-Tower. The Length is 60, Breadth 48* 
Height 30 Feet; and of the Tower. 

34. St. Mary's Somerfet Church, fituated on the North-fide 
of ■‘Thames- Street y in the Ward of £>ueenhythe, was rebuilt in 1695 
of Stone, with the Tower. Here are two Ailes, with a flat Roof, 
adorned with a Cornice; and between the Windows with Fret- 
work of Cherubims, &c. The Length is 83, Breadth 36, Height 
30 Feet; and of the Tower, to the Top of the higheft Pinnacles, 

1 20 Feet. 

35. St. Mary's le-bow, fituated on the South-fide of Chcapjide , 
in the Ward of Cordwainers-Jlreet . This Church was rebuilt 
and finifhed in 1 683, upon the Wall of a very ancient Church, 
about the early Time of the Roman Colony , which, by the Rifing 
of the Ground in fucceeding Ages, was intirely buried under 
the Level of the prefent Street of Chcapjide. It is built of Brick 
and Stone ; the Walls covered with a Finifhing : the Roof is 
arched, and fupported with ten Corinthian Columns.; there are 
three Ailes, befides the crofs Aile at the Weft-end. The Model 
is after that of the Lem plum Pads. 

But the principal - Ornament of this Church is the Steeple, 
eredted near the North-Weft Angle, and made contiguous by a 
a Lobby between the Church and Steeple, which is founded upon 
an old Roman Caufeivay, lying about 1 8 Feet below the Level of 
the Street. It is accounted by the judicious Artifts an admir- 
able Piece of Architedture, not to be paralleled by the Steeple 
of any parochial Church in Europe. It was defigned by the in- 
comparable Six Chrijlopher Wren , begun in 1671, and finiflied 
in i 68q. It is built of Portland-Jlone, confiding of a Tower and 
Spire: The Tower is fiquare; in the North-fide thereof is a 
Door and beautiful Door-cafe ; the Peers and Arch are of the 
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7 i ufcan Order, and adorned with two Columns of the Doric 
Order; the Metops inriched with Cherubims; above the Cornice 
is an elliptical Aperture, on the Key-piece is a Cherub, whence 
(by way of Compartment) extend two Feftoons of large Fruit, 
fuftained lower by two Cupids in a fitting Pofture, there refting 
on the Cornice; and the wholfe farther adorned with Ruftic- 
work, and another Door-cafe of the fame Form, on the Weft- . 
fide, above which on the faid North-fide, is another Aperture 
and Balcony; and a little higher a Modilion Cornice, above that 
are four Windows (on each Side one) each adorned with four 
Pilafters, with Entablement of the Ionic Order; over the Cor- 
nice a Baluftrade, andat each Angle four Cartouches, erected 
tapering ; and, on the Meeting of the upper Ends, a fpacious 
Vale, which terminates the Tower. 

The Spire begins with a circular Mure; and on that, a little 
higher than the Tops of the faid Vafes, is a Range of Columns 
with Entablature, and Aeroteria, of the Corinthian Order. This 
Balcony is adorned with Bows or Arches, all which you pafs 
under in walking round this Part of the Spire, which (a Kttle 
higher) is adorned with Pedeftals, their Columns and Entabla- 
ture of the Compojite Order; lb that here are all the five Orders , 
regularly executed. On the Order Hand Cartouches, whereon is 
eredted an Obelilk of a conliderable Altitude, and at the Vertex: 
thereof a fpacious Ball ; and above that (as a Weather-cock) is 
the Figure of a Dragon of Brafs gilt;, iir the expanded Wings is 
figured a Crofs, (the fupport of the Enfign armorial of the City 
of London..') The Dimenfionsof the Church within, are. Length 
65 and an half Feet, Breadth 63, Altitude 38; and that of the 
famous Steeple 225 Feet. 

To give the Sentiments of an Author we have taken. Occafion, 
fometimes to quote : “ The Steeple of Boia-Churcb , fays he, is 
** another Mafier-piece (of Sir Crifiopher Wren%) in a peculiar 
“ Kind of Building, which hasno fixed Rule to dirddt it, nor is i£ 

“ to be reduced to any fettled Laws of Beauty £ without doubt, if 
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“ we confider it only a Part of fome other Building, it can be 
** efteemed no other than a delightful Abfurdity : But if either 
** confidered in itfelf, or as a Decoration of a whole City in 
** Profpedt, not only to be juftified, but admired. That which 
M we have now mentioned is beyond Queftion as perfect as hu- 
“ man Imagination can contrive or execute, and 'till we fee it 
** outdone, we lhall hardly think it to be equalled.” 

36. St. Mary's Woolnoth Church, fituated on the South-fide of 
hombard-Jlreet, was repaired in 1 677. The Sides, the Roof, and 
Part of the End, having been damnified by the great Fire : The 
Steeple was old, and wanted rebuilding, which, together with the 
whole Church, is now very fubftantiaily performed by the inge- 
nious and fkilful Architect Mr. Nicholas Haw kf moor -, who for- 
merly was, and continued for many Years, a Fellow- Craft to 
D. G. Majler Wren, and was afterwards employed under him 
in the royal, and other public Works’. 

37. St. Mary Aldermanbury Church, fituated near the Middle 
of Aldermanbury, in the Ward of Cripplegate, was rebuilt in 1677, 
of Stone, with the Steeple, confifting of a Tower and Turret. 
The Roof within is camerated, and fupported with twelve Co- 
lumns of the Compojite Order : At the Eaft-end is a large Cornice 
and Pediment ; alfo two large Cartouches, and Pine- Apples of 
Stone carved ; the Infide of the Roof is adorned with Arches 
of Fret- work, and the faid Columns with an. Entablature ; the 
Cornice Cantaliever. The Length 72, Breadth 45, Height 38 
Feet, and of the Steeple about 90 Feet. 

38. St. Matthew Friday-Jlreet Church, fituated on the Weft- 
fide of Friday-Jlreet, near Cheapfide, in the Ward of Faringdon , 
was rebuilt in 1685. The Walls and Tower are of Brick, the 
Windows and Dpor-pafes Stone ; as is all the Front towards 
Friday-Jlreet. The Length is 60, Breadth 33, Height 31 ; and 
of the Tower 74 Feet. 

39. St. Michael Bajinghall (alias BaJJiJhaw) Church, fituated 
on the Weft-fide of BaJinghall-Jlreet , in the Ward of Bajpjhaw, 
was rebuilt and finilhed in 1679. The Walls are Brick; the 
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Tower of Stone ; three Ailes, the Apertures of each Side limilar 
to thofe of their Oppofites in Number and Model ; Pillars of the 
Corinthian Order : The Roof is camerated, and divided into 
Quadrangular Pannels of Crocket- work % alfo a Cantaliever Cor- 
nice, Frize, & c. enriched with Foliage, &c. the Length 70* 
Breadth 50, Height 42 Feet } and of the Tower 75 Feet. 

40. St. Michael Royal Church, on the E aft- fide of College-hill \ 
in the Ward of Vintry , was rebuilt in 1694. The Walls arc of 
Stone, and at the Eaft-end fome Brick ; a fiat fquare Roof, adorn- 
ed with Fret and Crotchet-work. The Length is 86, Breadth 
48, Height 40 i and of the Tower, about 90 Feet. 

41. St. Michael Queenhythe Church, on the South- well. Angle 
of Little 'Trinity-lane , in Thames-Jlreet, in the Ward of Styeen- 
bythe, was rebuilt in 167 7. The Walls are of Stone ; there are 
three Ailes j the Roof is fquare and flat, with the Ornament of a 
Quadrangle bounded with Fret- work. The Length 7 1 , Breadth 
40, Height 39 j and that of the Steeple, confining of a Tower 
and Spire, 335 Feet. 

42. St. Michael Woodjlreet Church, on the Weft-fide of Great 
Wood-Jbeet , in the Ward of Cripplegate, was rebuilt in 1675, of 
Stone } the Roof flat, and adorned with Fret and Crocket-work, 
the Walls with Arches and Impofts j the Front towards Wood-. 
Jlreet, with Stone Pilallers, Entablature, and pitched Pediment of 
the Ionic Order. The Length within is 63, Breadth 42, Height 
31 Feet; of the Tower 90 Feet. 

43. St. Michael Crooked-lane Church, on the Eaft-fide of St. 
Michael' t-lane, in the Ward of Candleivick-Jlreet, was rebuilt in 
1688, of Stone. The Length is 78, Breadth 46, Height 32 
Feet; and of the Tower to the Top of the Pinnacles about 100 
Feet. 

44. St. Michael Comhill Church, on the South-fide of Corn bill, 
in the Ward of Comhill, being demolilhed by the great Fire, 
(except the Tower) was rebuilt in 1672, mollly of Stone, and 
with three Ailes j the Roof camerated, having Groins and Im- 
pbfts. covered with Lead, and fupported with Tufcan Columns. 
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The Length is 87, Breadth 60, Height 35 Feet; and, of the 
Tower to the Top of the fmall ones at the Angles, 130 Feet.. 

45. St. Mildred Bread-Jbreet Church, on theEaft-fide of Bread- 
ftreet , and in the Ward of Bread-Jlreet, was rebuilt in 1683. 
The Front towards Bread-Jlreet is well built of Free- ft one ; the 
reft of the Walls, and Tower, of Brick ; the four Sides within 
the Structure are uniform, each having one Window under a 
fpacious graceful Arch ; and the Roof is a Dome, whofe Bafe’s 
Circumference touches the four Arches aforefaid. Here are two 
Ailes, and the Steeple is placed at the South-Eaft Angle of the 
Church. The Arches and Walls within are adorned with great 
Variety of Fret-work, &c. The Length is 62, Breadth 36, 
Height 40 Feet, and to the Top of the Dome 52 Feet; and of 
the Steeple to the Top of the Spire 140. 

46. St. Mildred Poultry Church, on the North-fide of the 
Poultry , near Stocks-market , in the Ward of Cheap , was rebuilt 
in 1676, of Stone, and has three fmall Ailes, with a flat quadran- 
gular Roof, adorned with Fret-work, &c. The Outfide next the 
Poultry has a Cornice, Pediment^ and Acroters, with Enrich- 
ments of Foliage, &c. all Cut in Stone. The Length is 56, 
Breadth .42, Height 36 Feet ; and of the Stone Tower 75. 

47. St. Nicholas Cole- Abbey Church, on the South-fide of Old 
FiJh-Jlreet , in the Ward of §lyeenhytbe, was rebuilt in 1677, The 
Walls are well built of Stone j die Steeple is a Tower, and a Fruf- 
- turn of a Pyramid covered with Lead, and Balcony at the upper End > 

there are three Ailes ; the Roof is flat, adorned with Pannels of 
Crocket-work ; and the Walls with Corinthian Pilafters. The 
Length is 63, Breadth 43, Height 36 Feet; and of theSteepleijj. 

48. St. O laves Jewry Church, on the Weft-fideof tht Old Jewry, 
in the Ward of Coleman-Jlreet , was rebuiltin 1673. TheWallsare 
partly Brick, With Stone Facias, Windows, Door-cafes j the Out- 
fide of the Eaft-end is adorned with Pilafters, Cornice, and a fpa- 
cious pitched Pediment; the upper Part of the Walls, atthemeet- 
ingwith theRoof round theChurch,is enriched witKCherubims, 
Feftoons, and Cartouches : There are two Ailes, and a very large 
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Chancel. The Steeple is of Stone.confiftmgof a handfome Tower, 
with Pinnacles. The Length is 78, Breadth 34, Height 36Feet ; 
and of the Tower, to the Top of its Pinnacles, about 88 Feet. 

49. St. Peter’s Church in Cornhill, was rebuilt in 1681, of Stone, 
except Part of theSouth-fide, and the Tower, which is Brick; the 
reft of the. Steeple, viz. the Dome and Spire, are Timber covered 
with Lead ; the Roof within is camerated, and fupported with 
fquare Pillars, adorned with Pilafters of the Corinthian Order ; 
and there are three Ailes. The Length is 80, Breadth 47, Height 
40 ; and of the Steeple, about 140 Feet. 

50. St. Sepulchre's Church, on the North- fide of Snow-bill, in the 
Ward of Faringdon without, being almoft demolifiied by the great 
Fire (except Part of the Wall and Steeple) was rebuilt in 1670. 
The Walls are of Stone ftrengthened with Buttrefles; the Tower 
is alfo of Stone, with four frnall Spires, one at each Angle, which, 
as allb the Windows, are modern Gothic j the Roof over theNave 
is camerated, but is flat ; and lower about 8 Feet over the Side- 
ailes, fupported with twelve ftrong Stone Columns of the Tufcan 
Order. The Length is (befides the Paflage or Ambulatory to the 
Weft-end) 126 Feet, Breadth (excluding the Chapel on the 
North- fide) 58, Height of the Roof over the Middle-aile 35; 
and of the Tower and Spires, about 140 Feet. 

51. St. Stephen’s Coleman-Jlreet , was rebuilt in 1676, chiefly 
of Stone, with two Ailes. The Roof is flat, without Pillars to 
fupport it. On the Outfide, the Front of the Eaft-endis adorn- 
ed a Cornice and circular Pediment between two Pine-apples, 
&c. The Length is 75, Breadth 35, Height 44; and of the 
Tower, befides the Turret, 65 Feet. 

52. St. Stephen’s Wallbrook Church, near Stocks-market , was re- 
built in 1676. The Walls and Tower are of Stone; the Roof within t 
over the Middle-aile, is arched in the Center of which is a fpacious 
Cupola, and a Lantern in theMiddle of that : Over the reft of the 
Church the Roof is flat, fupported by Corinthian Columns and Pi- 
lafters. Here are three Ailes, and a Crofs-aile. The Length is 75, 
Breadth 56, Altitude of the middle Roof 34, of the Cupola and 

Lantern 
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Lantern 58 Feet; and of the Tower to the Top of the Rail and 
Banifter, about 70 Feet. 

“ Wallbrook Church, fo littleknown amongus, is famousallover 
«* Europe, and is juftly reputed the Mafter-piece of the celebrated 
“ Sir CbriJiopherWren. Perhaps Italy itfelf can produce no modern 
** Building that can vie with this, in Tafte or Proportion : There 
** is not a Beauty which the Plan would admit of, that is not to be 
** found here in its greateft Perfection; and Foreigners very juftly 
“ call our Judgment in queftion for underftanding its Graces no 
“ better, and allowing it no higher a Degree of Fame.” 

53. St. S wit bin’s Church, on the North-fide of Cannon-Jlreet, 
near London-Jlone, in the Ward of Wallbrook , was rebuilt in 1679, 
of Stone, with the T o wer ; the Roof fupported with Demi -columns 
of the Compojite Order. Here are three Ailes; and the whole is 
commodious and pleafant, though fmall. The Length 61 Feet 
from North to South, from Eaft to Weft 42, Height 40; and 
of the Tower and Spire 150 Feet. 

54. St. Vedaft, alias Fojier Church, on the Eaft-lide of Fojler- 
lane , in the Ward of Farringdon , was rebuilt in 1 697, of Stone, 
with three Ailes ; the Roof flat, fupported on the South-fide 
with Hufcan Columns, and adorned with an eliptical Figure 
within a Parrallelogram, environed with curious Fret- work, &c. 
The Length is 69 Feet, Breadth 5 1, Altitude 316 ; and of the 
Tower, about 90 Feet. 

The King alfo founded Cbeljea-Hofpital for old Soldiers, and 
a- moft curious New Palace at Greenwich from a Defign of Inigo 
Jones, conducted by Grand Warden Web as Mafier of Work; 
and another Palace at Winchefier , deflgned by Grand Majler 
Wren, an excellent Pile of the richeft Corinthian Order, covered 
in before the King’s Death, but never finilhed, and now in Ruins. 
It extends to the Weft 326 Feet, to the South 216 Feet. * There 

* was particularly intended a large Cupola, 30 Feet above the Roof, 

* which would have been feen a great Way to the Sea; and alfo a 
« regular Street of handfomeHoufes, leading in a direCt Line down 

* the Hill, from the Front of the Palace to the Weft-gate of the 
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* Cathedral; for which, and for the Parks, the Ground was pro- 

* cured;’ and Preparations made for proper Plantations, anecef- 
fary Ornament for that open Situation. D. G. Mafier Wren had ' 
projected alfo to have brought from the Downs a River thro’ the 
Park, which would have formed a Cafcade of 30 Feet Fall. The 
whole Difpolition of this Palace was fuch, as made it esteemed by 
the beft Judges an excellent Model of a Royal-hunting-feat. In 
-this Place, (where probably had been the Roman Fratormm) 

* ftood a n ancient Cattle, which had been often befieged, but 

* never fo.ftraitly, as when Maud the Emprefs maintained it againft 
‘-King Stephen . In digging for the new Foundations, were dif- 

* covered divers Roman and Saxon Antiquities, as Coins of Con- 

* fiahtine the Great , and others; a Brick Pavement of the tejjel - 
‘ lated Work ; a round Brafs Seal, with a Head engraved, and this 

* Infcription in Saxon Characters,

The King ordered Sir William Bruce, Baronet , Grand 
Mafier of Scotland, to rebuild his Palace of Holyrood-Houfe at 
Edinburgh in the beft Augufian Style, and the Scottijh Secretary’s 
Office at Whitehall. G. Mafier Bruce built alfo his own pretty 
Seat at Kinrojs. 

£ So that the Fellow Crafts were never more employed than in 
this Reign, nor in a more lofty Style ; and many Lodges were con- 
ftituted throughout the Iflands* by Leave of the ffeveral noble 
Grand Mafiers: For after Grand Mafier Rivers demitted, A. D. 
1674, 

George Villars Duke of Bucks, an old Mafon, fucceeded 
as G. Mafier of England ; but being indolent, he left all Bufinefs 
to his Deputy Wren and his Wardens.

* For befides many other fine Structures in and about London , many noble Man _ 
Jions in the Country were built or founded ; as — Wing-Houfe , Bedfordjhire— Chevtning 
in Kent — Ambrofebury in Wiltjbire — Hotham*Houfe and Stainborougb,' Yorkjbire— 
Palace of Hamilton in Clydefdale—Sterling-Houfe, near the Cadle—Vrumlanrig in 
Nidfdale , and many more. 
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By an Infcription in the Middle of the Church of St. Dunjlaris 
' Fleet-Jireet , near the Chancel, it appears that one Edward 
Marshal, Efq; had been Master Mason of England; 
probably under the Protectorate : And that King Charles II. had 
alfo appointed his Son, Joshua Marshal, Efq; Master 
Mason, at a Time when the rebuilding of the City of London 
required a great Increafe of Majlers as well as Fellow-Crafts. 

Henry Bennet, Earl of Arlington , fucceeded Grand Majler 
Vill ars ; and this to, was too deeply engaged in Affairs of State, 
to vifite the Lodges: Yet inhis Majlerjhip the Fraternity was con- 
fiderable ftill, and many Gentlemen requefted to be admitted. 

But many of the Fraternity’s Records of this and former Reigns 
were loft in the next, and at the Revolution j and many of them 
were too haftily burnt in our Time from a Fear of making Difco- 
veries, that we have not fo ample an Account as could be wifhed, 
of the Grand Lodge , & c. 

King Charles II. dying on the 6th of February , 1684-5, his 
Brother fucceeded, viz e 

4. James II. Stewart , aged 51 Years. A moft excellent Statue 
of him ftill ftands in Whitehall. But not being a Brother Mafon, 
the Art was much neglefted, and People of all forts were other* 
wife engaged in this Reign : Only upon the Death of Grand 
Mafter Arlington, 1685, the Lodges met and elected

Mr. Edward Strong , \ Grand Wardens ‘ { St, Paufa he annually 
met thofe Brethren that could attend him, to keep up good old

William of NaJJau, Prince of Orangey landed on the 5th 
of November, 1 688 5 and King J ames failed to France on the 
23d of December following, and died there on the 6th of Sep- 
tember, 1701.

U PON King James's going off, the Convention of States en- 
tailed the Crown of England upon King James's two 
Daughters, Mary Princefs of Orange , and Anne Princefs of 
Denmark, and their Iffue. And failing them on William 
Prince of* Orange ; for,, his Mother, Mary Stewart, was King 
James's eldeft Sifter: But Orange was to reign only during 
Life. Accordingly on the 13th of Februry, 1688-9.

Particular Lodges were not fo frequent and moftly occafional 
in the South, except in or near the Places where great Works 
were carried on. Thus Sir Robert Clayton, Lord Mayor of 
London, got an Occafional Lodge of his Brother Mafiers to meet 
at St. Thomas's Hojpital Southwark, A. D. 1693, an d t0 advife 
the Governors about the beft Defign of rebuilding that Hofpital, 
as it now'ftands moft beautiful; near which ^fiated Lodge con- 
tinued long afterwards. 

Besides that and the old Lodge of St. Paul’ s, as could be re- 
membered by fome Brothers yet living in 1 730, there was an- 
other in Piccadilly , over againft St. James’s Church; one near 
Wefiminfier Abby, another near Covent-Garden, one in Holborn , 
one on Tower-Hill, and fome more that affembled ftatedly. 

The King was privately made a Free-Mafon, approved of their 
Choice of Grand Mafier Wren, and encouraged him in rearing 
St. Paul's Cathedral, and the great New Part ofHAMPTON-CouRT

in the Augujlan Stile , by far the fineft Royal Houfe in England '» 
after an old Delign of Inigo Jones, where a bright Lodge was held 
during the Building. The Facade, or King's Apartment , fronting 
the Privy r garden, and Thames, extends 328 Feet; the Facade, 
or Sheen's Apartment , fronting the Houfe- park, extends 330 Feet > 
the Accefs to the principal Stair- cafe leading to the King' s-Jide, is 
through a beautiful Portico of about 90 Feet long, confiding of a 
Colonade of 1 6 duplicated Pillars, of the lonick Order. ** Both 
“ Houfe and Parks being environ’d on three Sides with the River 
“ Thames , and confequently enjoying as pleafant a Situation as the 
** Prudence of its firft Founder Cardinal Wolfey could feledt for it, 
“ was indeed a Piece of Work of great Beauty and Magnificence 
** for the Age it was built in. But the Addition made to it by 
“ King William and Queen Mary do fo far excel what it was before, 
“ that they evidently (hew what vaft Advancements Architedture 
has received fince that Time.”

If the World had not been depriv’d fo foon of the ineftimable 
Life of Queen Mary , and had the Surveyor been impower’d to have 
finiftied his whole Defign, Lt land’s Defcriptipn of Hampton Court 
would have been a truer Refemblance of its latter than primitive 
State.

. The King alfo built his little Palace of Kenjington, and finifh’d 
Cbelfea Hofpital. The Induftry, and Condudtof Sir Cbrifiopber , and 
Sir Stephen Fox , jointly in the Eredtion and Settlement hereof, are 
worthy Remembrance : Sir Stephen Fox , a Lord of the Treafury , 
took care for the due Payment of the Works ; whilfi: the Surveyor 

A a vigoroufly 
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vigoroufly profecuicd his Part in the Buildings \ and laftly prefer ib’d 
the Statutes, and whole Qeconoroy of the Houfe, which for Clea/v* 
linefs, Health, and Convenience, is defervedly efteem’d one of the 
belt regulated in Europe ; well foiting, in every, particular, the pious 
Defign, and Munificence of ks royal Founders. 

He alfo appointed the fine new Palace of Greenwich (begun by 
King Charles II.) to be an Ho/pkalfor old Seamen, A. D. 1695, 
and order’d it to be finhh’d as begun after Jones' s old Defign . The 
Surveyor was among the firfb who addrefs’d their Majeflies King 
William and Quern Mary , to convert the Site and Buildings of their 
Royal Palace to this mod charitable Ufe* r which was alfoinduftrr- 
oufly promoted by the .Lord Sommers , Mr. Evelyn, Mr. Bridgman 
Secretary of the Admiralty , and Mr. JLownds Secretary of the Ireer- 
Jury. This extenfive Charky was not only calculated for thti 
Relief and Support of the veteran Seamen, and fucb as had been 
wounded or difabled in the Service, but alfo for the Relief and 
Maintenance of fuch Widows, and the, Education of fuch Orphans, 
whofe Hufbands, and Parents had been- flam in the Defence of the 
Nation, at Sea. A Project feafonably adjufted for the Encourage- 
ment and Improvement of that other moil important Branch of 
the nationaL Defence, the naval Arms of Great- Britain. After 
the Grant had. pafs.’dt the great. Seal, and an -ample* Commtffion ajv 
pointed, with Powers to conduct and regulate all Affairs relating 
to the Building of the Bofpital -, and the Surveyor nominated a 
Dire 3 or, and chief Archite^ oi thisgreat Undertaking, hechear- 
fully engag’d in the Work, gratis, and contriv’d the new Fabrick 
extenfive, durable, and magnificent, conformable to the graceful. 
Pavilion, which had been cre&ed there by King Charles the Se- . \ 
cond, and originally intended for his own Palace ; contributing his 
Time, Labour and Skill, and profecuting the Works for feveral 
Years, with all the Expedition the Circum fiances of Affairs would 
allow ; without any Salary, Emolument or Reward (which good 
Example, ’tis to be hoped, has been fince follow’d j) preferring in 
this, as in every other Paflage of his Life, the public Service to 

any 
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any private Advantage of his own, by the Acqueft of Wealth, of 
which he had always a great Contempt. 

This Year our moft noble Brother Charles Lennox Duke of 
Richmond and Lennox (Father of the late Duke) Majier of a Lodge 
at Cbichefter, coming to the annual Afiembly and Feaft at London , 
was chofen <$ranb Staffer, and approv’d by the King. 

Sir Chr istopher Wren was ( Edward Strong, fen. | Grand 
his D. G. Mafter, who afted as {Edward Strong, jun. } Wardens. 
before at the Head of the Craft, and was again chofen Grand Majier, 
A. D. 1698. 

In this Reign Naval Architecture was wonderfully improv’d j 
and the King difcover’d his High Tafte in building his elegant 
Palace at Loo in Holland, till he died at Kenftngton 8 March 170 1-2, 
when 

7. Ann Stewart r the other Daughter of King James II. aged 
38 Years, fucceeded as Queen Sovereign, Wife of Georoe Prince 
of "Denmark : He was the Patron of Ajltononters and Navigators , 
and died at Renjtngton a 8 OB. 1708. 

Queen Ann enlarg’d St, James ' s Palace, and after the famous 
Battle of Blenheim , A. D. ijo 4, demolish'd the old Royal Caftle 
of Wood-Stock in Oxfordfhire, and built in its ftead the Caftle of Blen- 
heim for her General John Churchill Duke of Marlborough. 

The Queen in her 5th Year, united the two Kingdoms of Eng- 
land and Scotland into the one Kingdom of Grbat-Britain, 
which commenced on 1 May , 1707. 

After the Union of die Crowns 104 Years. 

The §>yeen and Parliament ena&ed the Building of 50 new ad- 
ditional Parijh Churches in the Cities of London and Wejlminjler : 
Grand Majier Wren, being appointed not only Surveyor, but one 
of the Commiflioncrs for carrying on the Works, attended that Ser- 
vice with all the Application his other Offices would permit ; and 
preparatory thereunto, took KicGafton to impart his Thoughts to this 
Effect, in a Letter to a Friend in that Commiffion. 

A a 2 SINCE 
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S INCE Providence, in great Mercy, has protracted my Age, to 
the finifhing the cathedral Church of St. Paul , and the paro- 
chial Churches of London , in lieu of thofe demolifh’d by the Fire \ 

(all which were executed during the Fatigues of my Employment 
in the Service of the Crown, from that time to the prefent happy 
Reign j) and being now conftituted one of the Commiffioners for 
Building, purfuant to the late Aft, Fifty more Churches in London 
and JVejiminfter ; I fhall prefume to communicate briefly my Senti- 
ments, after long Experience * and without further Ceremony ex- 
hibit to better Judgment, what at prefent occurs to me, in a tran- 
fient View of this whole Affair j not doubting but that the Debates 
of the worthy Commiflioners may hereafter give me occaflon to 
change, or add to thefe Speculations. 

i. Firft, I conceive the Churches fhould be built, not where' 
vacant Ground may be cheapeft purchafed -in the Extremities of the 
Suburbs, but among the thicker Inhabitants, for Convenience of the- 
better fort, although the Site of them fhould coft more ; the better 
Inhabitants contributing moll to the future Repairs, and the Minis- 
ters and Officers of the Church, and Charges of the Parifh. 

2 . I could wifh that all Burials in Churches might be difallowed,. 
which is not only unwholefome, but the Pavements can never be. 
kept even, nor Pews upright : And if the Church-yard be clofe 
about the Church, this alfo is inconvenient, becaufe the Ground 
being continually raifed by the Graves, occafions in Time a DefcenC 
by Steps into the Church, which renders it damp, and the Walls, 
green, as appears evidently in all old Churches. 

3. It will be enquired, where then fhall be the Burials ? I anfwer 
in Cemeteries Seated in the Out-fkirts of the Town : And fince 
it is become the Fafhion of the Age to folemnize Funerals by a. 
Train of Coaches, (even where the Deceafed are of moderate Con- ' 
dition) though the Cemeteries fhould be half a Mile, or more, dis- 
tant from the Church : the Charge need be little or no more than; 
ufual j the Service may be firft performed in the Church : But for. 

the- 
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the Poor, and fuch as muft be interred at the Parifh Charge, z 
publick Hearfe of two Wheels and one Horfe may be kept at fmall 
Expence, the ufual Bearers to lead the Horfe, and take out the 
Corpfe at the Grave. A Piece of Ground of two Acres in the 
Fields will be purchafed for much lefs than two Rods among the 
Buildings: This being inclofed with. a ftrong Brick Wall, and 
haying a Walk round, and two croft Walks, decently planted with 
Yew-trees, the four Quarters; may ferve four Parifhes, where the 
Dead need not be difturbed at the Pleafure of the Sexton, or piled 
four or five upon one another, or Bones thrown out to gain Room. 
In thefe Places beautiful Monuments may be erected ^ but yet the 
Dimenfions fhoiild be regulated by an Architect, and not left to 
the Fancy of every Mafon ; for thus the Rich, with large Marble 
Tombs,! would fhoulder out the Poor j when a Pyramid, a good 
Buft, or Statue on a proper Pedeftal, Will take up little Room in 
the Quarters, and be properer than Figures lying on Marble Beds : 
The Walls will contain Efcutcheans and Memorials for the Dead, 
and the Area good Air and Walks for the Living. It may be con*- 
fidered further, that .if the Cemeteries be thus thrown into the 
Fields, they will bound the Exceflive Growth of the City with a 
graceful Border, which is now encircled with Scavengers Dung- 
Stalls. 

< 4. As to the Situation of the Churches, I fhould propofe they 

be brought as forward as poffible into the larger and more open 
Streets, not in obfcure Lanes, nor where Coaches will be much 
obftruded in the Paffage. Nor are we, I think, too nicely to ob- 
ferve Eaft or Weft in the Polition, unlefs it falls out properly : 
Such Fronts as fhall. happen to lie mod open in View fhould be 
adorned with Porticos, bbth for Beauty and Convenience ; which 
together with handfome Spires, or Lanterns, riling in good Propor- 
tion above the neighbouring Houfes, (of which I have given feve- 
ral> Examples in the City of different Forms) may be of fufficient 
Ornament to the Town, without a great Expence for enriching the 
outward Walls of the Churches, in which Plainnefs and Duration, 

ought 
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ought principally, if not wholly, to be ftudied. When a Parifh is 
divided, I fuppofe it may be thought fufficient, if the Mother- 
Church has a Tower large enough for a good Ring of Bells, and 
the other Churches fmaller Towers for two or three Bells : becaufe 
great Towers and lofty Steeples, are fometimes moire than half 
the Charge of the Church. 

5. I fhall mention fomething of the Materials for publick Fa- 
bricks. It is true, the mighty Demand for the hafly Works of 
thoufands of Houfes at once, after the Fire of London , and the 
Frauds of thofe who built by the Great, have fo debated the Value 
of Materials, that good Bricks are not to be now had, without 
greater Prices than formerly, and indeed if rightly made, will de- 
ferve them ; but Brick-makers fpoil the Earth in the mixing and 
hafty burning, till the Bricks will hardly bear Weight; though the 
Earth about London , rightly managed, will yield as good Bricks as* 
were the Roman Bricks, (which I have often found in the old Ruins 
of the City) and will endure, in our Air, beyond any Stone our 
Ifland affords; which unlefs the Quarries lie near the Sea, are too 
dear for general Ufe : .The beft is Portland, or Rocb-abbey Stone ^ 
but thefe are not without their Faults. The next Material is the 
Lime; Chalk-Lime is the conflant Practice, which, well mixed 
with good Sand, is not amifs, though much worfe than hard Stone- 
Lime. The Vaulting of St. Parts is a Fendering as hard as Stone ; 
it is compO&d of Cockle-fhell-Lime, well beaten with Sand ; the 
more' Labour in the beating, the better and ftronger the Mortar. I 
fhall fay nothing of Marble, (though England , Scotland, and Ire- 
land, afford good, and of beautiful Colours) but this will prove too 
coftlyforour Purpofe, unlefs for Altar-pieces. In Windows and 
Doors Portland Stone fnay be ufed, with good Bricks, and Stone 
Quoyns. As to Roofc, good Oak is certainly the beft ; becaufe it 
will bear fome Negligence : The Church- wardens Care may be 
defe drive in fpeedy mending Drips ; they ufually white- wafh the 
Church, and fet up their Names, but negledt to preferve the Roof 
over their Heads : It muft be allowed, that the Roof being more 
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oat tif Sight, is dill more unminded. Next to Oak, is good yellow 
.Deal, which' is a Timber of* Length, and light, and makes excel- 
lent Work at fird, but if negledted will fpeedily periih, efpecially 
if Gutters (which is a general Fault in Builders) be made to run 
uppn the principal Rafters, the Ruin may be fuddcn. Our Sex- 
fervide for Oak, and the Wars m the North-fea, make Timber at 
prefent of excefiive Price. I fuppofe ere long we mud have re- 
courfc to the JVefi- Indies, where mod excellent Timber may be had 
for cutting and fetching. Our Tiles are ill made, and our Slate not 
gpod ; Lead is certainly the bell and lighted Covering, and being 
of our own Growth and Manufacture, and lading, if properly laid, 
for many hundred Years, is, without quedion, the mod prefera- 
ble, though I will not deny but an excellent Tile may be made to 
he very durable : Our Artifans ace not yet indrufted in it, and it is 
^oi foao done to inform them. . 

6. The Capacity and Dimenfions of the new Churches may be 
determined by a Calculation- It is, as I take it, pretty certain, that 
the Number of Inhabitants, for whom thefe Churches are provided, 
are dye times as many as thofe in the City, wha were burnt out,, 
and prohably more than 4.00,000 grown Perfons that diould come 
to Church, for whom thefe fifty Churches are to be povided,. 
(befides fome Chapels already! built, though too final 1 to be made 
parochial.) Now,, if the Churches could hold each zooo, it would 
yet be very fbort of the necedary Supply. The Churches there- 
fore mud. be large; but dill, in our reformed Religion, it diould 
feem vain to make a Parijh-churcb larger than that all who are 
prefent can. both, hear and fee. The Rmanijls , indeed, may. build 
larger Churches; it is enough if they hear the Mikrmur of the Mafs, 
and fee the Elevation of the Hod, but ours are to be fitted for Au- 
ditories.. I can hardly think it padticable to make a fingle Room, 
fo capacious, with Pews and Galleries, as to hold above aooo Per- 
fons, and all to bear the Service, and both to hear didindtly, and 
fee the. Preacher. 1 endeavoured to effedt this, in building the Pa- 
rifh Church of St. James’s, Wejlminjler , which, I prefume, is the 
4 mod,. 
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molt capacious, with thefe Qualifications, that hath yet been built ; 
and yet at a folemn Time, when the Church was much crowded, 
I could not difcern from a Gallery, that aooo were prefent. In this 
Church I mention, though very broad, and the middle Nave 
arched up, yet as there are no Walls of a fecond Order, nor 
Lanterns, nor Buttrefles, but the whole Roof refts upon the 
Pillars, as do alfo the Galleries ; I think it may be found beautiful 
•and convenient, and as fuch the cheapeft of any Form I could 
invent. 

7. Concerning the Placing of the Pulpit, I lhall obferve— A 
moderate Voice may be heard 50 Feet diftant before the Preacher,- 
30 Feet on each Side, and 20 behind the Pulpit ; and not this, 
unlefs the Pronunciation be diftindl and equal, without lofingthe 
Voice at the laft Word of the Sentence, which is commonly em- 
phatical, and if obfcured, fpoils the whole Senfe. A Frenchman 
is heard further than an Englijh Preacher, becaufe he raifes his 
Voice, and not finks his laft Words : I mention this as an infuffer- 
able Fault in the Pronunciation of fome of our otherwife excellent 
Preachers ; which Schoolmafters might correct in the young, as a 
vicious Pronunciation, and not as the Roman Orators fpoke : For 
the principal Verb is in Latin ufually the laft Word ; and if that be 
loft, what becomes of the Sentence ? 

8. By what I have laid, it may be thought reafonable, that the 
new Church fhould be at leaft 60 Feet broad, and 90 Feet long, 
befides a Chancel at one End, and. the Bellfrey and Portico at the 
other. Thefe Proportions may be varied; but to build more 
Room, than that every Perfon may conveniently hear and fee, is 
to create Noife and Confufion. A Church fliould not be fo filled 
with Pews, but that the Poor may have Room enough to ftand and 
fit in the Alleys, for to them equally is the Gofpel preached. It 
were to be wiihed there were to be no Pews, but Benches ; but 
there is no ftemming the Tide of Profit, and the Advantage of 
PeW»keepers; efpecially too; fince by Pews in the Chapels of Eafe, 

the 
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the Minifter is chiefly fupported. It is evident, thefe fifty Churches 
are not enough for the prefent Inhabitants, and the Town will 
continually grow * but it is to be hoped, that hereafter more may 
be added, as the Wifdom of the Government fhall think fit ; and 
therefore the Parishes fhould be fo divided, as to leave Room for 
Sub-divifions, or at lead for Chapels of Eafe. 

About the fame Time the excellent Majbns, under the Direction 
of their Grand Mafler , fhewed their Skill in Buckingham Houfe 
and Marlborough Houfe in St. James’s Park, Powis Houfe in Or- 
mond-fireet , the Opera Houfe in the Haymarket , and many more 
about Town : And in the Country the Duke of Devonjhire’s fine 
Cbatfwortb in Derby/hire , Stourton in Wiltjhire, the Earl of Carlijle' s 
Caftle Howard near York, Helmjley Houfe or Duncomb Park , Mere- 
worth Houfe in Kent, Wilbury Houfe in Wiltjhire, &c. Nay, 
after the Peace of Utrecht , many rich old Officers in the Army, 
returning home good Connoffieurs in Architecture, delighted in 
raffing ftately Manfions. 

But the Augustan Stile was mod richly difplayed at Oxford, 
in the New Chapel of Trinity College by Dr. Bathu R6T» in Peck- 
Water-Square of Chrijl’ s-Cburcb College by Dr. Aldrige, in 
fern’s -College by Dr. Lancaster, elegantly rebuilt, in Allballow’ s 
Church, the new Printing- Houfe, &c. 

Grand Majler Wren, who had defigned St. Paul’s, London , 
A. D. 1673 i and, as Majler of Work, had conducted it from 
the Footfone, had the Honour to finifh that noble Cathedral. 
The fird Stone of this Bafilica was laid in the Year 1675, and the 
Works carried on with fuch Care and Indudry, that, by the Year 
1685, the Walls of the Quire and Side-lfles were finished, with 
the circular North and South Porticos ; and the great Pillars of 
the Dome brought to the fame Height : And it pleafed God in his 
Mercy to blefs the Grand Master with Health and. Length of 
Days, and to enable him to compleat the whole Structure in the Year 
1710,, to the Glory of his mod holy Name, and Promotion of 

B b his 
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his divine Worfhip, the principal Ornament of the Imperial Seat 
of this Realm. * Majefas convent ijia Deo . 

The higheft or laft Stone on the Top of the Lantern was laid by 
the Hands of theGRAND Master’s Son, Christopher Wren, 
Efq; deputed by his Father in the Prefence of that excellent Artificer 
Mr. Strong , and his Son, Grand Wardens, and other Free and 
Accepted Mafons, and the Fellow-Crafts , chiefly employed in the 
Execution of the Work. 

Thus was this mighty Fabrick, the fecond Church for Grandeur 
in Europe , in the Space of 35 Years, begun and finished by one 
Architect, and under one Bifliop of London, Dr; Henry Compton $ 
the Charge fupported chiefly by a fmall and eafy Impofition on 
Sea*coal brought to the Port of London : Whereas the Church of 
St. Peter in Rome (the only Edifice that can come in Competition 
with it) continued in the Building the Space of 145 Years, car- 
ried' on by no lefs than 12 Architects fucceffively j a (filled by the 
Police and Interefts of the Roman See ; the ready Acquifition of 
Marble, and attended by the belt Artifts of the World in Sculp- 
ture, Statuary, Painting, and Mofaic Work, during the Reigns of 
1 9 Popes *f*.

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“ The grand Cathedral of St. Paul's (fays an ingenious Writer) 
«' is undoubtedly one of the moft magnificent modern Buildings in. 
“ Europe ; all the Parts of which it is compofed are fuperlatively 
“ beautiful and noble j the North and South Fronts in particular 
“ are very perfect Pieces of Architecture} neither ought the Eaft 
“ to go without due Applaufe* The two Spires at the Weft End 
** are in a finifhed Tafte ; and the Portico with the Afcent, and 
** the Dome that rifes in the Center of the Whole, afford a very 
“ auguft and furprizing ProfpeCt.’* 

The Age and Infirmities of the Grand Majler, which prevented 
his Attendance on this folemn Occafion, obliged him. from , this 
Time forward to great. Retirement : So that the Lodges fuffered 
greatly for Want of his Prefence, as ufual, invifiting and regulating 
their Meetings } and were at laft reduced to the fmall Number, as 
mentioned on Page 176. 

Queen Ann died at Kenjington, without Iffue, on Aug. 1, 1714. 
She was the laft of the Race of King Charles I. upon the Throne 
of Britain ; for the others, being Romans , are excluded by the 
Adt of Parliament for fettling the Crown upon the Protejlant Heirs 
of his Sifter Elizabeth Stewart, Queen of Bohemia above, , viz* 
on her Daughter the Princefs Sophia EleCferefs Dowager of Bruns- 
wick- Lunenbourg ; aud fhe dying a little before Queen Ann, her 
Son George, the Eledlor of Hanover , fucceeded on the faid firftt 
of Aug. 1714.

1 . King George I. entered London moft magnificently on Sept:. 
20, 1714} and, after the Rebellion, A. D. 1716, the few Lodges 
at London , wanting an aCtive Grand Majler, by Reafon of Sir 
Christopher Wren’s Difability, thought fit to cement under a 
new Grand Mafier , as the Center of Union and Harmony. For- 
this Purpofe the Lodges,

And fome old Brothers met at the faid Apple-Tree ; and having 
put into the Chair the oldeft Majler Mafon (being the Majler of a 
Lodge) they conftituted themfelves a Grand Lodge pro Tempore 
in due Form , and forthwith revived the Quarterly Communication 
of the Officers of Lodges (called the 4$ranb Sobge) refolved to 
hold the Annual Assembly and Feast, and then to chufe a 
Grand Master from among themfelves, till they (hould have, 
the Honour of a Noble Brother at their Head. 

Accordingly . 

On St. John Baptist’s Day, in the 3d Year of King George 
I, A. D. 1717, the ASSEMBLY and Feast of the Free and 
Accepted Mafons was held at the forefaid Goofe and Gridiron ; 
now removed to the Sheen's- Arms Tavern in St ..Fauts Church- 
yard. 

Before Dinner, the oldeft Majler Mafon (being the Mafter of a. 
Lodge ) in the Chair, propofed a Lift of proper Candidates; and. 
the Brethren by a Majority of Hands, eledted

who being forthwith inverted with the Badges of Office and Power 
by the faid oldeft Mafter, and inftalled, was duly congratulated by. 
the Aflembly, who paid him the Homage.

This Year, at fome private Lodges, feveral very valuable Ma~ 
nuferipts (for they had nothing yet in Print) concerning the Fra- 
ternity, their Lodges, Regulations, Charges, Secrets, and Ufages, 
(particularly one writ by Mr Nicholas Stone, the Warden of Inigo 
Jones) were too haftily burnt by fome fcrupulous Brothers, that 
thole Papers might not fall into ftrange Hands.

It was agreed, in order to avoid Difputes on the Annual Feaft-

Then the Grand Wardens were ordered, as ufual, to prepare the 
Feaft, and to take feme Stewards to their Affiftance, Brothers 
of Ability and Capacity, and to appoint fome Brethren, as Waiters, 
to attend the Tables ; for that no Strangers muft be there. But 
the Grand Officers not finding a proper Number of Stewards , 
Josiah Villeneau, Upholder in the Borough of Southwark, ge- 
neroufly undertook the Whole himfelf, attended by Thomas Morrice, 
Francis Bailey, and other Waiters.

A SSEMBLY and Feast being at Stationers Hall, June 24, 
1721, in the 7th of King George I, 

Payne, Grand Majler , with his Grand Wardens , the former 
Grand Officers, and the Majlers and Wardens of 1 2 Lodges, met 
the Grand Majler Eleft, in a Grand Lodge at the Queen's- Arms 
Tavern in St. Paul's Churcb-yard, in the Morning ; and having 
forthwith recognized their Choice ofBrother Montagu, they made 
fome new Brothers, particularly the noble Philip, Lord Stanhope , 
now Earl of Chejierjield : And from thence they marched on Foot 
to the Hall, in proper Cloathing and due Form j where they were 
joyfully received by about 1 50 true and faithful, all cloathed. 

After 
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After Grace fatd, they fat down in the antient Manner of Mafons 
to a very elegant Feaft, and dined with Joy and Gladnefs. After 
Dinner and Grace faid, - 

Brother Payne, the old Grand Majier made the firji Procejfion 
round the Hall *, and when return’d, he proclaim’d aloud the moft 
noble Prince and our Brother, 

John Montagu Duke of Montagu, 45 ranfc of 

Mafons-, and Brother Payne having invefted his Grace’s Worship 
with the Enffgns and Badges of his Office and Authority, inftall’d 
him in Solomon’s Chair , and fat down on his Right Hand ; while 
the Aflembly own’d the Duke’s Authority with due Homage and 
joyful Congratulations, upon this Revival of the Profperity of 
Mafonry. 

Montagu Grand Majier immediately call’d forth (without nam- 
ing him before,) as it were carelefly, John Beal, M f). as his 
Deputy Grand-Mafter, whom Brother Payne invefted, and inftall’d 
in Hiram Abbiff's Chair on the Grand Majier' s Left Hand. 

In like Manner his Worjhip (Mr. Jojiab Villeaneaul Grand 
call’d forth and appointed, ( Mr; Thomas Morrice > Wardens , 
who were invefted and inftall’d by the laft Grand Wardens. 

Upon which the Deputy Grand Master and Grand 
Wa r dens were faluted and congratulated as ufual. 

Then Montagu Grand Majier, with his Officers and the old 
Officers , having made the fecond Procejfion round the Hall, Brother 
Desaguliers made an eloquent Oration about Masons and 
Masonry. After great Harmony, the Effedt of Brotherly Love, 
the Grand Majier thank’d Brother Vtlleneau for his Care of the 
Feaft, and order’d him as Senior Grand Warden, to clofe the Lodge 
in good Time.

Ingenious Men of all Faculties and Stations, being convinced 
that the Cement of the Lodge was Love and Fkien dship, earneftly 
requeued to be made Masons, affecting this amicable Fraternity 
more than other Societies, then often dillurbed by warm Difputes. 

Grand Majler Montagu’s good Government inclin’d the better 
Sort to continae him in the Chair another Year y and therefore they 
delay’d to prepare the Feajl. 

But Philip Duke of Wharton, lately made a Brother, tho’ 
not the Majler of a Lodge , being ambitious of the Chair, got a 
Number of Brethren to meet him at Stationers-Hall, 24 June 1722, 
.who having no Grand Officers prefent, put in the Chair the oldejl 
Mafter Mafon (who was not the prefent Mailer of a Lodge, alfo 
irregular) and without the ufual decent Ceremonials,, the laid old 
Mafon proclaim’d aloud.

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King GEORGE I. having reigned near 1 4 Years, died at Of - 
nabrug, where he was born, in his Way to Hanover, where he 
was buried aged 67 Years, on June 1 1, 1727, when his Son fuc- 
ceeded, viz. 

2. King GEORGE II. aged 4.4 Years, who with his Queen 
Caroline were crowned at Wejlminjler, on 051 . 1 1, 1727. 

In the laft Reign, fundry of the fifty new Churches in the Sub- 
urbs of London were built in a fine Stile upon the Parliamentary 
Fund, particularly the beautiful St Mary le Strand. But St 
Martin’s in the Fields was, at the foie Charge of the Parifhioners, 
rebuilt ,ftrong and regular : And it being a Royal Parifh Church , 
King George I. fent Richard Bifliop of Salisbury, his Lord 
Almoner , a6 Deputy, and Thomas Hewet, Efq; his Surveyor General, 
attended by Brother Gibbs (the Arcbiteft of that grand Pile) with 
many Free Mafons , in a folemn Proceffion from the Palace - , to 
level the Footjione of the South-Eajl Corner, by giving it three great 
Knocks with a Mallet, in the King’s Name, and laying upon it a 
Purfe of 100 Guineas : When the Trumpets founded, all joined 
in joyful Acclamations, and the Craftfmen went to the Tavern to 
drink 

To the King and the Craft.

the Means of conciliating true Friendship among Peffons, that nwft;

It. Of the Citil Magistrate, Supreme and ' 

^ Subordinate,. L i 

A Mafon is a peaceable Subject to the Civil Powers, wherever 
he refides or works, and }s never to bedoncerned in Plots and Con- 
(piracies againft the Peace and Welfare of the Nation, nor to 
behave himfelf undutifully to ihferior Magiftrates; } for as Mjafonry 
hath been always injured by War, Blood (hed, and Confufion, fo 
ancient Kings and Princes have been-much difpofed tor encourage 
the Craftfmen, becaufe of their Peaceablenefs and Loyalty i whereby 
they practically anfwered the Cavils of their Adverfaries, and pro- 
moted the Honour of the Fraternity, who ever flourilhed in Times 
of Peace. So that if a Brother (hould be a Rebel againft the 
State, he is not to be countenanced in his Rebellion, however he 
may be pitied as an unhappy Man • and, If convicted of' no other 
Crime, though the loyal Brotherhood muft and ought to difown 
his Rebellion, and give no Umbrage or Ground of political Jealoufy 
to the Government- for the Time- being ; - they cannot - e xp e l - him 
from the Lodge , and his Relation to it remains indefeafible. 

III. Of Lodges. 

4 v * ’ ^ 

A Lodge is a place where Mafons afletriblc and work : . Hence 
that Aflembly,, or duly organized Society of Mafqns, is called a 
Lodge : and every Brother ought to belong to one,, and to be fub« 
jedt to its By-Laws and the General Reguxjatjqns. It is 
either particular or general > arid will be.beft underftood by at- 
tending it, arid by* the Regulations of the General or Grind Lodge 
hereunto annexed. In ancient Times, no Mdfier qy Fcllbiv could 
be abfentfrom it, efpecially when warned to appear at it, without 
incurring a fevere Cenfure, until it appeared to the Ma/ler arid 
Wardens, that pure Neceffity hindered him. . 

The Perfons admitted Members of a Lodge, riauft be good 
and true Men, free-born, and of mature and difcreet Age, no 
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Bondman, no Women; no immoral, or fcandalous Men, but of 
good Report. 

IV. Of Masters, Wardens, Fellows and Apprentices. 

All Preferment among Mafons is grounded upon real Worth and 
perfonal Merit only j that fo the Lords may be well ferved, the 
Brethren not put to Shame, nor the Royal Craft defpifed : There- 
fbre no Mafter or Warden is chofen by Seniority, but for his Merit. 
It is impoffible to defcribe thefe Things in Writing ; and every 
Brother mud attend in his Place, and learn them in a Way peculiar 
to this Fraternity: Only Candidates may know that no Majier 
ffiould take an Apprentice , unlefs he has fufficient Employment for 
him, and unlefs he be a perfect Youth, having no Maim or Defedt 
in his Body, that may render him incapable of learning the Art, 
of ferving his Mafer’s Lord, and of being made a Brother , and 
then a Fellow-Craft in due Time, even after he has ferved fuch a 
Term of Years, asihd Cuftom of the Country diredts; and that 
he ffiould be defcended of honed Parents ; that fo, when others 
wife qualified, he may arrive to the Honour of being the Warden, 
and then the Master of the Lodge , the Grand Warden, and 
at length the Grand Master of all the Lodges , according to 
his Merit. 

No Brother can be a Warden, until he has pafled the Degree 
of a Mafter Mafon j nor a Master, until he has adted as a Warden } 
nor Grand Warden, until he has been Mafter of a Lodge , and 
ferved the Office of Steward at a Grand Feaft ; nor Deputy Grand 
Mafter , until he has ferved the Office of Grand Warden ; nor 
health Staffer, unlefs he has been a Mafter of a regular Lodge 
before his Eledtion, who is alfo to be nobly born, or a Gen- 
tleman of the bed Faffiion, or fome eminent Scholar , or fome 
curious ArcbiteSly or other Artift, defcended of honed Parents, 
and who is of Angular great Merit in the Opinion of the 
Lodges. And for the better, and eafier, and more honourable 
t)ifcharge of his Office, the Grand Mafter has a Power to chufe 
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his. own Deputy Grand Master, who rauft be then, of 
mull have been formerly, the Majier of a particular Lodge j 
and has the Privilege of a&ing whatever the Grand Master, 
bis Principal, Ihould a£t, unlefs the faid Principal be prefent, or 
interpofe his Authority by a Letter. 

Thefe Rulers and Governors, fupreme and fuboriinate, of the 
ancient Lodge , are to be obeyed in their refpedtive Stations by all 
the Brethren, according to the old Charges and Regulations , with 
all Humility, Reverence, Love, and Alacrity. 

V. Of the Management of the C rapt in working. 

All Mafons lhall work honeftly on working Days, that they may 
live creditably on holy Days j and the Time appointed by the Law 
of the Land, or confirmed by Cuftom, lhall be obferved. 

The moll expert of the Fellow Craftfmen lhall be chofen or ap- 
pointed the Majier or Overfeer of the Lord’s Work} who is to be 
called Master by thofe that work under him. The Craftfmen 
are to avoid all ill Language, and to call each other by no dif- 
(O'bliging Name, but Brother or Fellow } and to behave themfelvds 
courteoully within and without the Lodge. 

The Mafter, knowing himfelf to be able of Cunning, lhall under- 
take the Lord’s Work as reafonably as poflible, and truly difpend 
his Goods as if they were his own } nor to give more Wages to any 
Brother or Apprentice, than he really may deferve. 

Both the 2©aftcr and the Mafons receiving their Wages juftly,. 
lhall be faithful to the Lord, and honeftly finilh their Work,, 
whether lafk or journey ; nor put the Work to Fajk that hath . 
been accuftomed to Journey. 

None lhall difcover Envy at the Profperity of a Brother, nor 
fupplant him, or put him out of his Work t if he be capable to 
finilh the fame } for no Man can finilh another’s Work fo much 
to the Lord s Profit, unlefs he be thoroughly acquainted with the 
Deligns and Draughts of him that began it. ' 

When 
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When a Fellow-Craftfman is chofen Warden of the Work under 
the Majier , he fhall be true to both Majier and Fellows , and {hall 
carefully overfee the Work in the Majier s Abfencc, to the Lord’s 
Profitj and his. Brethren (hall obey him. . 

All Mafons employed, fhall meekly receive their Wages without 
Murmuring or Mutiny, and not defert the Majier till the Work 
Js^inifhed.i 

A younger Brother fhall be inftrudted in Working, to prevent 
fpoiling the Materials for Want of Judgment, and for increafing 
and continuing of Brotherly Love. 

_ Att^he Tools ufed ip Working fhall be approved by the Grand 
Lodge. 

No Labourer fhall be employed in the proper Work of Mafonry j 
nor fhall ftet £l$afotl£ work with thofe that are not pree, without 
an urgent Neceflity ; nor fhall they teach Labourers and unaccepted 
Mafons, as they fhould teach a Brother or Fellow. 

VI. Of B eh avi ou r, viz. ; 
i. In the Xohge, while toitftitutcb. 

You are not to hold private Committees, or feparate Conver- 
fation, without Leave from the Mafter, nor to talk of any Thing 
impertinent or unfeemly, nor interrupt the Majier or Wardens , or 
any Brother fpeaking to thc Majier: Nor behave yourfelf ludi- 
croufly or jeftingly while the Lodge is engaged in what is ferious 
and folemn j nor ufe any unbecoming Language upon any Pretence 
whatfoever ; bot to pay due Reverence to your Majier , Wardens , 
and Fellows, and put them to worfhip. 

If any Complaint be brought, the Brother found guilty fhall 
Hand to. tbe Award and Determination of the Lodge, who are the 
proper and competent Judges of all fuch Controverfies, (unlefs you 
carry it by Appeal to the Grand Lodge) and to whom they 
ought to be referred, unlefs a Lord’s Work be hindered the meaii 
while,' in which Cafe a particular Reference may be made > but 
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you muft never go to Law about what concemeth Mafonry with* 
put an absolute Neceffity apparent to the Lodge.

You may enjoy yourfelves with innocent Mirth, treating one 
another according to Ability ; but avoiding all Excels, or forcing 
, any Brother to eat or drink beyond his Inclination, or hindering 
him from going when his Occafionscall him, or doing or laying 
any thing offensive, or that may fdrbid an eafy and free Conver- 
fation ; for that would blaft our Harmany, and defeat our lau- - 
dable Purpofes. Therefore no private Piques or Quarrels muft 
be brought within the Door of the Lodged far lefs any Quarrels 
■about Religion, or. Nations , or Slate-Policy, We being only, as 
Mafons , of the Catholic Z?r//g 7 Wabovc-mentioned; we are atfo 
of all Nations , Tongues, Kindreds, and Languages , and are re- 
folved againft all $o$itklt0, as What never yet conduced to the 
Welfare of the Lodge,, nor ever will. . This fharge has been al- 
ways ftriftly enjoined and obferved ; but efpecially ever fince the 
Reformation in Britain, or the Diffent and Soeeffion of thefe 
Nations from the Communion of Rom*.

You are to falute one another in a courteous Manner, as you: 
will be inftrufted, calling each other Brother, freely giving mutual 
In fir uft ion as fhall be thought expedient, whhoiip being overfeen- 
or overheard, and without encroaching upon each other, or dero- 
gating from that Refpeft which is due to any Brother, were he 
not a Mafon : For though all Mafons are as Brethren upon the 
fame Level, yet Mafonry takes no Honour • from a Man that he 
had before j nay, rather it adds to his Honour, efpecially 3f he has

You (hall be cautious in your Words and Carriage, that the 
jnoft penetrating Stranger (hall not be able to difcover or find out 
what is not proper to be intimated > and fometimes you (hall 
divert a Difcourfe, and manage it prudently for the Honour of the 
worjhipful Fraternity. 

5. S&C&abittu: at Home, and in your Neighbourhood. 

You are to aft as becomes a moral and wife Man j particularly* 
not to let your Family, Friends, and Neighbours know the 
Concerns of the Lodge , &c. but wifely to donfult your own Ho- 
nour, and that of the ancient Brotherhood, for Reafons not to 
be mentioned here. You muft alfo confult your Health, by not 
continuing together too late, or too long from home, after Lodge 
Hours are part j and by avoiding of Gluttony and Drunkennefs* 
that your Families be not neglefted or injured, nor you difabled 
from Working. 

6. towards a ftrange Brother. 

You are cautioufiy to examine him, in fuch a Method as Prov- 
idence fliall direft you, that you may not be impofed upon by an 
ignorant falfe Pretender , whom you are to rejeft with Contempt 
and Derifion, and beware of giving him any Hints of Knowledge. 

•' But if you difcover him to be a true and genuine Brother^ you 
are- to refpeft him accordingly; and- if he is in want you muft 
relieve him if you can, or elfc direft him how he may be relieved t 
You muft employ him feme Days, or elfe recommend him to be 
employed. But you ace not charged to do beyond your Ability,. 
♦ : . a. only 
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only to prefer & poor Brother* that is a gbod Mah and trut, before 
any other poor People in the fame Circumftances. 

Finally, All thefe Charge# you are to obforve, and alfo 
thofe that ffiall be communicated to you in another Way ; culti- 
vating Brotherly Love, the Foundation and Cape-ftone, the 
Cement and Glory of this ancient Fraternity , avoiding all Wrang- 
ling and Quarrelling, all Slander and Backbiting, not permitting 
others to flander any honeft Brother ; but defending his Charaiteir 
and doing him ail good Offices, as far as is confident with your 
Honour and Safety , and no farther. And if any of them do you 
Injury, you muft apply to your own or his Lodge ; and from 
thence you may appeal to the Grand Lodge at the Quarterly 
Communication , and from thence to the annual Grand Lodge, 
as has been the antient laudable Conduit of our Forefathers 
in every Nation ; never taking a legal Courfe, but when the Cafe 
cannot be otherwife decided ; and patiently liftening to the honed 
and friendly Advice of Majler and Fellows , when they would 
prevent your going to Law with Strangers , or would excite you 
to put a fpeedy Period to all Law-Suits , that fo you may. mind 
th t Affair of Masonry with the more Alacrity and Succefs; but 
with Refpedt to Brothers or Fellows at Law, the Majler and 
Brethren ffiall kindly offer their Mediation, which ought to be 
thankfully fubmitted to by the contending Brethren ; and if that 
Submiffion is impracticable, they muft however carry on their 
P.rocefs, or Law- Suit, without Wrath and Rancour (not in the 
common Way) faying or doing nothing which may hinder Bro- 
therly Love, and good Offices to be tenewed ancj continued * 
that all may fee the benign Influence of Mason&y,, as all true 
Mafons have done from the Beginning of the World > and wiU 
do to the End of Time.

The Regulations of the Grand Lodge. 

Art. I. r "I V HE Grand Lodge confifts of, and is formed by, 
X the Majiers and Wardens of all the particular 
Lodges upon Record, with the Grand Master at their Head', 
the Deputy on his Right Hand, and the Grand Wardens in 
their proper Places. 

All who are, or have been Grand Officers , (hall be Members 
of, and vote in all Grand Lodges. 

Art. II. A Brother Majler Mafon (hould be appointed the 
Tyler, to look after the Door j but he muft be no Member of 
the Grand Lodge. 1* 

Art. III. N bBrothers (hall be admitted into the Grand Lodge 
but thofe that are the known Members thereof* viz. Th a four pre- 
fent and alt former Grand Officers, the Treafurer, Secretary , 
and Sword-Bearer , the Mafler , Wardens, and nine Afliftants of 
the Stewards Lodge, and the Majler s and Wardens, of all regular 

Lodges j. 
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Lodges ; except a Brother, who is a Petitioner, or a Witnefs in 
fom$ Cite, of one C&ltdd in by a Motion. 

ART. IV. Thefe mail have three Quarterly Communications 
before the Grand Feajl, in fome convenient Place, as the Grand 
Majler {hall appoint ; where none are to be prefent but its own 
proper Members, without Leave afked and given : And while fuch 
a Stranger (though a Brother) ftays, he is not allowed to vote, 
nor even to fpeak to any Queftion, without Leave of the Grand 
Lodge i or tjnjefs he is defired to give his Opinion. 

Art. V. If at any Grand Lodge, Stated or Occafional, Quar- 
terly or Annual, the Grand Majler and Deputy {hould both be 
abfent, then the prefent Senior Grand Warden (hall take the 
Chair, and prefide as Grand Majler pro Tempore, and (hall be 
Veiled with all his Honour and Power for the Time being * and, 
in his Abfence, the prefent Junior Grand Warden ; and in his 
Abfence, the oldeft former Grand Warden in Company; provided, 
no part Grand Majler or part Deputy Grand Majler be prefent ; 
and if no former Grand Officer be found, then the Mafter of the 
Stewards Lodge ; or, in his Abfence, the Mafter of the Senior 
Lodge then prefent. 

Art. VI. On March 17, 17 30-1, the Grand Lodge, (to cure 
fome Irregularities) ordered, That none but the Grand Majler , his 
Deputy , Wardens, , Treafurer, Secretary, and Sword-Bearer , (who 
are the only Grand Officers) {hall wear their Jewels in Gold, 
pendant, to blue Ribbons about their Necks, and White Leather 
Aprons with blue Silk ; which Sort of Aprons may be alfo worn 
by former Grand Officers . 

Art. VII. That the Grand Officers prefent and former, each pf 
them, who {hall attend the Grand in Communication (except 
on the Feajl- Day) {hall pay Half a Crown , towards the Charge 
of fuch Communication when he attends. 

Art. VUI. Majler s and Wardens of Lodges {hall never attend 
the Grand Lodge without their Jewels and Cloatbing.

If any Officer cannot attend, he may fend a Brother of that 
Lodge (provided he is a Matter Mafon, and has been fuch for 
twelve Months) with his Jewel, to fupply his Room, and fupport 
the Honour of his Lodge. 

. Art. IX. All Differences, or Complaints, that cannot be made 
up, or accommodated privately, nor by a particular Lodge, fhall be 
reduced into Writing, and delivered to the Grand Secretary , who 
fhajl fummon all Parties concerned to attend at the next Committee 
of. Charity , where the fame fhall be (frioufly cenfidered, and 
finally decided. 

Art. X. They fhall alfo appoint a Trasurer, a Brother 
of good worldly Subftance, who fhall be a Member of the Grand 
Lodge by virtue of his Office, and fhall be always prcfent, and 
have a Power to move to the Grand Lodge any Thing that concerns 
his Office. 

Art. XI. The Grand Master, or Deputy, have Autho- 
rity always to command the Treafurer and Secretary to attend him, 
with their Clerks and Books , in order to fee how Matters go on j 
and to know what is expedient to be done upon any Emergency. 

Art. XU. That the Grand Lodge, in ample Form, af- 
fembled, has a Power to amend or explain any of the printed 
Regulations in the Book of Conftitutions, while they deviate not 
from the antient Rules of the Fraternity. For 

On the 24th of June 1723,, at the Feajl, the Grand Lodge 
before Dinner made this Refolution, That it is not in the Power of 
any Man , or Body of Men, to make any Alteration or Innovation in 
the Body , of Mafonry, without tbeConfent frjl obtained of the Grand 
.Lodge. 

No Motion for a new Regulation , or for the Alteration of an 
old one, fhall be made, till it is firft handed up in Writing to the 
Chair : And after it has been perufed by the Grand Master, 
,at leaft about ten Minutes, the Thing may be moved publickly j 
and then it (hall be audibly read by the Secretary-: And if it be 
feconded and thirded, it mutt be immediately committed to the 
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Consideration of the whole ASTembly, that their Senfe may Be fully 
heard- about it*. After which the Grand Master Shall put the 
Queftion pro and con. 

Art. XIII. All Matters in the Grand Lodge are to be deter- 
mined by a Majority of Votes > each Member having one Vote, and’ 
the Grjand Master two Votes y unlefs the Lodge leave any parti- 
cular Thing to the Determination of the Grand Master for 
the Sake of Expedition. - r 

The Opinions or Votes of the Members are always to be Signified^ 
by each holding up one of his Hands : Which uplifted Hands the? 
Grand Wardens are to count - r unlefs the Number of Hands J>e fo* 
unequal as to render the counting ufelefs. Nor Should any other 
Kind of Division be ever admitted on fuch Occasions. 

Art. XIV. At the third Stroke of the Grand Master’s; 
Hammer (always to be repeated by the Grand Wardens') there Shalt 
be a general Silence* and he who breaks Silence, without Leave 
from; tfie Chair r Shall be publickly reprimanded. 

. ,Upder the fame Penalty every Brother Shall take his Seat, and 
keep Sfy-ift Silepce, whenever the Grand Master or Deputy Shall 
think Sit to rife from, the Chair* and call to Order. 

In the Grand Lodgej every Member Shall keep in his -Seat, and) 
not move ahout from Place to Place } during the Communication j, 
except the Grand Wardens *. as having more immediately tlje, (^are 
of the Lodge*. • » • , ! . . , 

According to the Order of the Crand Lodge r no Brother is to* 
fpeak but once to the fame Affair*, unlefs to explain himfelf, or 
when called by the Chair to fpeak. 

Every one that fpeaks Shall rife and keep Standing,, addreffingj- 
himfelf to thq- Chair . Nor Shall any prefume to interrupt him,, 
under ^he forefaid Penalty j unlefs the Grand Maste-r, finding, 
him wandering from the Point in Hand*, Shall think fit to reduce 
him to Order j for then the faid Speaker Shall fit down : But after 
he has been fet right* he may again proceed, if he pleafes.

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If, in t he Grand Lodge*, any Member k twice called to Order,’ 
at one Affembly, for tranfgreffing thefe Rules, and is guilty of a 
third Offence of the fame Nature^ the Chair fhall peremptorily com* 
mand him to quit the Lodge-Bodm for that Night.

Art. I. The Office of Provincial Grand Master was 
found particularly neceflhry in the Year 1726; when the extra- 
ordinary Increafe of the Craftfmen , and their travelling into diftant 
Parts, and convening themfelves in Lodges, required an immediate 
Head, to whom they might apply in all Cafes, where it was not 
poffible to wait the Decifion or Opinion of the Grand Lodge. 

Art. II. The Appointment of this Grand Officer is a Prero- 
gative of the Grand Master j from whom, or in his Abience 
from his Deputy, a Deputation may be granted to fuch Brother 
of Eminence and Ability in the Craft, as he or either of them 
fihall think proper ; not for Life, but during Pleafure. 

Art. III. The Provincial Grand Master thus deputed, 
is inverted with the Power and Honour of a Grand Majler in his 
particular Dirtrilt ; and is intitled to wear the Cloatbing of a 
Grand Officer, to conftitute Lodges within his own Province, 
and in all publick Afiemblies to walk immediately after the Grand 
Treajurer. He is alfo empowered to appoint a Deputy, Wardens, 
'Treafurer, Secretary, and Sword-bearer , who are entitled to wear

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the Cloatbing of Grand Officers, while they officiate as fuch, ♦ 

within that particular Diftridt ; but at no other Time or Place. 

Art. IV. He Is enjoined to correfpond with the Grand Lodge , 
and . to tranfmit a circumftantial Account of his Proceedings, at 
lcaft once in every Year. At which Times, he is required to fend 
a Lid of thofe Lodges he has conftituted ; their Contributions for 
the general Fund of Charity $ and the ufual Demand, a3 fpecified 
in his Deputation, for every Lodge he has conftituted.

By the original Order and Conftitution of Nature, Men are fo 
made and framed, that they of Neceffity want one another’s Affift- 
ance for their mutual Support and Prefervation in the World i 
Being fitted by an implanted Difpofition to live in Societies* and 
eftablifh themfelves into diftindt Bodies, for the more effedtual 
Promulging and Propagating a Communication of Arts, Labour, 
and Indujlry , of which, CHARiTYand mutual Friendship is the 
common Bond; It is in this Refpedt only, that all the human 
Race ftand upon a Level , having all the fame Wants and Defires, . 
and are all in the fame Need of each other's Affiftance j as by this 
common Cement, every one is bound to look upon himfelf as &

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Atr. XXXI. The Committee regularly meets, according to 
the Summons of the Grand Master, or his Deputy , and has 
relieved many diftreffed Brothers with final! Sums, not exceeding

pay tofome Petitioners, ten, or fifteen, of twenty Pounds, as they 
thought the Cafe required. So that the Diftrefled have found far 
greater Relief from this general Charity , than can be expected from 
particular Lodges j and the Contributions, being paid by the Lodges* 
at various Times, have riot been bordenfome. 

Art. XXXII. The Treasurer’s Accounts have been au- 
dited and balanced at every Grand Lodge * whereby all know the 
Stock in Hand, and how every Particular of the Charity has been 
difpofed of j every Thing being duly recorded in the Grand Lodge - 
Book, and in that of the Committee, of Which every Majler of a con- 
tributing Lodge is a Member. 

Of the Stewards. 

It having been formerly the Cuftom,: for the two Grand War- 
dens to take upon themfelves the Trouble of regulating and con- 
ducting the Annual Grand Feajl , it lias ftnce been thought pro- 
per, in order to relieve them from that extraordinary Trouble, and 
that all Matters might be expeditioufly and properly managed, that 
tcit' Grand Majler, or his 'Deputy^ fhould have a Power to nominate 
and appoint a certain Number of Stewards , to whom the Conduct 
and Care of thri fame fhould be committed j and that all Things re- 
lative to the Feaft fhould be decided among them by a Majority 
t>f Votes } except the Grand Mcjler , Or his Deputy , fhould inter- 
fere j and, in confequence thereof, the following Regulations have 
been entered into, viz^ 

Art. I. That at the Feaft, the Stewards fhall open no Wine ' 
till Dinner be laid on the Tables ; that the Members of each Lodge 
fhall fit together, as much as poflible ; that after Eight of the Cloefc 
at Night, the Stewards fhall not he obliged to furnifh any Wine or 

other 
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other Liquors ; and that either the Money or Tickets fliall be return- 
ed to the Stewards. 

Art. II. On Nov. a 6, 1728, the Office of Stewards , that 
had been difufed at three preceding Feafls, was revived by the 
Grand Lodge, and their Number fettled to be always Twelve. , 

Art. III. The Stewards for the Year are allowed to have 
jewels of Silver (though not gilded) pendant to red Ribbons, about 
their Necks, to bear white Rods, and to line their white Leather 
Aprons with red Silk. 

Former Stewards are alfo allowed to wear the fame Sort of 
Aprons , white and red. 

Art. IV. Each of the acting Stewards is allowed, for the Fu- 
ture, at the Feaft,- the Privilege of naming his Succeffor in that 
Office, for the enfuing Year. ' < 

Art. V. On June 24, 173 5, upon an Addrefs from thofe 
that have been Stewards , the Grand Lodge , in confideration of 
their paft Service and future Ufefulnefs, ordained. 

That they fliould be conftituted a Lodge of Majlers , to be called 
the Stewards Lodge; to be regiftered as fuch in the Grand Lodge 
Book and printed Lifts, with the Times and Place of their Meet- 
ings. 

Art. VL That the Stewards Lodge {hall have the Privilege of 
fending a Deputation of Twelve to every Grand Lodge , viz. the 
Mafter , two Wardens, and nine more ; and each of the Twelve 
fliall vote there ; and each of them that attends fliall pay Half a 
Crown , towards the Expence of the Grand Lodge. 

Art. VII. That no Brother, who has not been a Steward, 
fliall wear the fame Sort of Aprons and Ribbons. 

Art. VIII. That each of the twelve deputies from the Stew- 
ards Lodge (hall, in the Grand Lodge, wear a peculiar Jewel fuf- 
pended in the red Ribbon ; the Pattern of which was then ap- 
proved.

Sfhe Ancient Manner of Constituting tfLodge. 

A new Lodge , for avoiding many Irregularities, ffiould be 
lemnly conjlituted by the Grand Master, with his Deputy and 
Wardens j or, in the Grand Majler's Abfence, the Deputy ads 
for his Worffiip, the Senior Grand Warden as Deputy,, the Junior 
Grand- Warden as the Senior , and a prefent Majler of a Lodge as, 
the Junior. 

Or if the Deputy is alfo abfent, the Grand Master may de- 
pute either of his Grand Wardens,_ who can appoint others to be 
Grand Officers pro Tempore. 

The Lodge being opened,, and the Candidates, or the new Majler 
and Wardens being yet among fas. Fellow-Grafts, the Grand 
Master ffiall afk his Deputy, M he has examined them, and finds 
the Candidate Majler well. /killed in the Noble Science and the Royal. 
Jlrty and duly inftrudted in our Myferies, &c. 

The Deputy* anfwering in the Affirmative, (hall, by the 
Grand Majler’s Order, take the Candidate from among his Fel- 
lows, and prefent him to the Grand Majler, faying, Right Wor- 
Jhipful Grand Master, the Brethren here de fire to be formed into 
a Lodge ; and I prefent my worthy Brother A. B. to be their Mafter, 
whom I know to be oj' good Morals and great Skill, true and trufy 9 
and a Lover of the whole Fraternity wherefoever difperfed over the 
Face of the Earth. 

Then the Grand Master* placing the Candidate oh his left 
Hand, having afked and obtained the unanimous Confent of the 
Brethren, ffiall fay, 1 conjlitute and form thefe good. Brethren into a 
New Lodge, and appoint you , Brother A. B. the Mafter of it, not 
doubting of your Capacity and Care to preferve the Cement of the 
Lodge, &c. With fome other Expreffions that are proper and 
ufual on that Occafion, but not proper to be written. 

Upon 
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Upon this, the Deputy (hall rehearfe the Charges of a Majler } 
and the Grand Master frail afk the Candidate , faying. Do you 
Jubmit to thefe Charges , as Mafters have done in all Ages ? And tho 
New Mafter fignifying his cordial Submiflion thereunto. 

The Grand Master frail, by certain fignificant Ceremonies 
and ancient Ufages, inftal him,, and prefent him with the Book of 
Confutations t the Lodge- Book > and the Injlruments of his Office; 
not altogether, but one after another ; and after each of them the 
Grand Majler or his Deputy frail rehearfe the frort and pithy 
Charge that is fuitable to the Thing prefented. 

Next, the Members of this New Lodge, bowing all together to- 
the Grand Majler , frail return his Worfrip their Thanks ; and 
frail immediately do Homage to their New Mafter, and fignify 
their Promife of Subjection and Obedience to him by the ufual 
Congratulation. 

The Deputy and Grand Wardens , and any other Brethren pre» 
fent, that are not Members of this New Lodge , frail next con- 
gratulate the New Master; and he frail return his becoming 
Acknowledgements to the Grand Master firft, and to the reft 
in their Order.. . 

Then the Grand Master orders- the New Majler to enter 
immediately upon the Exercife of his Office, viz. in chilling his 
Wardens; and, calling forth two Fellow-Crafts [Majler Mafons) 
prefents them to the Grand Majler for his Approbation, and to the 
New Lodge for their Confent. Upon which 

The Senior or Junior Grand Warden , or fome Brother for him, 
fliall rehearfe the Charges of each Warden of a private Lodge:. 
And they fignifying their cordial Submiflion thereunto, 

The New Master frail prefent them fingly, with the feveral 
Inftruments of their Office, and in due Form inftal them in their 
proper Places: And the Brethren of this New Lodge fliall fig? 
nify their Obedience to thofe New Wardens by the ufual Con-* 
gratulation, .

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Then the Grand Majler gives -all the Brethren Jbypf their- Afaw 
Majler and Wardens , and recommends Harmony ; toping their 
only Contention will he a laudable EcSulation in cultivating the 
Royal y£r/<and the Social Virtues. 

Upon which, ah the New Lodge "bow together in returning 
Thanks for the Honour of this Constitution. 

• The Grand Master alio orders the Secretary toregifter this 
New Lodge in the Grand Lodge Book, and to notify the fame to the 
pther particular Lodges ; and after the Majler' sSong, he orders 
the Grand Warden to clofe the Lodge. 

This is the Sum, but not the whole Ceremonial by far ; which 
the Grand Officers can extend or abridgd at PJeafure ; explaining 
Things that are not fit to be written i Though none but thoie, 
that have adted as Grand Officers, can accurately go through all 
the feveral Parts and Ufages of a new Conjlitution, in the juft 
fcri^mnity. 

Art. I. Ordered, That every New Lodge, for the Future, 
fhall pay two Guineas for their Corjlitution, to the general Fund 
of Charity. 

Art. II. The Precedency of Lodges is grounded on the Se- 
niority of their Conjlitution. 

Art. III. No New Lodge is owned, nor their Officers admitted 
into the Grand Lodge , unlefs it be regularly conftituted and re- 
giftered j and upon the Diffolution of a Lodge fo conftituted, the 
Conjlitution fhall be delivered up to the Grand Majler, or his 
Deputy ; for a Conjlitution fhall upon no Account be fold, or other- 
wife difpofed of. 

Art. IV. The Jewels and Furniture of every Lodge fhall be- 
long to, and be the Property of, the Majler, Wardens , and Bre- 
thren of fuch Lodge 5 and the Mafter of the Houfe where fuch 
Lodge is held fhall have no other Property therein, than as apper- 
tained to him as a private Member, and no Mafter of any pub- 
lick Houfe fhall be fuffered to own, or purchafe, fuch Jewels and 
Funiture, for the Purpofe of having a Lodge conftituted or held 
1 at 
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«t his Houle, under the Penalty ^if difcovered) of forfeiting' fuch 
Conjiitution. 

Art. V. If any Set or Number of Mafons lhall take upon 
themfelves to form a Lodge , without the Grand Master'* 
Warrant, the regular Lodges are not to countenance them, nor 
own them- a* fait Brethren, duly formed, nor approve of their 
Ads and Deeds ; but mull treat them as Rebels, until they humble 
themfelves, as the Grand Mafter lhall in his Prudence dired, and 
until he approve of them by his Warrant fignificd to the other 
Lodges j as the Cuftora is, when a New Lodge is to be regiftered 
in the Grand Lodge Book. 

Of Makings. 

Art. I. No Lodge lhall make more than five new Brothers 
at one arid the fame Time, without an urgent Neceflxty > nor any 
Man under the Age of twenty-one Years (who mull be allb his 
own Mailer) unlefs by a Difpenfation from the Grand Master 
or his Deputy. 

Art. II, That no Lodge lhall ever make a Mafon without due 
Enquiry into his Charader ; neither lhall any Lodge be permitted 
to make and raife the fame Brother, at one and the fame Meeting, 
without a Difpenfation from the Grand Mafier or his Deputy* 
which, on very particular Occalions only, may be requelled. 

N. B. This Article is not to extend to Foreigners, or Na!taves 
of thefe Kingdonris, whofe particular Buluaefs it lhall dearly 
appear to the Mafier obliges them immediately to go Abroad y but 
if the Mafier makes, and . raifes fuch Perfon on the fame Night* 
he mull give the firll convenient Notice to the Cjrand Mofiet op 
Deputy Grand Mafier of his having fo. done. 

Art. III. That no Lodge lhall ever make a Mafon for a lefs 
Sum than One Guinea j and that Guinea to be applied either to tho

Conjlitution. But this not to extend to the Making of Waiters,

. Art. IV. Every new Brother, at his Entry , is decently to 
xloath the Lodge, that is, all the Brethren prefent j and to depofit 
Something for the Relief of indigent and decayed Brethren, as the 
Candidate fhall think fit to bellow, over and above the fmall Al- 
lowance that may be ftated in the By-Laws of that particular 
Lodge : Which Charity {hall be kept by the Cafhier *. 

Alfo the Candidate (hall folemnly promife to fubmit to the Con- 
Jlutions, and other good Ufages, that {hall be intimated to him in 
Time and Place convenient. 

Art. V. Every Brother concerned in making Mafons clan- 
tieftinely, {hall not be allowed to vifit any Lodge till he has 
made due Submifiion, even though the Brothers fo made may be 
allowed. 

Art, VI. None, who form a Stated Lodge without the Grand 
Majler's Leave, {hall be admitted into regular Lodges, till they 
make Submifiion and obtain Grace. 

Art. VII. If any Brethren form a Lodge without Leave, and 
{hall irregularly make new Brothers, they {hall not be admitted 
into any regular Lodge , no not as Vifitors , till they render a good 
Reafon, or make due Submifiion. 

Art. VIII. Seeing that fome extraneous Brothers have been 
made lately in a clandeftine Manner, that is, in no regular Lodge, 
nor by any Authority or Difpenfation from the Grand Majler , 
and upon fmall and unworthy Confiderations, to the Difiionour of 
the Craft j 

The Grand Lodge decreed, that no Perfon fo made, nor any 
concerned in making him, {hall be a Grand Officer^ nor an

the Hall three times ; then the Prefent Grand Officers repaired to their feats 
on a platform at the upper part of the Hall, and the other Grand Officers 
to the upper part of the front" feats on each fide of the Lodge ; and the 
Grand Stewards and Members of the Hnll Comihittee to the lower part of 
the fame feats. Immediately on the Grand Mafter being proclaimed, the mulic

Foundation-done • on which the Architect addrefled the Grand Matter, who ex* 
prefled his approbation of the Archite&'s conduct, and commanded the Grand 
Officers to receive back the implements which had been delivered to the Architect 
at laying the Foundation-done.— A folemn piece of mufic was next performed, 
dining which the Ladies withdrew to tea and coffee, and fuch of the muficians 
who were not Mafons alfo retired.— The Grand Mader then ordered the 
Hall to be tyled ; on which the Lodge was uncovered, and the Grand Secretary in* 
formed the Grand Mader, that it was the defire of the Society to have the 
Hall dedicated to Mafonry ; on which the Grand Mader commanded the Grand 
Officers to affid in that ceremony, during which the organ kept playing folemn 
mufic. The Grand Officers then walked round the Lodge in proceflion three 
times, flopping each time for the Ceremony of Dedication. — At the end of the 
fird proceflion, the organ was filent, and the Grand Mader declared in folemn 
form /the Hall dedicated to Masonry, which being proclaimed by the Grand 
Secretary, the Grand Honours were given. — At the end of the fecond procef. 
fion, the organ was filent, and the Grand Mader in folemn form declared the 
Hall dedicated to Virtue, which being proclaimed, the Grand Honours were 
given as before. — At the end of the third proceflion, the organ was filent, and the 
GrandMader in folemn form declared the Hall dedicated to Universal Charity 
andBENEVOLENCE, which being proclaimed, the Grand Honours were given as be* , 
fore.*— The Lodge was then covered, and the Ladies introduced, amidd the accla- 
mations of the Brethren.— A grand Anthem*, compofed for the occalion, was 
fung by Mr. Hudfon of St. Paul's, and others. An Oration on Mafonry was 
then delivered by the Grand Chaplain, and the Coronation Anthem performed; 
after which Donations from feveral refpeftable Brethren were proclaimed.— • 
A new Ode f, written by a Member of the Royal Alfred Looge at Oxford, 
and fet to mufic by Mr. Fifher, was performed ; then the proceflion was 
refumed, and marched round the Hall three times, preceded by Tylers carrying 
the Lodge as at entrance, during which the mufic continued to play a grand 
piece.— The proceflion being returned to the Committee-room, the Grand Lodge 
was clofed in ample form. '
